{ſuch manner as we ſee 'em in the old Baſs reliefs 
of Rome, or upon Medals repreſenting the God- 


' deſs Cybele who was invoked for the fruitfulne(s 


of the Earth, and whom the Poets called Turrita 
Mater. All Antiquaries who-faw this Piece did 
not in the leaſt queſtion its Antiquity. . Amon 
others the Reverend Father du Moidlinet one 0 
the Learnedit Men of the Kingdom in theſe things, 
has-printed a ſmall Tract to prove that this head 
might have ſerv'd in ſome Temple built in this 
place where. this Goddeſs was adored. And even in 
the Library of S.Genevieve they preſerve a Madel 
of this Head taken oft in Plaiſter with all the cx - 
B 2 actneſs 
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'aftneſs that could be fron the Original, which 
18 at-preſent in the'Cabinet of Mon/ieur the Pro- 
-cureur-General. de 'Harlay, which illuſtrious Ma- 
-giſtrate is perfectly acquainted with'the true value 
of ſuch curious things. There are other Etymo- 
-logtes beſide theſe, as that of Paris King of the 
'Gauils, whoſe *dominion extended round about 
theſe parts, from whence it comes as fome ay, 
that the Inhabitants of the Neigbouring Villages 
were called Pariſi: or Pariſtacs. 

It would be tedious to ſpeak of the ſeveral en- 
largements of this Town. It is eaſily concluded 
that it was not always of the ſame dimenſions as it 
wat preſent. Under the Reign of Clouis it was as 
yet ſhut up within the two Arms of the See, 
that is, that it took up no more ground than the 
ie du Palais, which is that part which at pre- 
fent we call the City, with fome few houſes on 
the Bank of the River next St. Germain { Aux- 
erois; where wasat that time a Wood called /a 
Foreſt des Charbonniers. But however tho it 
_ but very little, it was ori nare as a 

very importance, 1:nce 1n that par- 
tition which the Sons of C/ours made of the King- 
dom, they agreed among themſelves that Parss 
ſhould remain neuter and belong to neither of 
the four ; further, that if any of them ſhould 
enter there without permifſion of the other three, 
ke ſhould loſe all the part which he might other-. 


wiſe pretend to. 

Under the ſecond Race, the Town became a 
little more conſiderable: they then to build 
on both Gdes of the Serne : all about the Church 
of St. Genzvieve, which Clos had raiſed: at the

But under the third Race 1t was much more in- 
creaſed. Philip Auguſtus cauſed it to be paved. 
throughout, and a certain Financier ({ or Exche- 

uer-Officer) called Girard de Pouſſh. gave to- 

is ufe out of his own-.-proper Revenue 1-1000 
Marks of Silver, and this he did freely without 
any conſtraint from the King, in whoſe Service 
he had doubtleſs attained this great Sum. This: 
was an Example of Generoſity altogether extra- 
ordinary ; aud was done in. the year 1185. as 
Monſieur de Mezeray tells us in his Hiſtory of 
France. This King allo cauſed the ſeveral - 
ters to b& encloſed with Walls. Tho of the Uni- 
verſity extended from the edge of the Seine be- 
ginning at the Gate of St. Bernard,or the Gate of 
the Tournelle, and ſo up behind. St. Genzvieve ta 
the Gate of St. Faifles, and then down again-to- 
wards the River to the place where ſtands at xl ch 
ſent the Colledge of the four Nations, and 
heretofore was the Gate of Neſle taken down not 
long fince to enlarge the Place, On the Noreh 
fide of the River it was alſo eneloſed with Walls 
which had almoſt the ſame extent. There was 
in former times a Gate near the place where now 
ſtands the 2:14nze-Vinges, which anſwered to an- 
other called the Porte-nenve, ( or New-gate ) on 
the Bank of the River —_ down fome years 
ago, near which was a very high Tower : another 
Gate in the Street Coquzi/lzere, at the end of the 
Street Grenelle : —_— inthe Street of St.Dems,. 
near the Fountain de /a Reme, which was called 
the Painters Gate : another in the Street of S. Mar- 
tin, at the end of the Street aux Ours: and an- 
| B 3 other 
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other near S. Fohns Church-yard which was called 
the Porte Bodais, becauſe it led to the Chateau 
or Caftle of that name, which ſtood in that place 
where now is the Village of St. Maur des Foſſez 
beyond Charenton. Since thoſe times this great 
City is much a ted, and continually extend- 
ed Into the Fields, till not long ſince for ſeveral 
weighty Conſiderations, there have been certain 
Bounds preſcribed, beyond which it is not lawful 
to raiſe any buildings. It is to be obſerved that 
Paris being thus bounded, its extent is the more 
conſiderable, in regard there is not te be found in 
it any place that is not extreme full of People, 
and as thick of Houſes as can be contrived, in 
ſome of which there are continually ſeveral di- 
{tin& Families in one houſe, which is rarely to be 
ſeen in other Towns, where every one delires to. 
dwell apart, and where there are few honſes to be 
found of ſeven Stories high, asthey are all about 
the Palars ; nearthe great Chateler; and round

The Cabinet of Pittures. 


The place where the Kings Pictures are kept, 
is in an Apartment near the end of the great Gal- 
lery, It 1s difficult to 'find more in number or: 
more rare pieces in any part of Europe than are 
in this place. Here are ſome of all the -moſt fa- 
mous Maſters of Italy and Flanders and other 
parts; all which the King hath cauſed to be gra- 
ved, of which there are two great Volumes cx- 
tant ; but of late years they have removed a great* 
part of theſe Paintings to Verſailtes to adorn that 
magnifick Palace. Yet there ſtill remain feveraF 
of diverſe Maſters, among others the laſt Supper” 
of-Paul Veronneſe, a Picture of ati extraordina-/ 
ry greatneſs, ſo are the Battelsof Monſieur Brun, 
from which they have made ſeveral Pieces of cu-' 
rious Tapeſtry.

Something may be ſaid here of St. Germain 

P wn the Pariſh Church of the Louvre. 
It is one of the ancienteſt of Paris, for Childe- 
bert was the Founder as well of this as that of 
St. Germain des Prez, both which he dedicated 
to St. Vincent, he _— depoſited in theſe 
Churches ſome:Reliques of that Saint Which he 
brought out of Spain. They have here on great 
Feaſts, very magnificent Ornaments given by the 
een Mother; which are of Cloath of Gold

There 
is in the ſame place a Skeleton of the Workman- 
ſhip of Permam Philon. Further on, is 
The Croſs du Tirover where, as it 'is- ſaid, 
Queen Grunehault was, by the Command of 
Clotaire, drawn at: the Tal of a Wild horſe. 
But 
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But thisis not, well proved : and it is much diſpu- 
ted among the Hiſtorians, whether this Queen: 
was the moſt illuftrions, or the moſt wicked of 
her Age. For there are as many that ſpeak wall - 
of her,as ill. St. Gregory the Great, Pope; Gre- 

ory of Tours, Fortunatus Biſhop of Porters, 
Paulus /Emilins, du Tillet, the Biſhop of Meaux, 
and Paſquier in his Enquiries of France, are all 
full of her Encomiums. Thoſe who condemn 
her are Aimoii, Gaguin, Mier-general 
of the Mathuring , Belle- Foreſt ® du Hail- 
lant, and Vigner, whoſe Authorities are of great 
force in Hiltory. So that it wilt be difficult to 
affirm any thing poſitively of this great Prince's, 
who has been more ſpoken of-than ever any 
Queen of France hath been. Something lower 


The Fathers of the Oratery, whoſe houſe 
ſtands in the ſame place where formerly 'was the 
Hotel de Bouchages. Tho their, Church is not 

et quite finiſhed, it is however already extreme 
fandom , and of a deſign very Regular. They 
have here on their great Altar a Tabernacle of a 
magnifick ſort of ArchiteCture, the Pillars ire of 
an admirable S:c:/#an Marble. It is a Dome raiſed 
very high with four Porticoes, ſupported with fix 
Pillars of the compoſite order Mick ſtand out 
from the Work; the Ornaments of - which are 
perfectly well wrought, and the Proportions ex- 
act. A great Fabrick aftex this Model might well 
pleaſe the moſt difficult Perſons in matters of | 
Archite&ure. The Cardinal de Berulle is Inter- 
red in one of the Cha: pels, where his Tomb may 
be ſeen, and on it his repreſentation in white 
Marble. He was their Founder, as all men know. 
Theſe Fathers have a very handfom Library. The

place in Truth is a little too dark ; but that does 
not impair its value, in regard it contains a great 
number of excellent Volumes both Printed and 
Manuſcript, among which are a good number of 
Greeks and Arabians, given them by Monſieur 
de Sancy, Ambaſſador of France to the Porte. 
Who during the time of his Embaſſie made an 
exact ſearch and collection of ſuch Greek Rarities 
which had ſcaped the Barbarity of the Turks.Such 
a Library @ this could. never be better diſpoſed 
of than into the cuſtody of theſe Fathers, there 
as. among them fome Perſons of moſt 
pr ound Learning, as a by their Works, 
o much ſought after and bought up by all Scho- 
lars. One might mention here Father Conte, 
and Father Senault, both which have left the 
World ſuch excellent Writings, the one in Hiſto- 
%* the other in Moral Philoſophy ; Father Mal- 

ranche who compoſed the Enquiry of Truth ; 
Father Thomaſſin who wrote the Diſcipline of 
the Church in three Volumes in Folio; Father 
Dubois, who by order of —— the Arch- 
Biſhop, is now about the Ecclefiattical Hiſtory of 
Parts. This Congregation hath alfo furniſhed us 
with the ableſt Preachers, as Monſieur the Biſhop 


of Agen, ſo famous by the name of Father Maf-. | 


caron, the Courſe of whoſe Sermons were moſt 
emphatical ; Father le Bouſt, and Father Hubert 
who Preach'd a Lent at Neſtre-Dame to a mar- 
vellous concourſe of People, and the laſt year at 
Court ; not to mention Father Morin, and di- 
vers other famous Preachers who lived not long 


As you leave the Fathers of the Oratory, and 
po on along the Rxe St. Hoxore, you ought to 
vilat 
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The Palais Cardinal, which the People now 
call the Palars-Royal, becauſe the King was here 
Educated when young. The Hotel de Sillery 
ſtood formerly in the little Court which is before 
the Gate, which Cardinal Rich/ieu cauſed to be 
pulled down to give the better ſight to the Palace, 
he had then cauſed to be built here aſter the def- 
ſigns of the Sieur Mercier, who had been efteem- 

a very able Architect, had he raiſed his Build- 
ings ſomething higher ; and that is the only fault 
of this Palace, extremely convenient m all things 
elſe. Ir is compoſed of two ſquare Courts, of 
which the firſt and leaſt is compaſſed about with 


 Battlements, and the ſecond is divided from the 


Garden by a row of Arehes which ſupport an 
open Gallery which reaches from one Wing to 
the other, through theſe Arches, which are in- 
cloſed with Iron Grates you have a Proſpect into 
the Garden, which was form'd as it is by Mon- 
fieur /e Neſtre after the ſame Model with the 
Tuzlleries. As for the Apartments they are all 
moſt beautiful and convenient, and all the Court 
refided here a long time during the Regency. A- 
bove all, we ought to ſee the Gallery where Car- 
dinal R:chlieu cauſed to be painted all the fanous 
men of France, From the time of Suger Abbot 
of St. Dennis, down to the time of his Miniſtry : 
That is in effect the whole French Hiſtory from 
Lewts the young, to the Reign of Lew:s XII. 
Monſieur the Duke of Or/eans dwells here at 
preſent, tho the Houſe belongs to the King, ta 
whom Cardinal R:ch/:eu bequeathed it in his Will 
together with five hundred thouſand Crowns and 
that Curious Suit of Tapiſtry which i expoſed 
on the great Fealt of Corpus Chriſt,

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"You: muſt not forget to fee the Cabinet of 
Monſieur the Chevalier de Lorainze, where are 
curious Pictures of the bett Maſters, ts near the 
Garden which adds not a little to its beauty. 

In a Hall belonging to this Palace is the Thea- 
tre where they repreſent the Opera of famous 
M. de Lully, which draws to it continually a 
m'ghty concourſe of People lovers of Mutick. 
No part of Eurepe yie!ds more pleaſing Objects, 
be it for the Dances, or for the Symphonie, oc 
in fine, for the ſingularity of the Habits ; but 
that which is moſt confiderable , is the wonder- 
ful agreement of the French Muſick with the 
-Iralian, which was once thought a thing impofli- 
ble, and yet even in this M. de Lully hath been 
mighty ſucceſsful. Nor has the Age been un- 
grateful to his extraordinary Parts, for he draws 
a very great Revenue from the Repreſentations 
of theſe Pieces. The Verſe is ordinarily compoſed 
by Monſieur 21inault of the French Academy : 
[Monſieur Corneille the younger hath alſo made 
Jome things, and Belirophon is of his writing. 
From hence you go to 
-- The Hoſpital of the uimze-Vingts, which 
St. Lewis cauſed to be built in his time for 300 
blind Gentlemen whom he brought with him out 
of the Holy Land where they had loſt their Eyes 
in fighting againlt the Sarazens. Over the Gate 
of this Ho'pital there ſtands a Statue of that Holy 
King,which (tho of ill Workmanſhip) reſembles 
kim very much, as the Antiquaries pretend. 

Further in the ſame Street is St. Roch the Pariſh 
Church tor all this Quarter, in which there is a 
very exquiſite Crucitix wrought by Monlieur An- 
guerre. 
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A little higher ſtands the Convent-of the Faco- 
bins, wherein is nothing very remarkable, unle's 
it be the Library, which is one of the fineſt in 
Parzs. 

After this you may take notice of the Portal 
before the Houſe of Monſieur Pufſort Counſellor 
of State, it is lately built, of the Ionick Order, 
with an Atzich over head, . in which are the Arms 
of the Owner. This is a ſmall piece of Archi- 
teCture, very well eſteemed. The inſide of the 
Fabrick is hand{om , eſpecially on that fide next 
the Garden, which is very curious and pleaſant. 
Near this on the ſame fide is 

The Convent of Fe#uillans, Henry UL. firit 
brought them out of Languedoc, in number 
fixty,with the blefſed Fohn de /a Barriere,Author 
of the Reform of St. Bernards Order. At firit 
they were lodged at the Bois de Vincennes, till 
this houſe which was buildings for 'en ſhould be 
finiſhed. The great Gate which fronts upan the 
Rue Saint Honore, is but newly built ; it iscom- 
poſed of four Corinthian-Pillars, that ſupport a 
Fronton orr which are the Arms of Prance. The 
firſt Court which ſerves as a Paruis ( or open 
Place) before the Church, is very well ; and the 
Building over the Gate where you enter is not 
ul contrived. The Portal of the Church is one of 
the moſt Regular of all Paris, and it was the 
firſt Effay of Monſieur de Manſard. Here are 
two Orders of Pillars, Ionzck and Corinthian, 
fluted and ſet off with Ornaments. Within the 
Church are ſome Chappels handfom enough, 
among others that of Monſieur the Marqueſs of 
Roſtaing, adorn'd almoſt like that at St. Ger- 
main Þ Auxerrois, with Pillars and Buſts of 
Marble. On one fide of _ great Altar you may 
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ſee a Tomb after the ancient manner. It is of 
white Marble, with a great Urn of the fame, cu- - 
rionfly wrought ; tho it has no Epitaph, yet we 
may conclude from the Arms in the fore part of 
it, that it belongs to the Niluftrions Houſe of 
an. The Quire behind the great Altar, 

where the Religious Sing, is adorned with Pi- 
cures repreſenting the Principal Actions of our 
Saviours Life. | 

Theſe Fathers have very Magnifick Ornaments 
which with all their Plate alſo were given by fe- 
veral Perfons of Quality. They have a Library, 
not very numerous, but however there are in it 
very curious Pieces. In their Cloiſter you will 
find divers Paintings repreſenting the Life of 
St. Bernard their Founder. Among thefe Reli- 
gions there are fome famous mas. vn As the 

everend Father Dom. Coſme, at preſent Biſhop 

Lombez, the Reverend Father Hiereſme, and 
ſome others. As you go from hence you pats 
before the Capuchins, where there 1s nothing re- 
markable, and ſo on to 

The Nuns of the Aſſumption. Theſe Nuns 
had their abode formerly in the Street called Rre' 
ae la mortel/erie, where they were Hoſpital-Sifters 
under the name of Haudriettes, their Houſe in 
that place having been founded by one Stephen 
Haudry Efquire to the King St. Lewss, to Har- 
| box, and they to ſerve the poor and fick, as Hifto- 

rians tell us. But being too much {traitned for 
Room 1n that ttreet they removed to this place, 
where they changed their name as well as Situa- 
tion. Of late years they have raiſed here ſeveral 
Noble buildings, eſpecially their Church, which 
is a Dome or Cupulo after the Roman manner, 
very tigh; the inftide of which is adorned with 
Corinthian 
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Corinthian Palaſters ſupporting a Corniſh, over 
which is a Row of Windows, between which 
hang certain pictures repreſenting the Life of the 
Holy Virgin, well painted. Bat the Plefor. ( or 
Painting within the Ceiling ). of the Dome 1s that 
which is molt remarkable, it was done by M. de 
la Foſſe, and repreſents. the Aſſumption, with the

The Palais Brion. 


People give it that name becauſe the Duke of 
Amwille Earl of Brion, for -ſome time made' his. 
abode here. This Building-s part of the -Palais 
Royal, and was begun by Ge Cardinal of _ 
lieu, who deſigned it for his Library. But ſome 
years ſince the King hath given it to two Acade- 
mies, that of Painting, and that of Architecture. 
The- firſt of theſe was eſtabliſhed by M.des Noyers, 
under the direction of M. de Chambray Brother 
of M. de Chant-Loup, from whoſe pen we have 
ſeveral excellent pieces in print, among others, 
The Parallel of the Ancient and Modern Archt- 
tefure, Palladio tranſlated into French, . (Fc. 
This Academy was re-eltabliſhed by Montiear 
the Chancelier Seguter, after whoſe death that 
beautiful Catafa/qgue at the Fathers of the O- 
ratory, was erected to his Memory as to ther 
Protector. Monſieur Colbert ſucceeded him in 
this Charge and in the affection he bore theth. 
Every day here is expoſed a naked man, which is 
the Model by whica1 the young Scholars deſign, 
in oxder to attain from Nature her ſelf the great 
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Art of Painting, an Art that requiresa moſt aflt- 
duous Study. The great Hall where they meet 
is full of abundance of Pictures done by the moſt 
able Maſters in the Academy, and of all mo 
ces that have been won for Prizes, which are here 
diſtributed to raiſe emulation among the young 
Artiſts, , and of the Maſter-pieces of thoſe who 
have defired to. be admitted into the Academy. 
The Repreſentations and Buſts of ſeveral perſons 
Who have contributed to the eſtabliſhment of this 
Academy are here alſo preſerved. And in regard 
Painting is not the only thing here exerciſed but 
Sculpture alſo, they have got hither from Rome 
the models in Plaiſter of the moſt famous Statues 
of Antiquity, as that of Flora, of Hercules in the 
Palace of Farneze, of Venus, of the two Wreſt- 
. ters, -and of ſeveral others. Here are alſo ſeveral 
Baſs-reliefs, and Sculptures better than ordinary.

In a lower Gallery they keep a many Buſts and 
ancient Statues which the King hath ſent for out 
of Italy. There is a very conſiderable number 
of them which are placed in Ranks one degree 
_ than another as in an Amplutheater ; in 
which place there ſtands alſo a Model in Plaiſter 
of that beautiful Pillar which the Roman Senate 
Conſecrated to the Memory of the Emperor Tra- 
jan, which is the beſt Monument that remains 
of the ancient Grandeur of Rome: by this we 
may ſee the Perfection to which the Ancients had 
brought the Art of deſigning. The King cauſed 
this Model to be made at a very great expence-:: 
Tt hath coſt near two hundred thoufand Franks. 
Francis I. had made the ſame thing with a deſign 
to have raiſed ſuch another Pillar at Fontainebleau; 
but Death preventing, the Stones Jay by neglect- 
ed, and were after made uſe of to build a ſtable. 
M. Felibien hath the care and overſight of theſe 
things, to place them in their «proper ſtations. 
No man underſtands theſe matters better than 
himſelf, as appears ſufficiently by his Works. We 
fhall ſay in its proper place how murh the Learn- 
ed are obliged to him f« ſe Books with whach 
he has enrich'd the Publick, 2s his Dictionary: of 
the Arts; his lives of the Painter, which he bas 
publiſhed in four Volumes, perfectly well, writ, 
beſides which we have hardly any thing on that 
Subject in our Language : with ſeveral other pieces 
on divers ſubjects of Archy- teCture and Fanting.

The other Academy eſtabliſhed in this Palais 
Brion is that of Architecture, which takes up all 
the Apartments at the further end-of the Court. 
This Academy the King erected in the year1672. 


and placed it under the Authority of the Super- 
md of the Buildi ML thee : 
ous Monſicur Blondel is the Director. Who had 
the hononr to teach the Mathematicks to the 
Dauphin, of whom we ſhall ſpeak more at large 
when we come to treat of his Cabinet. It is 
alſo who makes the publick Lectures of Archy- 
teCture in this place.

It 
takes its name from the great Cardinal de Rrche- 
liev, who during his Miniftry, cauſed it to be 
conſiderably enlarged, and the Gate to be made

Fhe Hotel! de Farz, f@ called from.a_Com- 
mander of Malta, who bought the Ground of 
the Abbot of St. Vi&or, and built it. Tt is one 
of the beſt Works of Monfieur Man/ard for de- 


The Gate is a curious piece, and the Stair-caſe 
is very light, and uently pleaſant: The 
Apartments are large and high. But to fay the 
Truth, they are not ſo convenient as beautiful. 
On the Garden fide are contrived two ſmall Ca- 
binets (or Cloſets) ſupported with Pillars with 
much Art and Induſtry, but they are two ſmall 
for the bigneſs of the Pillars which ſupport them. 

Adjoyning to this is the Hozel de Louvors : 
there are many things to be taken notice of in 
this houſe, but more eſpecially the Stair-caſe, and 
the Room of Audience. As for the Apartments 
they are contrived to the beſt advantage, and no 
man can defire better Furniture than is ſeen _ 
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Rich Tapiſtry, Branches for Candles, Tables, 
Looking- of Silver, Embroidered Beds, and 
in fine, all that can contribute: to magmficence 
and neatneſs, may be here ſeen, every t in its 
proper place.

Over againſt this Hore/ 1s a long Gallery, in 
which was formerly kept the Library of Cardinal 
Mazarine, at preſent in the College of the four 
Nations.

At the further end of the Rue de Richelieu you 
come into the Street of S. Augu/tin,ſo called from 
the Religious men of that Saints Order, other- 
wiſe called /es perits Peres ( the little Fathers ) 
whoſe houſe ſtands at the end and. takes up part 
of this Street. 

In this Street are many very fair houſes. About 
three or four years ſince the Sieur Douz/ly Receiver 
of the Generalty of Poztzers, built one over againſt 
the Nuns of S. Thomas, on which he hath laid -out 
one hundred thouſand Crowns : there is notng 
wanting but a little more Room, but it was unpotli- 
ble to have allotted more to the Work, it. being. 
ſhut up between the Pezzes-peres, and the Rue

In the fame Street ſtandsthe Hotel! de Gra- 
mont. This Houſe hath for a long time been 
juſtly eſteemed one of the faireſt of Parzs.

And it tilt 
preſerves its Beauty, for its Fernituce 1s mott 
magnificent, fince it came to the Duke ofGramonr.

Not far from hence is the Hoy/e of Sr. Corre- 
Blanche. Here was formerly a very good Libra- 
ry: andit wasonce adorned with very good Fur-

now diſperſed. 


The Houſe of M. Fremont, and ſeveral others 
that look upon the Fields, are not unpleaſant. 

The Houſe of M. de Bois-Franc, Intendant of 
the Duke of Or/eans, which is on the other fide 
of the Street, is one of the moſt finiſhed things 
that can be ſeen. The face of the Building next 
the Court is extreme regular, ſet off with a _ 
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of Portico whoſe Pillars are of the Ionzch Order, 
with Vaſes on the top done about with Feftons 
and other Ornaments, all which give you a plea- 
ſing object as you enter. Round about the Court 
are Buſts of Emperors placed between the Arches 
that ſupport the Building. The Stair-cafe is very 
ſpacious, with a Baluftrade of Wood painted like 
white Marble, and wrought with a great deal of 
deſign. The Baſ-reliefs on the Doors of the ſe- 
veral Apartments, tho they be but of Plaiſter, 
are notwithſtanding very Ornamental. There ts 
atfo in this Houſe a Cabinet { or Cloſet ) of very 
choice Books. As you go out you onght to ob- 
terve the great Gate which is extremely well con- 
trived on a very odd fort of a Foundation.

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But of late years it hath been made much more 
numerous, in regard: that- at preſent here are 
more than fifty thouſand Volumes, among which + 
are twelve, or fifteen.thouſand Manuſcripts in He- 
brew, Greek, Arabick, Syriack, Latin, French, 
and almoſt all Languages. As for printed Books, 
there is no-rare pnece that can be heard of, but 
you may find here a Copy. Here are ſeveral very 
ancient Manuſcripts of St. Cyprian, which Cathe- 
71ne de Medicis brought with her, as alſo divers 
other very ſcarce Books, out of the famous Li- 
brary of Laurence de Medicis, Thiere are alſo 
ſome pieces of the Hiſtory of France, which 
have been Collected very particularly and are 
kept here with great care. The Duke of Berhune; 
hath compoſed a conſiderable number touching 
the moſt important Negotiations which have 
been from the time of Francis I. to the Mini- 
ſtry of Cardinal de Richelieu. All theſe Volumes 
are curiouſly bound in Furkie-Leather of a 
Flme- colour; gilt, and. the Kings Arms onthe 
Covers. Books of Prints have here alſo . theis 
proper- places, -of which there are here ſeveral 
great Volumes Collected by Monſieur the Abbot 
Marolles, the moſt curious perſon of his time, 
in theſe matters. The ſeveral Maſters are pla- 
ced in ſeveral Shelves, the Italians, Flemings , 
the Dutch, and the French,. ſo that without 
much trouble one may obſerve their peculiar 
ways and fancies, and how theſe great Maſters 
arrived to perfection in the Art of Painting, by 
different Roads: Here are alſo ſeveral Ancient 
Volumes of Limnings or Miniatures, well and 
carefully preſerved, in which one may remarque 

the ſingularity. of the Habits of our Anceſtors, 
and their odd fancies in defigning ; _—

beautiful things of this kind are certain Colledti- 
ons of Animals and Plants, defign'd upon Vellum, 
after the life, by Monſieur Robert, who hath la- 
boured a long time to render this Work com- 
pleat as we now ſee it. Here you may fee a 
very great Volume in Folio, containing all ſorts 
of Sea-Fiſh, this the States of Ho/land preſented 
to Cardinal Mazarine, after a good Office ree 
ceived from that Minilter, in a long Negotiation; 
and after his death it was placed in this Cabinet. 
In fine you may view in this Library whatſoever 
Book you can deſire upon any Subject. Monſieur 
the Prior of Nogent, Son. to Monlieur Colbere, 
is the Library keeper, M. Carcavs is Keeper un- 
der him, and M.C/ement hath under him the care 
. of placing the Books, and keeping the Cata- 
. logue. | 
Sk are-not the only CurioGty to be ſeen in 
this place. The Medals here are one of the moſt 
conſiderable Treaſures. Here are of all forts, 
Ancient and Modern, no le's than twenty thou- 
ſand. Certainly there 1s not in all aly a more 
conſiderable Collettion, They are placed accor- 
ding to the order of time in little Cabinets of 
; Cedar, whoſe Drawers are. gilt and Titled neatly ; 
The ſequel of the latter Greek Empire is fo 
compleat, that the Learned M. du Cange hath 
compoſed from hence the laſt Volume of his B:- 
zantine Hiſtory. As for the Moderns here are - 
all that can be met with not only of Popes,Kings, 
Princes of Grmany and Italy, but of every other 
Nation, even the very Jettons (or Counters ) 
which remarque any particular event of Hiſtory 
are here preſerved. Here arealſoa great number 
of ancient Agates, among others one repreſent- 
ing Conſtantine the Great Crowned with Lawrel,

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extremely rare for its variety of Colours, and for 
its bigneſs, beſides that it was wrought in the time 
of that Emperour as all Antiquaries agree. . Alſo 
ſeveral others repreſenting divers matters. 

But one of the greateſt and moſt fingular Rari- 
ties of this Cabinet, in the Judgment of all men; 
is the Tomb of Childerie the fourth King of 
Frence, who lived in the year 458. and was the 
ummediate Predecefior of C/owss. This Monu- 
ment was diſcovered at Towrnay in the year 1653. 
As certain- Workmen were digging near the Ca- 
thedral Church in an old Buriak-place in order to 
lay a Foundation for a Sacriſty ; they firſt diſco- 
vered the skeliton of a Head, and after 
that near the fame place a long Stone in nature 
of a Tomb, which Stone the Workmen were 
fain to break before they could remove it ; 
But they were ſurpriſed to find under it the 
Bones of a Man all lying in their natural and pro- 
per ſituation. tolity urging them to exa- 
mine this diſcovery ſtill ,they found among 
the Bones a good quantity of Greek Medals of 
Gold, of the latter Empire, with a great num- 
ber of Flies of the ſame metal, with their wings 
half open, and enamelled with Cornelian. The 
noiſe of this ſpread over the Town immediately, 
and the Canons of the Cathedral Church came 
to the place to conſider what theſe things might 
diſcover. In fine, they ftill found further a 
kind of Claſp, a great Buckle, and an Oxes head 
of Gold alſo,which laſt was apparently the repre- 
ſentation of that Divinity which they at that time 
Worſhiped. There was /alſo a Sword garniſhed 
' with the ſame metal. But that which etieCtually 
diſcovered this to be the Tomb of King Chi/de- 
ric, was a Seal-Ring of Gold, on which was _ - 
xead, 
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head, with theſe words about it, Sigr/lm Chil 
deriei Regis. We need not fay that there was 
alſo certan Table-books, with their needle or 
pen, of gold, the Iron head of a Battle-axe almoſt 
confumed with ruſt, with a Ball of Chriftal ſolid 
and round like an egg which ſerved in his Sicknefs 
to cool his mouth, or for ſome other uſe accor- 
ding to the Cuſtom of that age, now unknown. 
All theſe things were colle&ted with x 
great deal of care, And the Arch-Duke who 
was then Governor of the Low-Countries, defi- 
ring to have this precious Monument for his own 
Cabinet, the Canons of Turney could not refuſe 
him ; but that Prince dying, it came to the Em- 
perours poſſeffion. After this the EleCtor of 
Cologne, who had uſed his utmoſt endeavours to 
obtam it from the Arch-Duke in his life-time, 
made now the fame requeſts to the ur, 
who ſent him the Monument as ſoon as he b 
This the EleCtor preſented to the King, who 
cauſed it to be placed in his own Cabinet, where 
it is now preſerved as an evidence of the high An- 
tiquity of the French Monarchy,and the a 
of the Flowers-de-Lis, contrary to what Chiflet 
hath writ in his Book called Anaftaſis Childerics, 
to which Book Monſienr de St. Amant hath ex- 
tremely well anfwered and made it apparent 
that thoſe things which they found in the Tomb 
like Flies, were indeed Flowers-de-Lss, and not 
Bees, as that Author imagines. 

Under M Carcavi, abovementioned, M. Vail. 
lant is employed in keeping the Medals, who 
hath been ſeveral times in the Levant, to make 
Collections of ſuch things. He publiſhed in La- 
tin not many years ſince a Hiſtory of the King- 
dom of the Seleucides, collected trom the Medals 
in 
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in this Cabinet, in which he has diſcovered his pro- 
found knowledge in this Science, and hath at the 
fame time been mighty ſerviceable to the Learned 
in explaining many things, which' they would 
Feria have. underſtood perfectly without his

St. Nicolas des Champs, founded by King Ro- 
bert whoſe Palace ſtood near this on ver 
ſame Ground where now is S. Martims.This is 
the Pariſh-Church of a very large Pariſh, and full 
of People. M. Gaſſends, one of the moſt famous 
Philoſophers of this laſt Age, is here interred in 
a Chappel belonging to Monſieur de Mormore. 
Monfieur Bernier ſo well known for his profound 
Learning, and for thoſe famous Travels which 
he made into the Indies, where he abode ſome 
time, hath tranſlated his Works into French for 
the eaſe and ſatisfaction of thoſe who do not 
underſtand the Lats Tongue.

This Monaſtery is 
compaſſed about with high Walls and Battlements 
after the ancient faſhion, with Towers from 
ſpace to ſpace as they built in old time;

This old —_ ſtill keeps the name of the 


Knights Templers of Feruſalem to whom it for- 
merly belonged.It is well known what a cruel dif- 
grace befel them under the reign of Phzl;p the fair. 
The Croi/ades (or Pilgrimages to the Holy Land) 
being ceaſed, by reaſon of the Turks general In- 
valion in all parts of Paleſtine, theſe Knights 
whoſe Inſtitution was to conduct the Pilgrims to 
the Holy Places, thought themſelves excuſed from 
that Office any longer, in which there was ſuck 
apparent Danger : Hereupon they amaſled up vaſt 
Riches, and withal became ſo proug and difſo= 
lute, that as Hiſtorians ſay, Pope Cement V. 
and Philip the fair agreed together to ruin and 
utterly aboliſh the ht Order, as a puniſhment 
for their Crimes and ſcandalous Debauchery. They 
began with the great Maſter, who with two of 
his Companions the molt illuſtrious of the Order, 
the Pope under a ſpecious pretext ſent for out of 
the Ile of Cyprus. As ſoon as they were come 
to Paris they were committed to Priſon, and 
being cruelly tortured till they confeſſed thoſe in- 
famous Crimes which were pretended to be pro- 
ved againſt them,they were at laſt cotdemned to 
be burat alive at the place nov called the Greve. 

It is reported, but with no great aſſurance, 
that at the inſtant of their Execution, M2/ay, 
who was the great Maiter, cited the Pope and 
the King to appear before God in a years time. 
Whether this Circumſtance be true or not, certain 
it is that the Pope died in leſs then forty days and 


the King hardly lived to the years end.

From that time the Temple came to the Kings 
poſſeffion by Confiſgation, who for ſome time 
kept here their Court, but afterwards gave it to 
the Knights Hoſpitallers of St. Fohn of Feruſa- 
lem, who at laſt made this their Provincial Houſe, 
for the French Province. Monſieur the Com- 
mandeur de Vendome, is at preſent Grand Prior, 
which brings hin yearly a Revenue of above 
20000 Crowns.

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The Refetory of this Convent is very hand- 
ſom, and of late years has been painted round 
about with Landskips and Solitudes, which en- 
tertain the thoughts of the Religious while they 
are at their meals with. Ideas remotei from the af- 
fairs of this World. It is well known that theſe 
Fathers live in great auſterity,” and- that the de- 
ſign of their in{titution hath taken in almoſt all 
that is rigorous in the other Orders. - 

Before you leave the Marais 4#4 Temple, you 
ought to obſerve that the greateſt part of the 
Houſes in this Quarter have been built within 
theſe fifty or ſixty years, and that the Ground on 
which they ſtand was formerly a mariſh and em- 
ployed in great Gardeas whic' furniſhed Paris 
with Roots and Kitchin Herbs. At preſent it is 
a hand'om- Quarter, whoſe habitations are very 
conveniently built, and therein a great number of 
Perſons of Quality inhabit. 


The Rue Sr. Antoine. 


After you have ſeen the Maraiſe du Temple, 
you ought to pals next to the Rue St. Anroine, 
one of the longeſt and handſomeſt Streets of all 
the Town, and which is ordinarily appointed for 
Shews and Entries for Embaſladors.It-was through 
this Street that the Queen made her firlt Entry, 
and through which that famous Carouſel in the 
year 1661. made their glorious March. The Popts 
Legate who came hither in the year 1664. Re 
whom a moſt Magnitick Entry was appointed, 
paſſed this way to the Church of N6:re-Dame.

The Greve. 


This is the only place in Paris where they 
make the publick ſhews of Joy and Triumph. 
Here are made the Bonfires on the Eve of St.Fohbn 
Baptiſt, and at other times when France hath 
gained any Victories over her Enemies. 

The Hztel de Ville takes np one fide of this 
Place. It was built in the Reign of Francis L 
who laid the firſt Stone himſelf. The Archite- 
Cture is however a little Gotique;. that is to ſay, 
It isnot altogether according to the guſt of the 
preſent age, in which the old Roman and Greek 
proportions are {tudied with more care and ex- 
aCQtneſs, Artiſts endeavouring every day to re-e- 
ftabliſh this curious Science in the ſame perfecti- 
on that it had under the Reign of Auguſtus. The 
Statue of Henry IV. is placed over the Gate, re- 
preſented on Horſeback in Demi-boſſe, upon a 
Ground of black Marble. The Horſe was copi- 
ed from that of Marcus Aurelius at the Capitol. 
The Court is but ſmall and encloſed with Build- 
ings of the ſame ſymmetry. Under one of the 
Arches at the further end of the Court there is 
a Statue of the King in the Habit of Hercules, 
treading under foot that Diſcord which would 
have diſquieted the 5. ph of his happy Reign» 
On the Pedeſtal which is of Marble as is alſo the

A little further is the Church of St. Gervars, 
Tt is one of the ancienteſt Pariſhes in Parts, as 
may be ſeen in the Hiſtory of St. Germain, Biſhop 
of this Town, who lived in the year 578. In - 
favour of which he wrought here a Miracle 4s 
Fortunatus Biſhop of Poztiers reports in his 
Hiſtory. The Body of this Church is very well 
built, but according to the Gothick way, with 
high raiſed Roofs, and Chappels round about ; 
in one of which under the Cro:/ee on the left 
hand, you may ſee ſome Paintings after the man- 
ner of /e Sueur who was one of the belt Painters 
of this Age, next to the famous Pouſſ'n, and of 
whom we ſhall have occaſion to ſpzak more at 
large hereafter ; the Paintings in the Windows 
which repreſent the Martyrdom of St Gervars 
and the Picture over the Aitar are of his hand. 
The Tapiftry which they expoſe here 0: tae _ 

Fealis 
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Feaſts are very well wrought ; the Originals from 
which theſe were Copied are in the Nave of the 
Church, and were painted by the ſaid /e Sueur 
and Champaigne. They repreſent the Hiſtory of 
St. Gervas and St. Protazs, and the manner how 
their holy Bodies were found at Ms/la#n through 
the Prayers of St. Ambroſe, who mentions thi 
matter in his Epiſtles. 

But this is not that which ought moſt to em- 
ploy the Curious, the tfhcent Portal will 
entertain their view with much ”om_ pleaſure, 
and make them acknowl t they cannot - 
elſewhere ſee any thing more ſom or regular. 
It is compoſed of three Greek Orders, one over 
the other, viz. of the Dorick, the Ionick,and the 
Corinthian, whoſe proportions are ſo handſom 
and ſo exact, that in the judgment of the famous 
Cavalier Bernin himſelt, there is nothing more 
finiſhed and perfect in all Europe. The Pillars 
are fluted, without any other Ornaments than 
what are proper to themſelves. Theſe three Or- 
ders compoſe a Fabrick of a very great heighth 
and perfectly pleafing to the light : Had theplace 
before it been larger, nothing had been wanting 
- to ſet off this Work in all its magniticence. The 
Reputation of this Building belongs to the Sieur 
de Broſſe, he who made the deſigns for the Pa- 
lace of Luxemburg, and the Temple at Cheren- 
ton. However we muſt not think him the only 
Artiſt, we muſt know that Clement M:tezeau 
. was employed with him ; this is he who under- 
took the Ditch of Roche/, as hath been already 
mentioned when we treated of the Gallery at 
the Louvre, and who was one of the ableſt Ar- 
chitedts of his time. He was born of a conſide-= 
rable Family at Dreux, and was much eſteemed 

by 
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by Cardinal de Richelieu, who well un- 
derftood Perſons merit. Monſieur de Fourey, , 
Counſellor in the Parliament, and Intendant-ge- 
neral of the Buildings under Lewss XIII. F 
to Monſieur the Preſident de Fourcy, a perſon 
more renowned at preſent fer hisMerit and Probi- 
ty, than for the dignity of his Charge, was at that 
time honorary Church-warden of this Church ; 
It was he that undertook this great Work, toge- 
ther with M. de Onon and M. de Samet mo 
his Collegues in the Office. Lewis XII. lai 
the firſt Stone, and in a very little time this mar- 
vellous Structure was finiſhed as we now ſee it. 
From this Church of St. Gervazs, to the mid- 
dle of the Rue St. Antoine is nothing confide- 
rable. You paſs before the Charch-yard of S. Fohn 
where is at preſent a Market-place. Here formerly 
ſtood the HOtel of Pierre de Craon who murder- 
ed the Conſtable Olivier du Cliſſon in the Reign 
of Charles VI. whoſe Houſe was demoliſhed and 
raſed to the Ground in the year 1392. as a pu- 
niſhment for that Fact. After this you come to 
The Hotel de Beauvats, which ſhews a very 
handſom Front to the Street, adorned with three 
Balconies. The Maſons Work is en Boſſage with 
very neat Ornaments. The Gate is large, 
and tho the Court be but very ſmall it is howe- 
ver compaſſed about with Buildings where the 
ſeveral Orders of Architecture are well obſerved. 
The Stair-caſe is ſupported with Pillars, and em- 
belliſhed with many Ornaments. As for the A= 
partments they are extreme pleaſant and com- 
paſſed about with a long Baluttrade of Iron, 
leading quite round the Court, into which the 
doors open.

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As often as there hath been any great Sight to 
be held in the Rue Sr, Antoine, this fair houſe 
hath been made uſe of by thoſe of the Royal Fa- 

aly. At the famous Carouſel that was in the 
year 1661. a great number of Princeſſes and 
Ladics of the Court placed themſelyes here to ſee 
that magnificent Train paſs by from the Place 
Royal where they aſſembled to go to the open 
place before the Palace of the Tuileries, in which 
Gans to perform their, Courſes.

aad its very ſimplicity hath made it ſufficiently 
known that it formerly ſerved for an Hoſpital ;

The infide of this Church anſwers well to that 
without. A Gallery runs round over the Chap- 
pels having a Balultrade of Iron on the top of the 
Corniſh, by which Gallery you may go round the 
Church: The great Altar 1s compoſed of three 
ranks of Corinthian Pillars of black Marble, whoſe 
Capitals are of Braſs gilt. On each fide of the 
Altar are the Statues of St. Lewis and Charle- 
magne, But to ſay the truth, this Altar is a little 

too 
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too low, which makes it ſad and obſcure. Yet it 
being on . the Feſtivals enlightned with a great 
number of Candles the defect is the leſs taken 
notice of, The Tabernacle which they expoſe 
on ſuch days is of Silver ſet off with Fen:lages 
and: other - Ornaments Silver and gilt, and the 
Workmanfhip is of greater value than the mate- 
rials. One cannot ſee in any Church of Paris, a 
greater number of Reliquaries, Silver Veſlels, 
Candlefticks, Branches, Perfuming-pots, ahd ſuch 
like things all of Silver or Silver Gilt. Nay 
there are ſome all of Gold ; but that which 1s 
moſt remarkable is a great Sun of Gold inriched 
with Diamonds and great Pearls, of a very confi- 
derable price. The Ornaments are almott of as 
great Beauty, among which there is one that re- 
preſents the adoration of the three Kings embroi- 
dered with Pearls, and others of very rare work- 
manſhip, where Gold and Silver have not been 
ſpared. In fine, nothing is wanting to the mag- 
nificence of this Altar ; beſides theſe Fathers have 
ſuch ableSacriſtans that they invent every day ſome 
new manner of Imbelliſhment. All the Chappels 
are adorned with Marble Pillars, and Pictures of 
thoſe Saints to whoſe memory the ſeveral Chap- 
pels are Dedicated. On the left fide of the great

The Church of St. Catherine, which gives 
name to the Street. It was built in the Reign of 
St. Lewss. Here are, ſome. Tombs yery conlidera- 
ble ; that of the Chancellor d' Orgemant,who lived 
in the Reign of Charles V.. and is much ſpoken 
of in the Hiſtory of that Reign ; that of the Car-

The-Gate of St. Antoine.

Some years fGince they have 
beautihed this Gate confiderably, in pulling down 
another old one near this place which cauſed con-

One may ſee. by a ſmall Inſcription which 
is fill preſerved,' that this Building was the Work

although thoſe which are not of his hand are not 
however to be neglected, brag very well _ 
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ed. The door, by which you enter into this Gal- 
lery, 1s ſuſtained on the 1ntide with two Corin- 
than Pillars all over gilt, the fides are alinoſt of 
the fame faſhicn, wi Paiſages .and Pilaſters of 
the fame Order, between which are placed Buſts 
of Marble upon Tables of the fame; the end of 
the Room does determine in a little Terraſe in 
manner of a Balcony, which commands all over 
the River. The Apartments below are not fo well 
adorned, tho they atfo have 'their Beauties. Tn 
"the Garden are to be ſeen forne Statues handfom 
erongh. And you ought not to forget to ſee the 
Orangerie, which in Winter is in a Hall, where 
-one may walk about very conveniently. Near to 
which place there is another, ſeparated only by a 
great partition that is glafed, through which one 
has the pleaſure in the midſt of Winter to fee the 
Vertne of the Orange-trees. The face of the houſe 
on the Garden fide 18 of the ſime Symmetry and 
Order of Building with that in the Court, which 
thing gives this houſe an air of grandeur at a

The Maſonry, tho it be of 
no ſet Order of Architecture becauſe of the many 
Ornaments that are there placed, is notwithitand- 
ing extreme handſom to the eye.

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Court : buiſt with much ſolidity as is all the rett 
of 'the houſe; there has been no ſparing of 
Vaults' in thoſe places where there bury; any 
occafion. This houſe is truely great and contains 
in it all _ neceſſary for the entertainment of 
a great Lord. The outward Court 1s parted from 
the reſt in ſach manner as it cannot cauſe the 
leaſt inconvenience. As to the beauty and delights 
of the infide they are more confiderable than 
that of which Itreated laft, mn regard its Proſpect 
is farther extended, and that 'it ſeems from the 
Windows of this Houſe that all the Boats that 
come continually to Paris, are coming to land 
at its door, and here it is that they ſeparate on 
the one {ide or the other, to go either to the Pore 
$e. Paul or to the Pore de la Tournelle, where 
uſually they unload their Burthens. The mova- 
bles are magnifick; conſiſting of Beds moſt rich- 
ly embroidered, Chenets, Tables, Sconces, Look- 
ing-plaſſes, and Ornaments for the Chimneys of 
Gold{miths work, of Tapiſtry heighthened with 
Gold and Silver; all thingsare there in abundance. 
The Pictures are alſo of the beſt ſort, ſince they 
are of Monſieur le Bruns hand, who is at preſent 


the chief Painter of the Kingdom. The Gallery 


which is on the left hand is all of his Work, the 
ſides of which, inſtead of Wainſcot are coverd 
with-Paintings in freſquo, ſuch as employ the 
Curious along time in beholding them, who take 
a mighty pleaſare to diſcover m theſe pieces that 
which they uſually ſeek for in Italy with fomuch 
concern and pains. The Apartments below Stairs 
are very pleaſant. There are Baths, and a Hall 
extreme convenient for Summer, by reaſon of 
that freſh air which is there gathered.

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nothing is wanting in this houſe, and one ma 
find there all A abonoes that can be defired 
of what fort ſoever; he who cauſed it to be built 
having not ſpared the greateſt of expenſes to ren- 
der it fuch as it is. 

Leaving this houſe we ought to paſs along the 
Key called Quay Danphrn, otherwiſe, the Key of 
Balcones, almoſt all the Houſes that are built here 
having Balcones before theWindow,among the reft 
one ought to be obſerved more eſpecially, which 
is that m which at preſent dwells Monfieur the 
Abbot of St. Croix, Maſter of Requeſts, it was 
built with much care, by the deceaſed Monſieur 
Heſfſe/im, who was one of the moſt curious per- 
ſons of his time, and it was defigned by the Steur 
fe Veau. The Front is of a very handfom deſign, 
without crowding in of infigmficant Ornaments. 
And on the inlide there are very beautiful Ciel- 
ings, with Chimney-picces of the beſt fort of 
Workmanſhip. The Court is in truth a little too 
obſcure, but this defect is advantagiouſly repaired 
by the Symmetry of the Building on that ſide, 
and by the curious proſpect from thence. 

Near this is the houſe of Monſieur Rowlier, the 
Stair-caſe of which is extreme handfom, it is ſup- 
ported with Tonick Pillars and adorned with Baſ- 
reliefe. The face on the fide of the Court is

Leaving the Iſle Noſtre-Danre we go over the 
Bridge de /a Tournelle, built of Free-ftone, aſter 
the ſame Model with that of Pone-Neuf; it hath 
two ways raiſed on each fide, for the conveniency 
of thoſe that walk over on foot.

ent to maintaian them.

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The Kings Garden. 


This Garden is filled with =o. Fong Medici- 
nal Plants of moſt choice ſorts, which are there 
nouriſhed and looked after at the Kings Charges. 
Certain Months in the Year,here are Botanick Le- 
Cures, to the hearing of which any one may be 
admitted freely. There is a Doctor of 
who hath a for this purpoſe, and who is 
ordinarily more eminent than tne reſt for. his 
Learning. This Lecture is made at fox of 'the. 
Clock in the morning, in thoſe parts of the Gar- - 
den where the ſeveral Simples grow. One '# 
to obſerve that half this Garden is taken up by a 
Mount or eminent Ground, round which they 
have made an Ally which mounts about it in a 
Spiral Line, which Ally has on the outward edpe 
2 Paliſade of Buſh&s, on the top of this Mapnt 
is an Accacias from whence you have a Proſpect 
over the River and Fauxbourg St. Antoine. On 
the left hand as you come into the Court, is a La- 
boratory, where they alſo work publickly in Chy- 
 miſtry during certain months'in the year. The 
Compoſitions which they make there are given 
freely to ſuch poor that need 'em: | 
But that which is the greateſt Curioſity of alt 
is the Cabinet of Monſieur du Vernay one of the 
Royal Academy of Sciences, and one of the prime - 
Men of the Kingdom for Diflections and Anato- | 
my. Few e ever made a farther progr-ſs 
than he in th1F fort of operation, in which he 
made a great number of Diſcovers, that 
Hs have 
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have gained him. a mighty Reputation. In Win- 
ter he reads publickly in the great Hall, which is 
contrived in manner of at Amphitheatre, that 
may contain abundance of People. Monſieur Da- 
qusn the Kings chief Phyſitian hath the overſight 
and the adminiſtration of this Garden ; he ap- 
points the Doctors in Phyſick and Chirurgery who 
read the Leftures of Chymiltry and DileCtion, 
and he hatha Penſion from the King for this pur- 
poſe. The Superintendant of the Buildings is the 
abſolate Maſter here, and it is under his Autho- 
rity that all theſe things are tranſacted. Leaving 
this place you. may go to 
The Hoſpital-general ;* altho for - delicate peo- 
ple it is no very pleaſing object to fee the poor, 
yet it is a curious thing, and ſurpriting at the 
fame time, to fee ſogreat a number of all ſorts 
and ages, whole miſcrics are caſed with ſo nuch 
cate and Charity, that uothing is wanting to them 
bat. only Liberty. This great Building which 
contains in it more than fix thouſand perſons, ap- 
ears as you come in like a little Town, by rea- 
on of the quantity and diverſity of the houſes, 
although it be all the Work of this age, and all 
the poor People that are in it are maintained upon 
Charity only. The Church was built not above 
ſeven or eight years ago : Itis of a very peculi:r 
gelign; a great Dome of eigit Angles raiſed up- 
on-Arches, againf each of which are placed eight 
Nares.or ſpaces to contain all the poor people. 


" The Altar 1s contrived juſt in - middle under 


the Dome, ſo that it. may be ſeen cight ſides 
for the conveniency of all. TherEWnothing mag- 
n:Ecent in the Work, except only the Portico by 
wich people <:tzr from abroad, which is ſup- 

ported 
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. ported by certain Tonick-,Pillars, over which 1s 
placed a ſmall Attick, but this is of no extraor- 
dinary reliſh however. Oi:the two ſides of this 
Entrance are placed two Pavilions where are lodg- 
ed the Eccleſiaſticks who ſerve the Chappel, and 
admioitter the Sacramentsto the poor People. It 
is obſervable that they wmnploy here all the young 
girls of the Hoſpital, who are-very numerous, in 
making point of Frayce, ſome embroider, others 
make the Loops, others the Ground, which cauſes 
much work to be diſpatched by thew hands in 
little time, of which is tmade a- conſiderable in- 
come. The firit Prefident de Belli&vre was one 
of thoſe who were moſt active in the Foundation 
of this great Hoſpital, which at that tume was 
thought incredible ; and-this was done on.the'ac+ 
count of that exce[{we number of Poor” whiich 
were continually about the Streets and :Chuyrches 
of Paris, to the ;great incommodity of the Pub. - 
- heck, 'In the mean time this Uluftrious Magiſtgate 
being atiifted by the Cardinal Mazarzn, the 
Dutcheſs of Aiguz/ion, and ſome others, pon 
of Authority, accompliſhed his deſign, and cauſed 
all thoſe to be ſhut up in this Hoſpital who were * 
found begging, or who were not able to get their

This Houſe is almoſt behind the Faux-bourg 
of Saint Mercel. Here it is that the Curious ought 
to apply themſelves with their utmoſt diligence 
to obſerve all the Rarities that are to be ſeen in 
this place, in regard there is no part of Europe 
that produces ſo many. But to give you a jul 
Idea, I ſhall make a Deſcription. 

Firſt of all, it is not unuſcful to obſerve that 
this place has been always inhabited by excellent 
Artiſts: ' and that heretofore it was wp 
rk vn famons Dyers of Wood, the firlt of 
which was one Gzles Goblin, who, as report ſays, 
found out the ſecret of dying the beſt Scarlet, or 
at leaſt that he firſt brought it to Paris, from 
whenc® it comes that ever ſince it hath been cal- 
led Scarlet des Gobelines. This Houſe hath till 
' kept the old name as well as the little River that 
runs behind it, which Water hath a lar Ver- 
tu2 for the-dymg of this:Colour, and: before that 
time it was called the River of Breure. The Dutch 
have made it their utmoſt endeavour to diſcover 
this ſecret, but they could never do it with all theic 
induſtry andexpence, however they came pretty 
near, but they. cannot arrive- to that Degree of 
perfection, which our Dyers have in making this 
Beautiful colour, which makes ſo-great a Merchan- 
dize through all Europe, nay in a. manner through

3 Hiſtory of the King repreſented in diversPieces, 
of which ſubject may be made divers Suits of 
Hangings, in which are contained the principal

In the firſt Court through which you paſs to 
ſee the things of which we have been ſpeaking, 
you ought not to forget to viſit the houſes of 
le Sieur Loir and le Sieur Villiers, two famous

the King : You will find often under their hands 
Works of mighty value. Here it was where 
they made thoſe two Baluſters for the Alcove, 
whuch are at Verſa:lles before the Kings Bed, and 
the Queens. One may know of what Beauty, 
orkmanſhip, and Riches they are, fince the 
price of each amounted to two hundred thouſand 
Crowns. They are all of folid Silver without 
any thing to help out, either within the Pede- 
ſtals or Rails, other than the thickneſs of ' the 
metal it ſelf, which has been employed with Pro. 


Near the Goldſmiths, in the ſame Court on the 
right hand, you may find certain Works of an 
extraordinary nature performed by the Sreur 
Branquzer, and the Sieur Ferdinand de Meliorr, 
who were both mvited out of Italy to make here a 
kind of Moſaich Work; which will coft much time 
and expence. They. are a fort of Pictures, the 
different colours of which are made of inlaid 

| Stones; 
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Stones, which repreſent Fi extreme like, 
and very well ; Yheſe Pieces are moſt 
commonly com of Agate, _ Laxuls, 
Facinth, and Cornelian, which makes a colour- 
ing more lively and brillant than ordinary Paint- 
ing, which Stones are joyned together with a 
ſort of Maſtich very hard. They are ordinarily 
placed upon Ebony Cabinets, or Tables of great 
price. At the habitation of one of theſe Artiſts 
there is a little Garden behind his houſe, winch 
is very pretty and -in which are divers Ornaments 
of artificial Rocks and Shell-work. 
After you have examined theſe things, you re- 
turn by the ſame way to viſit other Curiofities 
that are to be ſeen in another Court.

We have already faid that here are 
all forts of excellent Artiſts who have been invi- 
ted hither from different Parts. Among whom 
we ought not to forget M. Audrean, one of the 
ableſt Gravers of his time : he hath etcht and gra- 
ved all the great Pieces of M. /e Brun, as the 
Triumph of Conſtantine the Great, the Battel of 
Maxentius, all the Hiſtory of Alexander, in five 
great Pieces, anddivers other things of that great 


Painter. All that comes from” his hand, is of a 


ſingular beanty, and mottexact deſign, the mo(t 
correct that can be : which occafions that all hrs 
Work ſells much dearer than others, nay often- 
times it 1s difficult to get them at any rate in re- 


gard all the beft Proots are reſerved for the Kings- 
Cabinet. He hath alſo d ſeveral Pieces from 


the famous Pouſſin, which all Curious Perſons 
treaſure up in their Cloſets.

There are alſo in this Faux , the Cordelier 
Nuns.

ter ; where there hapned in the laft Age a furi- 
ous Tumult, raiſed by the Calviniſts who came 
flocking with Arms in hand to Maſſacre the Ca- 
tholicks being then at Veſpers; the cauſe pre. 
tended was that the noiſe of the Bells of this 
Church did difturb them in hearing their Ser- 
mon which at that time was in a houſe cloſe by. 
But they were puniſhed for their Raſhneſs; for 
the Citizens taking Arms, killed all thoſe that 
fell in their power. This was the firſt occaſion 
of that hatred which the Par:/ians bear to thoſe

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Laftly, here is the Tomb of the two Scholars, 
named Zeger Moufel, and Oliver Bonrgeos, who 
were hang'd at Momfaulcon in the Year 1408, 
on the 14th. of May, by Sentence of the Provoſt 
of Paris, without regard to the Priviledges of 
the Univerfity ;. who afterwards defnanded that 
famous Satisfattion, which we have already 
ſpoken off in the 4th. Folio of this Second Part.” 
Of late they have made many Conſiderable De- 
eorations in this Church. The great Altar is a- 
dorn'd with Pillars of a kind of reddiſh Marble, 


very rare. The little Tabernacle upon that Altar 


is alſo very Beautiful ; Soare the two lefſer Al- 
ears on each fide of the great one, adorn'd with 
Pillars very well wrought. The Quire of this 
Ehurch is ſeparated from the Nave by a kind of 
Balyftrade, or rather by fix Jonick Pillars of 
Matble, ſupporting a Corniſh, on which there are 
ſeveral little Figuresof Angels, very well deſign- 
ed. The reft of the Church is Wainſcoted with 
 Toyners Work, full of Sculpture, with a great 
number of Grenades, which are the Arms of the 
= General of the Order, whe hath been at 
1C Expence of all theſe new Reparations. The 
Univerſity aſſemble in the Chapter- Houſe of this 
Convent, when they make their Proceſſions ; 
which uſually happens every three Months, at 
Which the Rector is conſtantly preſent. He is alſo 
obliged to give a Summ of Money to all thoſe that 
alfft at the Ceremony. Theſe Proceſſions ought to 
be ſeen and obſerved by Strangers, and are well 
worth their Curioſity ; the Show being very 
numerous, and diſpoſed in excellent Order. The 
fonr Faculties are- obliged- to- appear there, in 
the proper and peculiar Habits belonging to 
ghem. The Money which the Reftor diſburſes 
on. 
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of this Kingdom, and alſo from ſeveral Houſes 
Situated - in- divers' places of. Pax#. Formerly 
they. poſſeft. much greater Revenues, hut ug 
have been loft by the negligence of thoſe, who 
late Years-have had the Adininiftration of their - 
affairs.

The Church of Sant. Benoit, fappoſed to be 
Founded by St.. Denis,, who Dedicated it. to. the 
Holy Trinity ; iffo, none can doubt it to be of - 
very great Antiquity, It is poſſeſt by Canons - 
Secular, wha arc obliged on the great Feaſts tq 
accompany the Canons of Noſtre-Dame, when + 
they make their grand Proceſhons. The Build= 
ing or StruCture of this. Church is nothing Beaue 
tiful, as being carried upat ſeveral times and by 
Pieces. The Nave was built;in the Reign of Fran- 
ex the Firſt, and:four years fince the Quire was 
Rebuilt anew very handfomly. The inſide is 
embe'liſht with Corinthian Pilafters, which ſupe - 
port a Corniſh of a very good Guft. This 
Church is very lightſome, and has not now the 
defettwhich it ſometimes had ; which was, that 
the great Altar was contrived on the Weſt fide ; 
fince, when it was new built in the laft Age, the 
quite changed that Diſpoſition ; which occaſion' 
that it has been call'd, St. Benoiſt le bien tourne, 
or St. Beinet's the well contrived, For in thoſe 
days they were very exadt, in contriving the 
Churches Eaſt and Weſt, even to a kind of 
xruple.

The Colledge Royzl, whoſe original Founder 
was Francis the Firft, the Father and Reftorer of 
Learning in France. *Twas he that inſtituted 
moſt of the Leftures in Law and-Phylick in this 
Univerſity, and invited hither the ableft Men 


he could find, to teach here the Mathematicks, 


Philoſophy, and the Greek, Lgtin, Syriack, and 
Hebrew Tongues. He intended to have raiſed 
here a great Building, but his defign being never 
executed, becauſe of his great Expences in the 
Wars, which he had on all the Frontiers of his 
Kingdom, eſpecially in /aly ; he teft the Work 


to 'be done by his Son Henry the Second, who 


neglefted, or at leaft had not a Conveniency of 
doing it. The Profefforsall the while read their 
Lettures in the Colledge of Cambray, and remain'd 
in this Condition till under the Reign of Henry 
the Great, who in the Year 1609. on the 23. of 
November, ſent the Cardinal 4u Perron, the Duke 
of Suilly, firſt Minifter, the Preſident de Thor, 
and a Counſellor of Parliament named Monſi- 
eur Gilor, to view the Situation of the place, 
and if there was ſufficient Room, to raiſe the 
Building projefted. It ſhould have been com- 
Poſed of a main Front, and on each Hand two 
Wings, with a Court, in the midft of which 
ſhould have been a Fountain. The lower Rooms 
were defigned for Schools, and the firft Story 
on one fide, for the Royal Library, which was 
then at Fountainbleau, and is at preſent kept in 


the Rue Yrvien. The Profeſſors alſo ſhould there 
; have 
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have had their Lodgings, which would have been 
of great advantage; but theſe: excellent Pro- 
js were riever executed, by reaſon ofthe Tra- 
gick Death-of that, great King, of whom France 
was rob'd in a time when ſhe leaft expefted it. 
Queen Mary of Mediess his Wuftrious Wife, to 
ſecond 'the Zeal of the her Husband, re. 
ſdlved to finiſh what he had ; and to that 
purpoſe ſhe her ſelf with her Son-Zewss XHEF. at 
that time but nine Years old, went to the place. 
The Young King laid the firft Stone, and the 
Work was carried on with fervency; bat. 
in the end it was once again broke off, and re- 
mains as we ſee it,. having never been thought 
of, to be continued, from that time to this. There 
is but one fide finiſht, and that ftands in the 
Gme place, where formerly ſtood the Colledge 
called 4e Treguier. The Profeffors are paid by 
the King, and are a kind of Body diftin& from. 
the Univerſity, to which, however, they are ſub- 
BE They enjoy the ſame Priviledges with the 

fficers of the King's Houſehold ; and the Re-' 
Qor of the ny not permitted to diſpoſe 
their places, nor f> prohibit their Exerciſes, 
which he may do to all other Profeffors. They 
have always been perſons of ſingular Note, and 
extraordinary Merit. | 

The moft Famous have been; in the Greek 
Tongue Arian Turnebe, Native of Andeli in Nor- 
mandy, who dyed in the Year 1565, being but Fif- 
ty three Years of Age. Denis Lambin ſucceeded 
him, and hath left behind him many excellent 
Works. 

In the Hebrew Tongue, Francs Yatable, ori- 
ginally of Picar1y ; he hath writ ſeveral Com- 
mentaries upon divers Authors, much efteem'd.

_ The two moſt famous among thoſe wha have 
taught Philoſophy here, were Francs Yicamereat, 
originally of Yerona, and Peter de la Ramee 
of Cuth in Yermandos, who lived about the 
Year 1568. R - 

. Finally, thoſe who have moſt excelled in Phy- 
fick are, Yidus Vidius, Facques Silius of Amiens, 
and Fohn Rioland.Theſe are thoſe whoſe Names are 
of greateſt Note, onthe account of the Learned 
Works which they have left behind them. One 
can hardly find out any one Colledge, that has 
produced more Learned Men than this, although 
it be of no great Antiquity. 

Orer againſt this laſt mentioned Colledge, is, 
The Commandery of St. Fobn de Latran, which de- 
pends on the Order of Malta. It is a great piece 
of Ground full of Houſes ill built, in which lodge 
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all ſorts of Workmen, not Maſtets,, who may 
here manage their ſeveral Trades, without being 
diſturb'd by the Jurates of the ity. That which 
is here worth' ſeeing, is the Tomb bf Monſieur 
de Souvr:; this is he who dyed Grand Prior of 
France, and who built ſome years before his 
Death, that fine Houſe at the Temple. While 
he was only Commander of St. Fobn de Latran, 
he canſed this Tomb to be railed in the CharchJ 
It is all of Marble, his Effigies lying upon a great 
Urne of the ſame; -accompanied with two Terms 
riſing out of their Guenes, which are Channell'd 
and very well wrought. All this Monument* is 
exaltly Beautiful, and of a very fingular Defign.. 
It is the Work of Monſieur Anguerre,. one of the: 
ableft Sculptors that France ever produced. 
The Body of Monfienr de Soxvore, is not inter 
ih this place, but only his Heart. There 'is no« 
thing elſe remarkable. The Church in which this 
Monument is Ere{ted,is very antient-and il- built:

The Colledge du Plefs, which was former- 
ly call'd, the Colledge of St. Martin, by rea- 
ſon that its firſt Founder Geoffrey du Pleſis, Secre- 
tary to Pope Fohn XXII. had a very great 
Devotion to that Saint But the Cardinal 4e 
Kichelieu, to Eternize the Founder's Memory, 
reſtored it to his Name ; and after he had Re- 
built it magnificently,he cauſed it to be called The 
Colledge qu Pleſffis de” Richelien. This Colledge 
hath the beſt contrived and handſomeſt Lodgings 
of all the Univerſity, and is alfo the fu}leſt of 
Penſioners and Scholars. The Dodtors of the 
Sorbonne have the Direttion of this Colledge, and 
Place the Principal and Regents.

COLLEGIUM LUDOVICI-MAGNLI. 
The Colledge of. Lewis 1be- Great. - 


It was formerly called the Colledge of Clermont, 
being built for the Scholars of that Town,in imita- 
tion of ſome other Colledges of the Univerſity. In 
the laft Age, Meſhire Guillaume Duprat, Biſhop of 
Clermont, being, at the Council of Trezt, on be- 
half of this Kingdom of France, contratted there 
a particular Friendſhip with certain Fathers Jc- 
ſuits, whom he met with at that Atſembly; he con- 
ceived ſo high an efteem of their Learning,and Pi- 
ety, that at his return he brought them with him 
into France, to inftru&t our Youth in humane 
Learning ; but more eſpecially in the Purity of the 
Romiſh Religion,which at that time was diſturb'd 
with the Herefie of Luther and Calvin. This Pre» 
late brought in hisCompany to Pars, Father P4- 
quier Broxet, with ſeveral others of that Society, 
whom ſo long as he lived, he entertained in 
his own Houſe; but at his Death ' left them 
by his- Teſtament Three thouſand Livres of 
Rent, and a very conſiderable Summ of Mo- 
ney ; with which they purchaſed a voul piece. 
of Ground, then called the Court de Langres 
in_the Ka#e Sr. Facques, being the place where 
they now are. This they named the Wo 
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of Clermont their great Benefaftor , havin 
been Biſhop of that City. Henry III. was pleas 
to lay the firſt Stone, on which this Inſcription was

There is nothing of fingular Remark in the 
Building belonging to this Colledge ; yet there 
are here many Obſtrvable things, which you can 
hardly meet with elſewhere. As firft, the great | 
_— of Charabers and Lodgings, filld to - 
the leaft Corner, contriv'd with very great to. 
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duſtry. The great number of Penſionaries, moſt. 


of which are of conſiderable Quality ; beſides the 
multitude of Scholars that come from abroad,. 


which ſometimes amount to Two or Three thou-- 


ſand. Theſe ſtudy together in the moft' regular 
Order and Diſcipline of the World. The Schools. 
are Six in number, befides thoſe ſet apart for 
the Study. of Philoſophy, Divinity 'and the Ma- 
therhaticks : Which laft are not uſed, but only by 
Young Jeſuits, who til! purſue their. Courſe of 
Studies, . or at leaft by ſome Penſiqnaries, who de-- 
ſign not to take any Degrees, in the Univerſity ;. 
for thoſe who propoſe to themſelves, to he Mafters. 
of Arts, or Doors, are obliged to ftudy Phil6- 
ſophy in ſome of the Collzdges of the Univerſity. 
One thing extream laudable among theſe Fathers 
is, that all their Scholars are obliged to go to 


Confefſion- every Month ; ſo that .at the ſame. 


time the Parents are freed from the Care,. both 
of their Childrens Conſciences, as well as Studies. 
The Cha of this Colledge -is ſmall and ob- 
ſcure : It ftands on the Right Hand as you en- 
ter : There is nothing to be ſeen there but upon 
Feaſt days, and at ſuch time the Altar is one of 
the richeſt and.beft furniſht, They have there an 
Antipendium all of Sver, and another of a rich 
Embroidery of Gold, very high raiſed-upon a 
Ground of Silver. The Apartments in the hinder 
rt of the Houſe,are more convenient than thoſe 
in the fore part ; the Armes of Monſieur Fouguet 
ut their Front,ſpeak him to be-the Builder of that 


part ; as alſo: of the main Body: of the Edifice, - 


which's at the further part of the Garden, near 

the little Colledge de Mermoutier, which has been 

annext to this to augment it. In this apartment 

they have placed. theig, Library, which, __—

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all contradi&ion,is one of the faireſt and moſt nu- 
merous. of all Paris, as well for the Quality, as 
Quantity of Books, there to be ſeen. There'is 
alſoa good namber of antient Manuſcripts, aud 
of Heretical Books, chiefly of the Socinians, which 
fill almoſt a little Room themſelves. Refides 
this a very excellent Colleftion of the Spaniſh 
Hiſtory, as well general as particular Hiſtories 
of the ſeveral Provinces of that Kingdom, and 
of the Famous perſons who have therein inhabit- 
el; theſe Authors are either in Spaniſb or Latin, 
There isallv a great quantity of Mathematicians 
and Humauiſts, which take upa little Gallery, 
which they have- contrived: into. ſeyeral Preſſcs : 
for altho this Library does conſift. of twp lon 
Wings of building ; yet it is all too ice, and 
they are forced to employ this. Gallery, for the 
receit of the leſſer Volumes. At ane endof. this 
Gallery hangs apiece of Bxſſan, repreſenting.the 
Cn of the Centauresand! the. Lapi ws _ 
Monſieur Foxquet gave, having ilt 
Library where it T_ andendowed:it with a: - 
Thoaſand Livresof Rent,for its Maintenance and 
Augmentation. They preſerve here an excel- 
lent Sett of Antient Medals, but being not diſpo- 
ſed into order, they ſeldom arewilling to ſhew - 


them. In this Colledge' are many able Perſons, - 


among whom! may be reckonel. a- conſiderable 
number of Authors; ſuch asare now living, are 
Father Boubours, Author of The'Entretiens 4 Ariſte -, 
& 4 Eugene, in which you find ſy much- Sweet- 
nef8and ſuch Purity of Language, that it ſeems a 
Man that would ſpeak as an accompliſht Perfon, - 
muſt be ſure to imitate his-ſtile; his other Works : 
are The Doubts and Remarks on the French Tongue ;_. 
The Hijtory of Peter d' Aubutſon, Grand _— 
. 0 
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of Rhodes ; The Life of Saint Tgnatius, and 
the Life of St. Francis Xavier, Apoſtle of the In- 
dies ; and certain Books of Devotion. Fa- 
ther Rapin, he hath writ The Spirit of Chri- 
Rtianity ; The Importance of Sabvation ; The Belief of 
the laſt Ages; and Curious Inſtruftions relating to 
Hiſtory ; with ſome Latin Poems. Father de 14 
R'ie, he hath Commented upon certain Antient 
Anthors for the uſe of Monſeigneur the Dauphin ; 
and the Tragedies which uſe to be repreſented 
on the Theater at this Colledge, are very often 
Writ by him: orſe may ſaythat he isalike able 
in many things, for the French Verſes which have 
com? from his Pen, have been mnch efteem'd. 
Father '* 4roxy , before he went into Brirany, 
where he now is, was much admired for the M a- 
thematical Inftruments which he invented ; he 
invented one not long fince, which ſhew'd us the 
Motions of the Stars im ſach a method, as is wor- 
thy the Curiofity of the moſt Skilful.in that Sci- 
ence. They ſometimes make Publick Aﬀions in 
this Colledge, which draw a prodigious number 
of People. At the Carnaval they repreſent ſome 
little Latin Tragedy. After Eaſter they expoſe 
Enigmatical Queſtions to be explained, for which 
they have certain Prizes. They have alfo-cer- 
tain Theſes tv be maintained, to which Perſons 
of Quality reſort ; but their teſt Bravery of 
all is, the Grand Tragedy which they repreſent 
yearly in the Month of Auguſt, on a Theater raiſ- 
ed on purpoſe, which takes up all the bottom of 
the Court. The Aﬀors are always Penfionaries, 
and Sons of Perſons of Quality, The fineft ob- 
jets of this Tragedy are the Balets of the' Sieur 
de Beanchemp's Compoſition, which are danced 
between the Aﬀts. When all is >" a 

 diftribu- 
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diſtribution. of Prizes to thoſe that merit beſt» 
without any regard to the Quality of the Perſon ; 
which occaſions greatEmulation amongthe Youth, 
and makes them uſe the utmoſt of their endea- 
vours to gain a Prize, which the King gives, in 
the View of ſuch an Afſembly. 
As you go from hence, a little higher in the 
Street, you have | 
The .Church of St. Eſtienne des Grecs, the firſt 
and oldeft of Pars. St. Denis Biſhop of this 
Town, as ſome think, was the Founder. It is 
not any way conſiderable, but for its Antiquity. 
Report ſays, That St. Fraxcis of Sales, Biſhop 
and Prince of Geneva, made his Vows of Chaftity 
and Poverty in this Church, before the Chappel 
of our Lady de bonne deliurance here,in which there 
is a very great Devotion. Over againft this is 
The Convent of Facobins, formerly called Fri- 
ers Preachers of the Order of St. Dominick, whoſe 
firſt Foundation isalledged to be in the life time 
of that Saint, who lived in the Year 1217. un- 
der the Pontificate of Zonorizxs the Third, and in 
the Reign of Philip Auguſtus. Hiſtorians ſay, that 
St. Dominick tookggreat pains, about the Extirpa- 
tion of the Hereſte of the Albigenſes, who cauſ- 
ed-great diſorders in Zanguedoe : and at the ſame 
time he ſent two of his Religious to Paris, who 
were -Lodge1 in a place called The Citizens Par- 
lowr, in the ſame place where now this Convent 
ftarvis. They were called Facobins, from the 
Rich Saint Facques. Their Church, as it now is, 
wagbuilt by order of St. Lewis, if we may believe 
Belleforeſt, a faithful Hiftorian. Here are many 
Tombs of great Lords, who for the moſt part 
were Princes of the Blood Royal of France. But 
incgard I did not dehign to fearch into Antiqui- 
tics, 
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'ties, T ſhall not here expreſs their Names, which 
may he found in Father du Brexi].. I will only ob 
ſerve;that among theſe famous Monuments is that 
of Humbert,the laſt Sovereign Prince of Dauphine, 
whoſe Title was Dauphin of Fiennois ; the Tomb 
ſtands before the great Altar. Hiftory ſays, That 
ſeeing himſelf Childleſs, he ſold this Province to 
Philip Auguſtus for a ſmall Summ of Money and him- 
ſelf embraced a Religious Life at Zyons, and en- 
ter*d'into-theOrder of St. Dominick; where he liv'd 
in very great Efteem with all good Men, and was 
choſen to be Priar of this Convent,and afterwards 
Patriarch of Alexandria. This is his Epitaph :

_ [.#eere lies the Reverend Father, and Moſt H0- 
aourable Lord RUMBER T, Firſt Dauphin of

Convent at Paris, and at laſk Patriarch of Alex- 
andria, perpetual Adminiſtrator of the Church of 
Rhemes, and chief Benefaftor 10 this Convent. 
He Dyed in the Tear of our Lord 1345. May 22, 


This Church hath nothing but what is ordina- 
Iy, yet s the great Altar very handſomty con- 
trived ; 
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trived ; it is adorn'd with black Marble, and the 
Armes of the Cardinal of St. Cecily, Brother 'of 
Cardinal Mazarin, which you ſee about it, ſpeak 
it to be built at his Cofts ; and this he did in re- 
.gard he was of this Order. Over the Door go- 
ing into the Sacrifty, is a Pifture of Yalemine's, 
repreſenting the Nativity of the Holy Virgin.; 
which Piece Cardinal Mazarin gave, to be placed 
:over the great Altar ; but when he perceived it 
'tobe too little, he left it to the Church, and it 
"hath been placed here ever ſince. It. is'one of the 
moſt Beautiful pieces in all France, and the Cu- 
'rious efteem it highly. Felibien, in his Book which 
he Compoſed of the Lives and Works of the moft 
Famous Painters, tells us, it is one of the beſt Pi- 

. tures that ever came out of Ay eo France, 
"On one fide of the Altar, $ the Chap- 
,pcl of our Lady of the Roſary. The Wainſcot 
Work of which is very handſom. Here is a very 
.great Devotion, by reaſon of the Indulgences, 
which are hereto be gain'd every firſt Sunday of 
the Month. In the Cloifter are ſeveral Paintings, 
but they are ofno great Note ; ſoalſo is their Li- 
brary, which. is not very, numerous, yet it hath 
been made uſe of by very Famons Do&tors. T 
preſerve here one thing of t Curioſity, and 
that is the Pulpit of Great St. Thomas of Aques, 
the Angel of the Schools. Tt is made of Wood, 
and incloſed' in another of the ſame material, 
*that it may not be injured by time. A General of 
this Order was at the charge of making that 
in which it is incloſed ; and not along ago theſe 
'Fathers have cauſed a ſmall Room to be made, at 
the end of the Library, where this Pulpit. is cone 
veniently expoſed to ſight. *Tis well known that 
$t. Thomas of Aquin formerly profeſt > 
| is 
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this Convent, and in the great School, which we 
ſee at this day, he made his Leftures. It hath 
been Rebuittat the beginning of this preſent Age, 
through the Alms which theſe Fathers. collefted in 
a Jubilee. - Several Preachers of this Houſe have 
acquired great Reputation in the World. Amon 
others Father Chauſſemer, who is eſteemed one 0 
the moſt Profound and Eloquent that we have at 
ent ; he Preached this Lent at Noſtre-Dame, 
after he had perform'd the like at the Zowvre. 
The deceaſed Monſienr Coeffereau, who hath com- 
poſed a very Curious Roman Hiſtory, paft here 
the greateft part of his Life ; with many others, 
whoſe names would be too long to inſert here. 
Before you leave the Rice Saint Facques, you 
ought to know, that here inhabit many Book- 
ſellers, who ſell almoft all of them, the Works of

Men : Here you-will find the ſeveral pieces of the 
French Academitians ; mary Foreign Books ; the 
ſeveral pieces that conqern: the Galicaze Church ; 
all Monſieur Mai 's Writings ; here alſo are 
ſold Father Boubour's Books ; thoſe of Father &4- 
pin ; of the Biſhop of Meaux ; of the Abbot Fle- 
chier, Almoner to Madam. the Dauphineſs, who 
Tranſlated the Life of Cardinal Commendon, and 
compoſed for Monſcigneur the Dauphin, the 
Hiftory of Theodoſuus the Great, and. four Funeral 
Orations. ' Many other Books proper for the 
pzruſal of curious Perſons, are here alſo to be 
met with. Jn this Street alſo are many Gravers 
and Sellers of Prints, who have in their Shops 
great ſtore of Maps, and Printed Piftures. Of 
which I ſhall ay no more in this place. At the 
end.of this Volume I may ( perhaps ) ſet down 
a 
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x Catalbgue of ſuch Books as are beft Writ in 
our Language, for theuſe of Strangers, whoof- 
tertimes for want of better information, buy ve- 
ry ſcurvy Books, inftead offuch as may be of uſe 
and advantage to thei in their Kudy of the 
French Tongue. 

Without the Porte St. Facqiues, in the Faux- 
bourg of that name, you may obſerve niany fine 
. things, and in a greater ſow bo r than inany other 
Faux-bourz about the Town. | 

Of the left Hand, as you enfer, is the Con= 
vent wg Nuts of he Viſitation, which makes 
no great ſhew. - The Churchit ſelf is no bigger 
than an ordinary Hall. Yet is their Altar one of the 
richeſt that can be ſeen on the Feaſt Days, theſe 
Nuns ſparing no Cofts to adorn it with Candle- 
ſticks, Lamps, Veſſels, Figures, and a Thou= 
ſand ſuch like things, which are all of Silver, arid 
maſt of thetn very weighty. Bit the place being: 
none of the beſt contrived, theſe rich things ap- 
pear not ſo well as they might do clſewhere. 
Going ſtill forward, pul ge re 

The Pariſh Church of St. Fames, from which 
all this Quarter takes its name., It hath been re- 
paird in fiich manner as we now ſee it by the 
late Dutcheſs of Longuewille Sifter of Monſicur 
the Prince, who was one of the moſt pious and 
Charitable Princeſſes of this Age. The Portal is 
of the Dorick Order, very yell perform'd ; and 
had that. Virtuous Princeſs lived, ſhe had doubt- 
leſs given wherewithal to finiſh the Work : But: 
ſhe dyed about four years ago in the Convent of 
Carmelite Nuns, to the regret of abundance of 
poor People, who ſubſiſted by her Almes. 

The Seminary of St. Magloire, is near the laſt 
mentioned place. This was formerly an Abby of 
P. IL. C So 
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St. Benner's Order, which was firft Founded in the. 


fame place, where at preſent ſtands St. Bartholo- 
mew's Church, near the Pallace. But thoſe good. 
Religious Men, being troubled with the noiſe and 
Clutter of that place, changed their habitation in 
the Year 1138. and came to. dwell here, which 
was at that time a good way out of the Town, 
where there was already a Chapel built and de- 


dicated to St. George. Aﬀter that in the Year. 


T549. The Monks of St. Benner did altogether 
quit this Houſe, and transfer'd themſelves to 0- 


ther Houſes of the ſame Order, the Revenue. 


of this being given to the Arch-Biſhop of Pars. 
And in the Room of the Monks they placed here 
certain Pennent Nuns, but they continued not 
tong. In fine, the Priefts of the Oratory were 
introduced here in the beginning of this preſent 
Age, whoſe Inftitution is to inftru&t the Young 
Ecclefiafticks in the Funtions of their Mini- 


Further in this Street are the Urſuline Nuns ; 
whoſe Church is but ſmall, yet is their Altar ofa 
very handſom defign, and adorn'd with Pillars 
of black Marble. Theſe Nuns teach freely young 
Girles not only to Read and Write, but alſo ſeve- 
ral ſorts of Works proper for them, which is of 
pu advantage to the publick. They were 

rf Founded here in the Year 16-7. by Made- 
moiſel de Saint Beuve, a Lady of extraordina 
Piety, and Queen Anne of Auſtriz laid the fir 
Stone of their Church, in the Year 1620. Fune

The Feiiillentines are on the ſame fide of the 
way, they are Nuns of St. Bernard's Order, re- 
form'd by the bleffed Fobn de 12 Bzrriere, and were 
firſt cftabliſhed in Pars 1622. through wm Sol- 
ICIta.

Church hath been ſome Years ago rebuilt anew, 
with confiderable Expence. It 1s very lightſom, 
and the Portal is not ill contriv'd : It was defign- 
ed by the Sieur Meror. One of their Bene- 
faftrefſes hath contributed largely to the 
Charges. Over the ”= Altar is a very good 
Copy from Kaphae!, of the Holy Family, the ofi- 
ginal of which is in the King's Cabinet. The 
Grate of their Quire is adornd with Copper 
gilt. | | 
Nor far from thence are the Engliſh Bene- 
diftines, who have alſo built a new Church, 
which is really ſomething of the leaft, but in re- 
compence of that, it is very well adorn'd. It is 
ſt off with Pilafters, and the Altar is accom- . 
pany'd with Pillars and Figures, which ſhew -ve- 
ry handſomly ; the Wainſcot Work of the Stalls 
forthe Monks, is very pretty, and the little Cha- 
pel ofthe Holy Virgin, which ftands over againft 
the Door, is very neat. The Religious who inha- 
bit this Houſe are originally Engliſhand are Come 
for refuge into France, on the account of Reli- 

ion. The late Queen-Mother gave them great 

Ims, as did alſo many other perſons of Piety, 
and fome Engliſh. There is a Perſon of Quality 
inter d with them, who hath been a BenefaQtor, 
as may be ſeen by his Epitaph. On the other fide 
of the way are ;

Champs. The Church belonging to theſe 
ans is one of the oldeft in Pars; moſt Anti- 
Ties believe it to be one of thoſe which St. 
x Founded. Some modern Authors write that 
it was formerly a Temple of the Godgeſs Ceres, 
or elfe of Mars ; but for this opinion they have 
no very good Foundation : For we find nothing 
in the antient Hiftoriansto warrant ſuch a Con- 
X&ure. It is much more certain, that it apper- 
fain'd a long time to the Order of St. Bennet, and 
Chat it was a Priory depending on the great 
Abby of Marmourier, near the City of Tours. 
Whoſe antient Title to this place is ſtil in being ; 
and the Biſhop of Orleans, who is Abbat there, 
receives from hence Four or Five thouſand Li- 
vres per annum. In the Year 1604. were placed 
here certain Carmelite Nuns of St. Tereſa's re- 
form, whom the Cardinal de Berulla fetcli'd him 
felf ont of Spain, at fuch time when this Reform 
began to be ſo famous in Chriſtendom, for its 
great auſterity. This Houfe was the firſt in all 
che Kingdom, that took the Rule of St. Tereſa, 
And from hence it is that all the' other Convents 
of Pars, and in the other parts of France, took 
their original. At preſent this Nunnery is very 
numerous, and there are in t many perſons of 
the greateſt Quality, whoquitting the World, 
come to end their days here. 
Their Church is one of the faireft, and moft 
' magnificent that can be ſecn, the main Body -

the Building is, in truth, very atitient, but ths 
modern Ornaments within it make ſufficient 
amends for that. As you go in you may obſerve, 
that it is all painted in imitation of þlack Mar- 
ble vein'd with White 3 and that the Baluftrades 
or Partitions of the Chapels are of a _— 
extraordinary finely gilt : But the 
curidus things of all are the great Pidtures placet 
under every W indow, in Frames richly Carved' 
and gilt. There are fix-of theſe Piftures on 
each tide, -each repreſenting ſome principal Paſ-- 
ſage of the New Teftament. "They are the 
Work of the famouſeſt Painters of. this Age. 
The Firſt, on the left hand as you enter, repre- 
fenting the Miracle of the Five Loaves, was done 
by Stella. Second repreſents the Feaſt at 
the Houſe of Simon the Leper, where the 244g- 
dalen perfum'd our Lord's Feet, and this was 
done by Monſieur Je Brun. The Third repreſents 
ing the triumphal entry of our Lord into Feru- 
falem; is the Work of de 1a Fire. The Fourth 
is the Story of the Samaritan Woman, and is 
alſo done by Stella; the Colours and the Dra- 
pery of this Pifture is excellent. The Fifth is 
Monſieur le Brun's; and the Sixth reprefenting 
the Transfiguration,. is de la #ire'ss Thoſe on 
the other fide were all done by Champaign, and 
that able Maſter never made any better Pieces 
than theſe, ' as one may cafily obſerve. The Al- 
tar of this Church ſtands very high, and is all of 
Marble, as wcll the body of the Work as the Pile 
lars,which are of the Corinthian Order,their Ca- 
pitals of Braſs gilt. The Tabernacle is all of Sil- 
yer, and repreſents the Ark of the Covenant ; 
on the forepart of which there is a great Baſ- 
relief very well Carved. On Feaft Days 
C3 this 
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this Altar is adorn'd with Vaſes, Candleſticks, 
and divers things of that ſort, which make a ve 

handſom ſhew without Confuſion. Over again 

the Grate of the Quire, where the Nuns fing, is 
a great Piture repreſenting the Angelick- Salu- 
tation. It is the Work of Guido, and ought to 
be eſteem'd as one of the beft pieces that can be 
ſeen, even in /taly it ſelf. The ſeveral Chapels 
correſpond to the magnificence of the Church, - 
eſpecially that which is dedicated to the Magda- 
ten, in which there hangs an excellent Pittnre of 
that Saint, done by Monſieur /e Brun, one of the 
beft, perhaps, that ever he made. The Saint 
15 repreſented weeping under a Rock, tearing 
Her Hair and Ornaments, and trampling them 
under Foot, her Eyes are all drown'd in Tears, 
through which her Comple&ion but faintly ap- 
pears ; briefly, one cannot imagine a Piece of 
Painting more feelingly expreft and none can ſeeit 
without morecompaſſion for ſuch a Penitent.Over 
againſt the Altar in this ſmall Chapel is placed, 
in a kneeling poſture, the Statue of Cardinal de 
Berulle, Inſtitutor of the Prieſts of the Oratory, to 
whom theſe Nuns are much obliged, as hath becn 
aiready ſaid. His Statue is of white Marble, 
and made by Sarazin, in the Year 1657. It is 
raiſed on a Pedeſtal of four ſides, on which are 
ſeveral rery good Baſ-relizfs, wrought by an able 
Sculptor named Torrr, the ſame who made the 
curious Pulpit at Sr. Eflzenne, of which I have 
already ſpoken in this Second Part p. - On 
each fide are two Pillars of black Marble, on the 
top of which are certain Flames of Braſs gilt, ſo 
alſo are the Capitals, which are of the Tonick Or- 
der, and very well wrouzht. The reſt of the Cha- 
pel is adorn'd with Piftures of Monſieur le Bran's 
: _ Painting, 
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Painting, re the Life of the Magda- 
l-n. The following Inſcription is on a Grave- 
ftone of white Marble, in the middle of this 
Chapel, under which lyeth buryed the Abbor 
l& Camus, at whoſe ſole Charges this Church was 
adorned and beautifiet.

The further part of the Church ter- 
minates in a great Tribune ( or Gallery ) the

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the Religious Women come to hear the Sermon, 
when the Preachers preach in the Nave of the 
Church. In the fore part of this Gallery are 
placed two Statues, one of St. Petey and the other 
of St. Fayl, and on the top, the repreſentation 
of St. Michael overcoming the Devil, which is 
of a very curious Invention : It was the Work of 
Stelli, before mentioned. All the Roof is very 
well Painted after the manner of Cartouches : 
Between the Cordons you ought to take notice 
of a Crucifix, accompanied with the Holy Vir- 
gin and St. Fohn, which are wrought with 16 
much Art, that the Figures ſeem to ftand upon 
a real bottom. This is a pleaſing fallacy to 
tho that mind it. Finally, the laſt remarkable 
thing to be obferved in this Church, is the 
Crucifix of Braſs over the Baluftrade,that divides 
the Quire from the Naye. The Curious efteem 
it highly ; it was made by Sarazin, who had 
rhe reputation of one of the ableſt Men of his 
time. 

As you go from hence —_ the Court, 
rou may obſerve a ſmall Houle, built after the 
talizn manner, compoſed of two Pavillions, 
very handſom, with a Garden before - the 
Houſe, through which you paſs as you go 
tn.

firm, without vanity, that this magaificent 
Honfſe, if conſider'd in all its parts, is one of the 
moſt beautiful Works ofall this Age. 

It ought to be obſerved that the Nuns of Ya 
de Grace were formerly Founded near the Village 
of Bierre, about Three Lea from Pars, in- 
a very incommodious place by reaſon of the Ma- 
riſh Grounds, called there le Ya profond, or the 
deep Vale ; being very Sickly in this place, they 
Petition'd Zewzs XL. for his —_—— to come 
and inhabit in Pars. Queen Anne of Auftris, his 
Wuftrious Wife, being acquainted with their 
merit , chiefly from one of their Company, 
named Margaret & Arbouſe, by whoſe means ſhe 
took a particular affettion to them, declar'd her 
ſelf their Foundreſs. She cauſed them in the Year 
1621. to be lodged in the Faux-bourg Sr. Fac» 
ques, in an old Houſe then called the Ze} de 
Y alos, which was pull'd down to make way for 
thoſe Buildings, which have been fince creed. 
Some Years after, that illuftrious Queen, by way 
of thankſgiving for the happy Birth of the now 
King, whom God gave to Franze after Twenty 
Years expettation, cauſed the Foundation ts be 
laid of that glorious Edifice which we now ſee.

H's it is that all Strangers are forced ts 
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who was at that time the moſt eſteemed Architect 
of France, was madechoice of for this W ork, and 
the deſigns which he drew were admired by all 
Men. He carryed up the work as high as the firft 
Floor,but then for ſome Reaſons he was changed, 
and other Architetts employed in his place, to 
wit, le Duc, le Muer, and du Yal, who perform'd 
their parts ſo well, that Manſurd was not miſt, 
tho'ſogreata Maſter. Indiſguft tobe thus uſed 
he undertook to build:the Chapel at Chateau de 
Freſne, ſeven Leagues from Paris, for Monſieur 
de Guenegaud, Secyetary of State ; where he per- 
formed in little that magnificent deſign, which he 
drew. out at firſt for Yal de Grace; and thereby 
made that Chapel one of the fineft Struftures 
in the Kingdom, as all who have ſeen it unani- 
moully agree. But though the building at Yal 
de Grace, is admirable- in its preſent condition, 
yet-it hath been effefed with abundance of pains, 
and with exceffive Charges, chiefly in laying the 
Fondation, by reaſon of the Quarries which 
they met with mn digging. The preſentcondition 
of this place is as follows : 
Firſt you enter intoa-great Court, which lies 
before the principal Door ; this Court is ſepara- 
ted from the Street by a Palliſadeof Iron, at the 
extremities of which are two ſquare Pavillions ; 
on the right Hand and on the left it-is bounded 
with certain Stone Works, adorn'd with ruftick 
Pillars, which make a very handſom Shew. At 
thefurther part of this Court is the great Portal, 
raiſed upon Six ſteps. But that which makes it 
moft remarkable, is, that it is after the manner 
of 2 Portico compoſed of Four great Corinthian 
Pillars, with Niches on each fide, in- which are 
placed St, Bznget, and'S£t. Scholaſtica, of white 
Marble.

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ANNE of AUSTRIA, by the Grace of God 
Queen of France, and Regent of the Kingdom, 
to whom God ſubdued a ber Enemies, that ſhe 
might build a Houſe in bis Name. 


Oa the right Hand and on the left of the great 
Altar;-are-ghe two Grates which take up all the 
void ſpace. between the fide Arches. They are 
ofa extraordinary greatneſs, and the like were 
never made of the bigneſs, befides they are 
wrought. with. ſuch delicate Art, as if the. Iron 
had been as ſoft and eafie to form as Lead, That 
on the right ſide encloſes. the Nuns Quire from 
the Church, which is large; and well Wainſcot-. 
tedi They have: in.it a ſmall Organ. which 
they uſe on Feſtivals, at ſuch time as they ſing, 
their Service Muſically, which they perform to 
the'great pleaſure of their hearers, they having 
amaig them ſome very excellent Voices. On the 
other fide is-a great Chapel, all hung with 

urning, in the- middle of which is ereted a 

rſe of black, Vetvet, upon Four or Five,Steps 5 
here are repolited the Hearts of the Queen-Mo- 
ther their IlluftciousBencfaQreſs, the Queen/whom 
we have ſo lately loft, with others of ſeveral Prin- 
ceſſes of the Blood Royal, among the reft that of 
Madam the Dutcheſs of Orleans. 

Before we leave this place we ought to obſerve 
. the Cyfer, which is at the bottom of the ftepsof 
the Altar, compoſed only of two Letters L. and 
A. encompaſſed about with Palms, and other 
Feuillages of white Marble. There are here ma- 
ny 
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ny other things worth obſervation, which would 
be painful to ſet down in writing, but the Curi- 
ous when they come hither will eafily find 'em- 
out. The inſide of the Convent correfponds-ex- 
attly well to the magnificence of the Church. 
The ſeveral Cells and the Offices are regularly 
diſpoſed, and built with folidity, particularly 
the Apartment of the Queen-Mother, diſpoſed 
in ſuch manner as may befit a G@gpuchin- Nun. 
The Nuns are very auftere, for they obſerve 
the reformed Rule of St. Bemner. They chooſe 
their Abbefs from among their own Community, 
whoſe Authority is only Triennial. Their 
chief Revenues ariſe from the Abby of St. 
Corneille in Compiegne, which is annext to this 
Houſe. 

As you go from hence you muſt not: forget to 
obſerve the outſide of the Charch, and the Or- 
naments about the Dome,which appearvofa very 
great height: it is cover'd with Lead, with 
great Bands gilt ; and on the top a Balnftrade 
of Iron, round about the little Lanthorn open on: 
all tides ; over that is the great Ball, and there- 
upon the Croſs. All theſe things are ſet off glo- 
riouſly with Gildings, and which way ſoever 
you enter into Pars, this Dome is ſo big and fo 
high, that it may be eaſily diſcover'd a great 
way off. | 

After you have ſeen Yal de Grace, you ought 
next to goto _ | 

The Convent of the Capuchins, behind which 
there lies a very great encloſe piece of Ground, 
which extends a great way into the Fields, and 
ſerves in Summer for a very delightſom Walk. 
their Cloifter is but ſmall, according to the- 


manner of building uſed by thoſe good Friers.: 
| Within 
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Within it on the Walls they- have ſet up ſeveral 
Inſcriptions in French Verſe, to excite the Devo- 
tion of ſuch as walk there. 

. In-theStreet over againſt the Capuchins going 
into the Re d Enfer, ſtands 

Fhe Convent of tbe Bernardin-Nuns, according 

fo the Reform of Pore Rogal. Their Church 1s 
very neat ; it was deſi by the Sizeur le Pau 
ze; tho'it be hut » yet it hath ſome Beau- 
ties which are not found in greater. The late 
Queen-Mother brought thele Nuns from the 
famous Abby of Pers Royal des Champs near Yer- 
ſailles, in the Year 1625, in which place they 
were very numerous and of great Reputation, 
and placed them here ; this Houſe being then 
called the FHizel de Clagni. They have m this 
Cburcha great Devotion, by reaſon of one of 
the Holy thorns of our Lords Crown, in favour 
of which ſome great Miracles have been done. 
Their Altar-piece repreſenting the laft Supper, 
' was painted by Moufteur Champagne. They have 
alſo here an antique Amphora or Waterpot, which 
as ſome pretend, was one of thoſe which were 
wade uſe of at the Marriage of Caze. 

There remains nothing more that is remarka- 
ble in this Faux-bourg, but ;

"T'* E King who takes no leſs care to make the 
Arts flouriſh, than to extend the Limits 
of his Kingdom, cauſed this Strufture to be 
exceed in the Year 1667. for the aprons 
Matne- 
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Mathematicians. It conſiſts of a great Body of 
Stone-work two Stories high ; the Windows of 
which are round at the top, *and about fourteen 
Toiſes high ( a Toile is Six Foot. ) The forepart 
of the Building is made with Towers Bir Ans 
gular ofthe ſame height, with a great E e 
m manner of a Tarraſs, with fronts about the 
whole Building. The Tower on the Eaſt fide is 
open at the top, and without any Roof, that 0 
one may ſee the better from the bottom. Between 
theſe two Towers are ſeveral great Rooms, which 
are not yet furniſht with ſuch things as are tobe 
there. But that which is moſt remarkable in 
this Building, is, that there is not uſed about it 
either Iron or Wood, and yet the Roof of it 
is extteamly ſolid. The Stair-caſe is the fineſt 
that can be imagined ; it is all of Stone laid after 
a way extraordinary, hardy and bold from the 
bottam to the top ; and the Iron Rail that winds 
the whole length of theſe Stairs is very well 
wrought. It is 156 Steps high and leads. t9.the 
Tarraſs. In regard this Byij conlifts of ſeve- 
ral ſtories, it hath ſeveral vaulted Roofs one 
_ over the other, the uppermoſt of which conſiſts 
of an Arch of a large extent, flat on the outſide, 
and paved with Hint-ſtones , cut exattly and 
bound together with Cement , that the Rain 
may not penetrate an damnifie the Vaults be- 
neagh. The Curioys way if they pleaſe go. down 
into the . Caves or Grotto's which are extream 
deep, fince the Staircaſe that leads down cons 
tains One hundred threeſcore and eleven <teps ; 
in the middle of which they have contrived a void 
hollow ſpace in manger of a Well, which piexces 
through all the Rooms,and extends up to the top 


of the Tarraſs, oe that through this bole you 
may 
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may ſee the light to the very hottom of the Cave. 
It is ſaid that this, was made on purpoſe to ſee 
the Stars at Noon-day. But it ſeems it fails of 
effe&t, for no body has yet ſeen them, tho" it bath 
been often endeavour'd. This place which they 
call Je Puits ( the Well )* contains 28 Toiſes ( 56 

yards ) from the bottom of it to the vent at the 

top. 

In the ſeveral Apartments , eſpecially in 
thoſe belonging to M. Caſsini, are ſeveral cori- 
ous Mathematical Inftruments, as Globes, Pen- 
dulams, and chiefly Glaſſes of very great” Di- 
menſions, with which theſe Learned Men ob- 
ſerve the courſe of the £tars. There are only 
Four Mathematicians who lodge in the Obſerva- 
tory, part of thoſe who compoſe the Academy 
of Sciences, eftabliſhed at the og Cabinet; 
as we have formerly noted ; and they are M. 
Caffini, originally an Ialian, and formerly one of : 
the greatDukes Academy at Florence,where he had 
attain'd great Reputation. He takes here a great 
deal of pains in Aﬀronomy, and hath made many 
diſcoveries in that Art, for which the King gives 
him a conſiderable Penfion.M.de 1a Hire,M.Couplet 
who teach the Mathematicks to the Pages belong- 
to the great Stable ; the Deceaſed M. the Abbot 
Picard was one of thoſe, but his place is not yet 
ſupply'd, and M: Hugens, a &olander, hath 
here alſo an Apartment, tho* he doth not com- 
monly abide in it. Theſe Gentlemen meet to- 

ether upon certain days, and communicate the 

bſervations which they have ſeverally made, 
and ſometimes they Print them alſo for publick 
fatisfation. Every Year M. Caftni publiſhes 
about Newyearstide a ſmall Volume, called 4 
Connoiſſance des temps, by- which one- may know 
the. 
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the Courſe of the Planets,and other Curioſities of 
that nature,much more exact and m_ than any 
thing hitherto ſeen on the ſubje&.They have here 
a ſmall ſquare Chamber over the forepartof the 
Tarraſs, in which thoſe who ſpeak at the oppo- 
ſite Corners may eaſily underſtand one another, 
and yet thoſe in the middle not perceive it. This 
is occaſion'd by reaſon the' Root is Vaulted hol- 
low, and the Angles are continued along the 
Roof from one ſide to the other, without any ob- 
ftrution. After you have ſeen the 05ſervarory, 
as you goout you ought to take notice of 

The Water-Zouſe, which ſtands near the Gate 
as you go out next the Ru# d' Enfer. This Houſe 
was built to receive the Water that comes from 
the Villagz of Kong#« in that Curious Aquedug, 
which Queen Mary of Medicyy cauſed to be built 
at Arcierl, which the Curious ought to viſit as 
one of the fineſt in all France. You ought to 
know that moſt of the Fountains in Paris come 
from this Receiver or Conduit, which makes its 
firſt diſcharge at Luxembourg-Houſe, from whence 
afterwards the Waters divide themſelves to all 
Parts of the City. 

As you return back to the Town again, 
through the Rus d' Enfer, you firſt come to The 
Houſe of the Fathers of the Oratory, which they 
call The I»flitution, and ſerves them asa Noviti- 
ate. The Church is well built, but there is no- 
thing here of ſingular. Note. From hence you-

His Monaſtery was built by the King St. 
Lews, who gave to the Religious: of St. 
Brung's Order , the old Houſe or. Chateau of 
FVauvert, where at that time, as Hiſtorians (ay, 
Devils did inhabit , and cauſed there ſo many 
diſorders, that by Arreſt of Parliament the Town 
Gate which led into that Street was wall'd up. 
The Street which lies before the Houſe dues frull 
retain the ol4 name, and it is for this reaſon that 
it was firſt; called 'the Rite 4 Enfer ( or Hell 
Street. ) But ſince theſe guod Fathers became 
polſeft of the place, they quickly expell'd- the 
evil Spirits ; and St. Zewzs having a great efteem 
of the Auftere and Holy Life that they led, made 
thema Vilit with his whole Court, and confer'd 
upon them ſufficient Lands and Demeſnes for 
their Subſiftence. Many perſons did contribute 
to the building of their Houſe, which takes up 
mare Ground than any other Religious Houſe 
does at preſent in all the Town anq4 Subnebs of 
Paris. Beſides that the Cells are large, and that 
they have each a ſeparate Garden ; th:y have 
alſo a great Cloſe containing many Arperns of 
Land, which encompaſſes the whole Houſe. The 
Church hath nothing in it extraordinary, except 
the Seats of the Religious, which were made 
about two Years ago, and are the fineft wrought 
that were ever yet ſeen. The Wainſcot is per- 
feAMly handſome, and adorn'd with Sculpture 
that makes a delicate appearance : Theſe are 
| come 
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compoſed of ſmaif Corinthian Pilafters which 
fapport the Cornith ; one of the Fathers of the 
Honſe deſigned them and managed the Work, 
They now begin to place ſome Pictures between 
the Croiſces. The firft which hath been placed 
here is done by M. 4udran, the ſecond by Monfi- 
ear Coipel, and in time the whole Quire may be 
furnifht in this manner, which will conſiderably 
beautifie the Church. 

The little Cloifter which lies on one fide of this 
Church, is the only«thing that is rare and fingu- 
tar belonging to theſe tathers. It is adorn'd 
with a Dorick Archite&ure of Pilafter faſhion. 
Between the Arches are ſeveral Piftures repre- 
ſenting the Life of St. Brano their Founder, and 
in certain Cartonches adjoyning to. each Pifture, 
the Life of that Saint in Zarin Verſes. The 
Mittures which hang at the Corners of the Cloi- 
fter, repreſent the views of ſeveral remarkable 
places, among others of the City of Kome, of 
the Grand Chartreuſe near Grenoble, of Pars on 
the Lonvre fide as it ſhew'd before the old Tow- 
er was taken down, and the Porr-neuve, which 
ftood not far from the Ponz-rouge ; the reft are 
only fancies of the Painter. All the Painting of 
this Cloifter was done by Ze Suewr,whonever did 
any thing finer than theſe Pieces here, Oflate 
days they have contrived Wooden Shuts in which 
they ſhut them up, that they may not be inju- 
red, as certain perions who envy the Merit. and 
Reputation of that incomparable Man, have at- 
exempted to do. They donot open theſe Pitures 
but upon certain Days, or when Curions Peo- 
ple defire te ſee them. It is apparent that bet- 
ter Paintings than theſe cannot he ; yet had he 
lived we ſhould hare had from him things in- 

finitely 
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finitely more perfe&'; but his fate was like that of 
Kgphael, who dyed in an Age when his admirable 
Genius began to make him known. That which 
remains to be ſeen in this Houſe is the Refeftory, 
which is very lightſom. Here the Religious never 
Fat but upon Feſtivals, Sundays and Thurſ- 
days ; upon other days they take their. repaſts 
in their ſeveral Cells, which are diſpoſed in a 
ſquare place round about their Church-Yard or 
Cemetery. Theſe Cells are compoſed of Four 
or Five {mall Rooms all on a Hoor, Boarded 
throughout, and very fimply furniſht. Some of 
theſe Fathers have by them very curious Libra- 
ries, the Father Yicar hath one which is much 
eſteemed. Some of them employ themſelves in- 
duftriouſly in divers Works , thereby to paſs 
more eaſily their time of Solitude, which is very 
rigorous in regard they are never permitted to 
' £0 out of the Houſe, nor to receive any Viſits 
but at certain hours. And it is well and judict- 
ouſly obſerved by one of our Hiftorians, that the 
principal reaſon why theſe Fathers have preſerved 
the purity of their firſt Inſtitute better than the 
other Orders, is becauſe they have always ſhun'd 
with extream care the great Commerce of the 
World,and the Viſits of Women: Two Dangerous 
Rocks for the Monaftick Life. 

Near the Carthufians ftands the little Convent 
of the Fexillans, in which is nothing extraordina- 
ry. But not far from this Convent dwells 
M. who hath a very neat Garden of the 
deſign of M. le Noſtre. | 

From hence you deſcend to the Porte St, Mie 
chael, which was taken down'two Years fince, to 
enlarge the Paſſage, which before that was very

is beautiful Houſe requires to be treated 

of with a particular application, in regard 
it is one of the principal Ornaments of Pars, as 
well for the great reputation of thoſe Learn- 
ed Men which come from hence, as for the beau- 
ty of the Architeure in its buildings. Cardi- 
nal de Richelieu beautified it as weſee it at preſent. 
Before that it was but an old Colledge conſift. 
ing of very mean building, yet was it however 
a place of mighty great Reputation. It was firft 
Founded by Robert de Sorbonne, Almoner to St. 
Iewi, who furniſht him with means wherewith to 
perform the Work, as apears by the following 
Inſcription in the Church, graved ona Braſs plate.

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The Catdinal de - ag , Who took of 
occafions to Immortatize is Name, caufed 
this Colledge to be Rebnilt, and ſpared nv 
Cofts to make it truly magnificent. For this 
purpoſe he employet! the Sieur Afercier an 
able Archite& , who after ſome Years time 
brought the work almoſt to the point of per- 
feftion as we ſee it ; however it was not quite 
finiſht by him, for he dyed before he could give 
it his laft Hand, That which we are fir to 
obſerve is the ſquare place before the Church 
Door, afid hath a Paſſage into the Rue de ls 
Harpe. This place is, in truth, not large, 
by reaſon of ſome Houſes built before it, belong- 
ing. to the Colledge des Treſoriers, however this 
hinders not but that it is very handſom. On 
both hands it is fronted with very fair Houſes. 
On one hand is a great Body of Lodgings ftone 
built of Two Stories high, ir Bolfage Ruftick ; 
and here is the Divinity School for thoſe Scholars 
who come from abroad to hear _the Leftures 
which are made here by Six Dottors, Three in 
the Morning and Three in the Afternoon, who 
change from hour to hour. This School is great 
and high, and it is ſometiriies made uſe of when 
A is maintain'd by ſome Perſon of Qua- 
lity. On the Right Hard in this Court is the 
Chapel belonging to the Colledge of Clugri. 
R takes up almoſt one fide of this Court, and 
makes no unhandſom Show, although it be of Go- 
thick building ; but gives the Beholder occafion 
toobſerve with pleaſure, the difference between 
that groſs and Ruftick ſort of building in the 
Ages paſt, and the regular and ftudied manner 
now uſed in this. As you enter into this 
open place or Court, and caft your Eyes upon 
. whe 
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the Portal of the Church, you cannot deſire a 
finer objeA. The proportions are (o true, and 
the points of the view ſo well contrived, that 
the diftant parts of this Edifice ſeem to ftand: 
over the Fortal, and to he placed in the ftand- 
ing where they are, to ſerve for a greater Or- 
nament to the Front. The Dome is none of the 
higheft. It is accompanied like that of Y2! de 
Grace, with Four little ones, with Statues, with: 
bands of Lead gilt, and with a Baluftrade of Tron 
about the little Lanthorn which is on the top of 
all the work, All theſe different things do 
agree ſo well one with another, that one can. 
not wiſh to ſee a more beautiful piece of Ar- 
chiteture. The Portal of the Church confifts 
of Two orders of Pillars, Corinthian, and Com- 
poſite. The ſecond Story are only Pilafters. Both 
aboye and below, between the Pillars, are 
Niches, in which are placed Statues of very good 
Workmanſhip ; as alſo are thoſe on the ontiide, 
and thoſe within, between the Corinthian Pila- 
fters that ſupport the Roof. "The inſide of the 
Church is but ſmall, and is not altogether fo 
light ,as it might have been ; however, all 
things there are well diſpoſed : The Payement is 
of Marble : "The Dome is very well painted, and 
ſo are the Four Fathers of the Church which 
are between the Arcades that ſuftain it; theſe- 
are in. Freſquo, and of colours very ſhining. 
The great Altar is not yet begun ; but doubt- 
leſs it will be magnilents if they follow the de- 
figns which are ſhewn: It is to be all of Mar- 
ble. - compoſed of Six great Pillars of Jaſper, 
with their Capitals and other Ornaments gilt. 
The letfer Altars, which are already finiſhed, - 
do promiſe, that if the great Altar be of the'

Gate. The Altar of the Virgin was finifh'd not 
long ago; it is of white Marble, with Orna- 
ments of Braſs gik , which ſhew admirably. 
From hence we ought to go into the inward 
Parts of the. Houſe, in the midſt of which is a 
ſquare Court encompaſt about with Buildings, 
part of which are higher than the reſt, whnch 
ives an air of Grandeur and Majeſty to the 
ico of the Church. As you ſee it on this ſide, 
hardly can any thing appear better : At the bot- 
-tom of this Court it appears raiſed upon Fifteen 
and confifts of ten great Corinthian Pillars, 
diftant from the building more than Six Foot : 
Theſe Pillars ſapport a Fronton in which are the 
Armes of Cardinal de Richetiev, with' two Statues 
.on each ſide. On;the Freeſe you read this In-

The King 
himſelf hath preſented to.this place all the curi- 
ous Prints which .he has cauſed to be graved, 
of which;there are-four or five great Volumes in 
Folio, neatly bound, which are the Carouſel, 
the Tapiftries, the curious Difſeftions which 
have been made at the Academy of Sciences, 
and ſome others; in ſuch ſort as this Librar 

ought tobe efteem'd as one of the beſt and mo 

numerous that can be ſeen, tho' it be got yet 
quite perfefted. But it js with this as with others 
which are in greater efteem, it being almoſt im- 
poſſible to,xender.any one Library compleat, be. 
cauſe of the difficulty of recovering ſome ſcarce 
Books, which oftentimes make the chief beauty 
of a, Library, and which, cannot be met with 
without mighty pains. Befades. ſince . Printing, 
the number of Books is ſo .increaft, and there 
are ſo many publiſht in all parts ofthe World, 
tat all cannot be had.

If they had contrived 
a Court before it, it would have appear'd with 
more advantage. 

As you deſcend Tower you paſs by the Col- 
ledges of Fuſtice, of Bajeux, of Narbonne, and that 
of Stez, in which the Schools have been laid 
down for ſome years paſt. 

Lower is the Church of St. Coſmus, in which 
there is nothing remarkable unleſs it be the 
Epitaph of Moalour Dupuy, fo well known to all 
Men of Learning. The Houſe of St. Coſmus 
frands near this Church, in which Houſe the 
Chicurgions- do ordinarily meet to make their

Bodies, upon which ſometimes they make Learn- 
cd Leftures. | | 

Over againſt the Kie.de Sorbonne, in the Rite 
de Mathurins, ftands the Hitzel de Cluni, belong- 
ing to the Abbot of that name. This Ze} was 
formerly call'd the 'Palais des Termes, becauſe of 
ſomeold Ruines here remaining of the Therme or 
Baths, as ſome thought, of the Emperor Fulian 
the Apoſtate. And you ought not to neglett 
going for this purpoſe fo a Neighbourmg Houſe 
i the Rie de 12 Harpe, at the 't1gn of the Iron- 
Craſs, where the Meſſenger of Chartres lodges ; 
you will ſee there ſeveral old--Arches, which ar- 
gue great Antiquity, and within them a kind 
of Hall whoſe Roof is very high, -and contrived 
without Cordons; this is very likely to have 
Seen yſed for ſome profane Temple. The three 
Nicles in the South Wall forve: to ſupport this 
Canjefture; in regard they might have bern ſo 
contrived for Statues, but. be caunot. determig 
any thing, andthe filence-of Hiftarians in this 
watter leaves People at Liberty to: make what 
Canjettures they pleaſe. The other parts are 
very well built , and aſſurecus it was hereto- 
fore ſome great Houſe. The Roef is ſo ſtrong 
that they have laid upon it fo muck Earth as to 
make a little Garden, in which are.Flowers.and 
el HS SONGS LE IRCS age Care is 
the Hdrel te Cluni, come and walk here as 0n 2 
Tarraſs made on;purpdſe. 

This is all that is to be ſeen in this Street. 
Further on, and at the end of the Rae de ia vielle 
Beucleriewhich determines at the little open place 
before the Pont St. Michael,, near to a Houſe 


which almoſt makes the very Corner of the 
Strect, 
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Street, you may obſerve a great ſtone, which 
ſerves for a Boundary, which. is cut after 
an ugly faſhion the Figure of a Man ; but as ill 
as it is one may eaflly diſtinguiſh the Head. 
Hiftorians tell ns, That this is the repreſenta- 
tion of one call'd Fob le Glerc, a Lockſmith by 
trade, and Porter of the Gate de Bufi; who 
in the time of thoſe Troubles which happen'd in 
the Reign of Charles the Sixth, after the Paris 
fians had expel'd the Burgundzansout of this City, 
where they had committed a thouſand Diſor- 
ders, had the Treachery_ to open to them that 
Gate in the night time, which put the Burgeſes 


" mto an Alarm. After all theſe troubles were 


over, the Parifians intending a revenge upon 
the Author of them, and not able to apprehend 
his perſon, he being fled, they cauſed his Effigies 
to be made in ftone, and by Sentence of the 
Provoſt of Pars, all the Inhabitants were order- 
ed to caſt ſomething in his Face, in deteftation of 
his Treaſon, and this was accordingly executed. 
Since that time .this Statue has been removed to 
this place to keep off the Wheels of Coaches 
ard Carts, from injuring the Houſe where it 
ſtands. Turning on the left Hand you entcr

The Street of St. Andrew des Arcs. The Pariſh 
Church which gives name to this Street is conſi- 
derable for ſeveral things, which the Curious 
will meet with im it. It was formerly but a ſmall 
Chapel, and ftaod in the middle of 2 Field, 
planted with Vines' or Fruit-Trees, belonging 
to the Monks of St. Germaia d's Preg. Butall 
theſe things have becn alter'd a long time. Sume 
think that this Church is called Sr. Andrewdes 
Arcs,. by reaſon of ſome old Arches that were 
D 4 heres» 
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hereabouts. The building it ſelf hath nothing 
{ingular, but you ought not to negle&@ to go 
into this Church to ſee the Tombs of ſeveral ta- 
mous perſons; ſuch were Meftenrs de Thou, 
whoſe Monuments are in the Chapel of St.Chrij/to- 
pher, which they built from the Ground. The 
name of theſe great Men hath attain'd ſo great 
vencration among the Learned, that moſt of 
them make no dithculty to ſay, That France ne- 
ver produced more Ulluſtrious Perſons. And the 
Hiſtory which was writ by one of them, is 
took'd npon as the very Model and beſt thing 
of the kind in theſe laſt Ages. It is writ in 
Latin, which has occaſion'd Strangers not only 
to read it, but to have ſo great an efteem for it, 
that they apply themſelves to this Hiſtorian more 
than any. In this Chapel you may ſee a Buſt of 
Monſieur de Thou in Marble, with his Epitaph, 
which” recites at large the great Imployments 
which he enjoy'd.

Jegazer, to whom Freace owes a t part of 
her Renown in Learning. Theſe Ilkuftrious Fa- 
thers of a Son no way degenerating, were of 
the ſame name with him, Peter Seguzer, and did 
execute in their-times the principal Charges in 
Parliament, as may be feen by the Inſcriptions in 
this Chapel. | 

On the ſame C1 you may read the Epi- 
taph of the Pri of Conti, who deceaſed in 
the Year 3668. and whoſe Picty is il Reve- 
rend in the Eyes of the whale World.

The Convent of Cordeliers. Wh 


"Rm Monaſtery was built about. the Year 
1217. inthe Pontificate of Pope Honorius 
the [I]. while St. Francis was yet living at Aſiſum 
m /taly. Some of the Religious Men of the 
new Order, which that great Saint did infticute, 
came into.France ; the firſt who arrived; at Parss 
were Lodged in the Houſes. of certain Burgeſes ; 
but afterwards at the Solicitation of the fore- 
mentioned Pope, who writ te Wiliam then Bi- 
ſhop of this City in their behalf, they were taken 
notice of; and m the Year,1230. Eudo, Abbot 
of St Germain des Prez, gave them the place 
where they now inhabit at this day. The Kings 
of Francedid after this become great Benefattors 
to them, St. Lewis gave more than all ; he cau» 
ſed their Church to be bnitt, not as we ſee it at 
preſent, but as it was before tht Fire which hap- 
pened here in the Year 1580. and reduced all 
mto Aſhes, and part alſo of the Convent, ruin- 
ing many Marble Tombs of ſeveral Princes and 
Princeſſes of the Blood-Royal, which then ftood 
in the Quire, but can hardly now be remem- 
ber'd. However according .to- the. report ' of 
Giles Corozet, theſe were the Principal ; namely, 
that of Mary Queen of Frenee, Wife of Philip 
the hardy, Son of <t. Lewzs; of Fane Queen of 
France ain.l Navarre, Wife of Philip the- Fair, and 
Foundreſs of th2 Colledge of Navarre, as we 
have already faid; the Heart of Philip the 
Long, and others whom it would be to no pur- 
pole to mention. The Fody of the Cordeliers is 
5 | one 
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one of the moſt numerous of all Pars. There are 
always here refident a-great number of Students, 
_-_ hither from divers parts of the King- 
order-to take their Degrees of Dottor 
in Divinity, which makes them conſiderable 
among themſelves. We have ſeen very great 
Men come from this Houſe ; among others N7- 
cholas de Lira, efteemed the moſt knowing of his 
Age in the Tongues , but more eſpecially in 
Divinity; and Fabz» Scar, ſurnamed DodGoy 
Subrilis, who-through his profound Science hath 
raiſed a Singular Tenent taught and read in 
their Schools, which natwithftanding is founded 
on the Principles of Ariftozle. The only Curioſity 
to be obferved in the Convent of theſe Fathers, 
is their new Cloifter which contains near a 
hundred Chambers all very neat and very light- 
ſome, it is Square, and in the middle is a ſmall 
Garden adotn'd with a Parterre and a Founs 
tain. The Four.Coridors or Walks, 'which com- 
poſe-this Cloifter, are vaulted and-adorn'd with 
the Armes of thoſe pious Perſons, who did cons 
tribute to the Charges of the Building, which 
were nor {mall. The RefeQory, the Chapter- 
Houſe and-the' Library are worth ſceing ; as for 
the Church it hath nothing Curious. There 
arein-it two famous Brotherhoods, one of the 
Pilgrims of Ferufalem, and the other of the third 
Order of St. Francis, who have here. their ſevera} 
Chapels. As you.go forth you ought to oby 
ſerve the Statue of St. Lews, over the Door, 
which Antiquaries think to be one of the likeft 
to that great King that we have. 

This Quarter hath been of late time much 
zmproved and beautified : they have made -twop 
new Streets that.go into the Fofſex of the HY 
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deConde, In that next the Convent of the Car- 
deliars is contrived a little place (or open 
Court ) before the Church .doar, whuch: is not 
inconvenient : this Street is called. Rye de /'0h- 
ſeruance, and the ather- Ku? de Touramn, becauſe 
ef the adjoyning Hire! de Fours. 

Near this place did formerly ftand the Poree 
Saint.Geemain, which fome years ago was pulled 
down. In the place of which is — Foun- 
tain, with this Jnſcuption :

And- doubtleſs this is the. faireſt and largeſt 


of all the other Quarters, on the account of 
its 
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its extent, the number of its fair Houſes, 
and the quantity of its Inhabitants : on theſe 
accoants this one Faux-bourz may be compa- 
red with fome great Towns in Europe, which 
are much talk'd. of, according to the Opinion 
_ of Strangers themſelves ; to whom the dwelli 
here appear ſo pleafing, that they prefer this 
part of the Town to all the reft of Pars: and 
they havereaſon'for ſo doing, fince all things a- 
bound here, and the Air is very pure.,, the 
Houſes being divided from one another by ſe- 
veral Gardens. ' Beſides other advantages, all 
ſorts of -Eterciles are taught here ; and perhaps 
there is not in the whole World any one Town in 
which one may reckon no tels than Six Acade- 
mies, as you may in this Quarter ; filled, for the 
moſt part, with all the illuſtrious Youth of 
France and Germany; who come hither $0 learn 
all things, that can make a Gentlemah accom- 
pliſhed and capable' of gaining Reputation in 
the World. Sometimes in one Winter 'there 
has been feckoned here Twelve Foreign Princes, 
and more than Three hundred Earls and Ba- 
rons, not icounting a much greater number of 
ordinary Gentlemen, whom the reputation of 
France draws hither with.a mighty deſire to 
learn onr Langage, and thoſe Exerciſes which 
are no where taught in their parts with equal 
perfettion.

This Quarter takes its Name from the Abby 
Royal of >t. Germain des Prez in the midſt of it, 
which is one of the Ancientefſt and Richeſt of the 
Kingdom. Of which we muſt fpeak in a parti- 
cular manner. 


The Abby of St. Germain des Prez. 


Ing Childeberr, Son of the Great Clouzs was 
the Founder, Monfieur de Afexrray re- 
ports the particulars of the Foundation, and tells 
us, That that King being in Spain in the year 543- 
ina War ___ the Yifigoths, he laid Siege to 
the Town of Sarragoſſz in which were refu- 
ged: the Inhabitants findi elves ſevere- 
ly preſt by the French, and thinking in imitation 
of the ancient Romans, to move their Enemies by 
ſome.ſur rang they concluded to make 
a Proceſſion about their Walls, in which they 
carried the Coat and other Reliques of St. Yin- 
cent. At this fight Childebert was ſo effeftive- 
ly concern'd, that he yeilded ſo far, that he was 
contented to depart with certain Preſents which 
the Biſhop made him, among other things that 
Coat, and thoſe Retiques of St. Yzncenr, which 
he brought with him to Paris, and to the honour 
of them batte the Church, of which we are now 
about to ſpeak. 
This Abby hath had ſeveral Names; it was 
fometime called St. Crozx, becauſe of a —_- 
, [0 
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that Holy Wood placed here among the other 
 Reliques which he brought with him : at preſent 
it bears the name of St. Germain, who was Abbot 
here; and! Biſhop of Paris, and ishere interr'd. 
On his Feſtival day; which is the 28th of May, 
they expoſe to publick view his Shyige, which is 
of Silver gilt, adorn'd with a great quantity of 
Precious >tones :. It is of a_ Gothick kind of 


Work, but as curious and handſome as one can: 
ſee. All that remains of Childebert's Building is - 
the principal Gate at the end of the Church, 


and the great Steeple over it, which appear ve- 
ry ancient. The Statues of the Kings and Queens 
which are on the ſides of this Gate, are of ſuch 
a defignas diſcovers that in that Age the Guft 
wa Sculpture was not known ; for we can 
hardly diſtinguiſh whether the Statues re- 
preſent Men or Women. The Tomb of the 
1 King is in the middle of the 
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of the Apoſtles, anda Crucifix in the middle, 
of an ancient ſort. of Work, not unhandſom:” This: 
was the Gift of riliem, Abbot of this Houſe, 
whoſe Body was formd* intire not long ago, tho” 
he had been buried feveral The Quire 
where the Religious fing is behind, in which 
their Stalls or Seats are of a very handſom 
Workmanſhip. At the Feet of Childebert's Tomb 
you may read the following Epitaph of Monſieur 
the Duke of Yernexi/t, natural Son of Henry the 
Fourth, who before: he marryed with the 
Dutcheſs of. Sally, was Biſhop of Metz and 
Abbot of St Germains. The Epitaph was made 
by the Learned Dom.

Deny for the 
ſame purpoſe. They have lafely built here two 


very handſ> 7m of the ſame Symmetry, in 
the two Wings of the Church : they are adorn'd 
with Compotite Piltars of Marble vein'd, with 
Pedefials of the. ſame, {o alſo the. Friſe. Thax 
on the right hand is dedicated to'St. Margarer, 
whoſe Girdle theſe Fathers keep here ; and 
Women with Child, who have a very great de- 
votion to this Chapel, are uſually girded with 
it.

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King of Poland, Patron of King Cafimlr, who 
dyed there in Frence, Abbut of this Abby, and 
whoſe heart is under the Monument, which 
ſtands on one ſide of this Chapel. This King is 
repreſented kneeling, in white Marble, apparel- 
| led in his Royal Robes, and offering his Crown 
and Scepter to God, on a Tomb of black Marble, 
ſupported with a great Pedeftal ; in the fore 
part, of which is placed a BaF-relief in Braſs, re- 
preſenting a vitory by him gaint{ over the 
Turks. This Menument is one of' the fineft 
that can be ſeen, and one can hardly meet with 
the like. A Lay Brother of this Houſe named 
Brother Fear Thibaut, who paſſes for one of the 
moſt able men that are in theſe Works, did ereft 
it. On each ſide are repreſented Captive Turks 
in Chains, ſitting on heaps of Arms, ' in manner 
of Trophies. The Epitaph. was written by Fa- 
ther Deffau, one of the Monks of this Abby, and 
is as follows :

In one of the Chapels behind the Quire, you 
may further obſerve two Tombs of Marble be- 
longing.to two of the Houſe of Duglas, one of 
the principal Families in Scotland. 

Having feen theſe things, there remains no- - 
thing more of ſingular note in the Church. On 
Feftival Days the divine Othce is here Celebra- - 
ted with great Pomp and Najefty, and there 
is fecarce any Company of Regulars who per-- 
form better. The Order St. Bener hath 
been in the Poſteffron of this Houſe, ever tince 
it was firſt Founded by King Childeberr. And the 
Church, according to the opinion of feme Hi- 
fitorians, ftands in the fame place where was 
formerly a Temple dedicated. to the Goddefs 
Hs, whofe Statue remaind here tilt the aft 
Age ; at which time an old -Wom2n being ſeen 
faying her Prayers before it, it was by order of 
the 5uperiwours removed out of the Church, and 
broken to pieces. 

In the inward parts of this Convent the Re- 

ory is worth. feeing, which is great, and one 
of the faireſt of the Kingdom. It hath lights 
on both tides : The Glaſs of which is very hand- 
ſome, tho' old. At the end of this Room is a 
Stair=cafe that leads up to the great Dortor 2: 
which Stair-caſe is a hardy piece of Building. 
And you muſt not neglett to viſit the Chapel of 
oor Lady ; behind which is- ſomething of the 
fame deſign with the #oly Chapel at- the Palare. 

E 3 Re» 
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Report ſays, That both were built by the ſame 
Archite&, who lies buryed here. 

But without tarrying long in viewing theſfs 
things, you ought to go to the Library, which 
takes up all the upper Room of that Arm of the 
Cloifter next the Church. It is, in truth, none of 
the fulleft,but in recompence of that,all the Books 
are the choiceſt and of the beſt Editions that can 
be met with. Inthe laft Age, when there was 
not ſuch plenty of Libraries: as at preſent, this 
here, was efteemed the principal Library of 
Paris. And at this day, if it doth not continue 
all out of the ſame reputation for Printed 
Books, yet for Manuſcripts none will diſpute 
the precedency, of which we can no where. meet 
with ſo great a Quantity nor ſuch Choice ones, 
unleſs it be in the King's Library. Theſe Ma- 
nuſcripts are kept at the further end, in a little 
Chamber by themſelves; which Room is full of 
them from the top to the bottom. Here are 
ſome of all Subjefts, but chiefly of Religion ; 
by means of which great Lights, ſeveral faults 
of Printers and ill Copiers have been diſcover- 
ed and amended. In a little Prefs in the great 
Library, they preſerve ſeveral Volumes more 
choice and rare than the reft ; amongſt which is 
one called The Pſahter of Sr. Germain it be- 
ing ſuppoſed to have been uſed by that Saint, 
who lived about the Year 560. in the Reign of 
Childebert, King of Fraxce , and Fuſtinian, Em- 
peror in the Eaſt. Formerly this Book was 
kept in the Sacrifty, among the Reliques ; but 
in regard it was (ſo often deſired to be ſeen by 
curious perſons, it was removed hither: It is 
written in Letters of Gold and Silver, upon a 


Purple coloured Velom ; and contains all the 
; Pſalms 
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Pſalms of David. There is alſo in the ſame 
place a very ancient Mifal, which according to 
all appearance, is more than goo. Years old : 
Certain Tablets of the Antients, made of ſmall 
Boards of Cedar, with a kind of Wax or Varniſh 
finely ſpread over them, upon which they writ 
with their Stile ( or Steel Bodkin ); and ſeveral 
other ws 9? He of ſuch ſort, which deſerve 
to be conh1dered ; above all, one great Volume, 
fall of Atteftations of the Belief of ſeveral 
Greek Biſhops, touching Tranſubftantiation : 
Which Atteftations the Learned M. Arnauld, 
with much pains, procured from Conſtantinople, 
by the means of Monſieur de Noinrel, Ambaſſador 
from France to the Port, for Authorities againſt 
thoſe of the pretended Reformed Religion , 
who maintained that the Greek Church was of 

their Opinion. 
. Having ſaid thus much of the Library, the 
| Reader will not be diſpleas'd if I give ſome ac- 
count of thoſe Excellent Works, which the 
Learned Monks of this Houſe have lately pub- 
liſht ; of which the moſt uſeful and moſt confi- 
derable is St. Auguſtin's Works, which they have 
interpreted and correed according to the moſt 
antient and authentique Manuſcripts in all the 
Libraries in Eurepe, of which they have had an 
account. We have already received five great 
Volumes, to which the publick have given an 
univerſal applauſe, and they are continually 
employ'd about publiſhing the reft with the 
ſame Purity. One may juftly ſay, That there 
has not been any thing un.ertaken in this Age, 
of greater importance and advantage to Reli- 
gion; in regard all the Diſputes that of late 
Years have happend among Divines on the fub- 
E 4 jet 
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jet of Grace, have riſen from the different 
mterpretation of that Father. The Church is 
obl ged ta theſe Learned Monks, who deſerve no 
tes Glory for their Pains, than they have had 
Trouble in the nadertaking, before they could 
bring the Work to this Condition. Father Dom 
Luc & Achery, a Monk of this Houſe, hath pub- 
tiſht the Spicilegium, and hath continued it to 
the Thirteenth Volume in Qaarto, in which he 
hath colle&ed together ſeveral aritient Pieces, 
hitherto hid in the Libraries of his Order, and 
which had been loft in oblivion, without his care 
m thas ſhewing them to the light ; to theſe Vo« 
tames he hath added learned Prefaces, which are 
a great help to the Curions. 

But after the incomparable Book, which Fa- 
ther Dom Fear Mabillos has publiſht two Years 
ago, nothing further can be wiſht for ; it is 
Entituled, De Ke Diplomatica, in Folio, with a 
great mamber of Fi of antient Charters, 
which this Learned Author has decifer'd after 
the happieſt way that can be ; and therenpon he 
hath made moft learned Remarques, to teach ns 
how to know if they be Counterfeits, which wilt 
appearan eafie thingtohim who hasreadthisBook. 
Thoſe who have perufed it can never ſufficiently 
admire the Pains and Patience of the Author, irt 
making ſuch Learned Diſcoveries asare in it ; and 
there 1s hardly any Work in which there appears 
more ſolid Judgment than in this ; which is the 
eauſe that of the ſmall number of Authors 
which we can reckon among the Learned, he is 
ene of thoſe who is moſt efteem'd and hath the 

zteft Reputation. We have alſo from his 

nd feveral Volumes of 4:a/ets (or Fragments) 
in 0Faw, which he continues daily, with mach 
care. There 
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There are alfo-in this Society, many other 
Learned Men who are continually employed upon 
divers ſubjetts, from whoſe hands we ſhall have 
in a little time the. Works of St. Ambroſe. One 
may ſay further, to their Commendation, that 
there is not any Religious Houſe where Idleneſs 
is more ftriftly avoided than in this. 

We muſt know, that this Abby hath been in 
former times. often Ruin'd, at the Incurfions of 
Foreigners; it then ſtanding out of the Town. 
The Normens and the Danes have Pillaged and 
Burnt it three or four times, and it hath ſtood 
_ out ſome Sieges like. a Fortified Town. It was 
at that time encloſed about with deep Ditches 
and ſtrong Walls, which from one ſpace to ano» 
ther were defended with round Towers, moſt of 
which, of later time, have been pulled down 
fo build the Houſes ronnd about it ; and there 
remain but two which are at the Gate, on that 
fide next the KRilt St. Benoift. 

In regard it is difficult to obſerve the coorſe 
of the Streets in St. Germeins Quarter, as we 
have done in other parts of the town ; becauſe 
things are not here in a Row as elſewhere * We 
ſhall therefore ſpeak of the obſervable places 
rverally, endeavouring, however, as near "0X 
cahi, to deſcribe them tothe Curious in the 2B 
courſe, and-thereby to ipare their pains as: 
as may be. ' | | FF: 
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The Palace of ORLEANS, 


Therwiſe call'd The Palace of Luxembourg, 
| becauſe it ftands in the ſame place where 
formerly ſtood a X#itel of that name. | 
_ Of all the Houſes in. Paris, and even in the 
whole Kingdom ; there is none more regular, 
better deſign'd for Architefture, or more mag- 
nificent than this Palace. Mary de Medici, Wi- 
dow of Henry TV. cauſed itto be built; and for 
that purpoſe made uſe of the ableft Artift.of 
hertime, named Facques de Broſſe, the ſame per- 
fon who deſigned the Portal of St. Gervais, of 
which 1 have already ſpoken. That great 
Queen ſpared no Coſts to leave Pofterity a Mo- 
nument of her magnificence. All. Foreign Tra- 
vellers do agree, that in all aly, there is no- 
thing to be ſeen, where Art hath been obſerved 
with more exa{tneſs, and where more Grandeur 
and Majefty appears, than in this building. It is 
compoſed of a great Square Court, at the fur- 
ther-end of which is the main Body of the Build- 
ing, accompanied at the ends with four Pavilli- 
ons, and in the middle the Avant-corps, which 
makes a fifth, ſet off with Pillars. On each fide 
ef the foreſaid Court are two long Galleries a 
little lower than the reft of the Building, each 
ſupported with 9 Arches, under which one may 
walk dry round about the Court. The Tront of 
all this Palace. is after the manner of an open' 
Gallery, with a kind of Dome in the middle 
ſupported with Pillars, under which is the great 

Door 
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Door butting upon the Rue de Tournon ; at the 
upper part of which Street this Palace is ſitua- 
ted, which adds much to the beauty of its A4ve- 
nu'. Ateach end of the Galleries, and alſo of the 
two Tarrafſes, which run along the fore-part of 
the Court, arc two other great Pavillions, which 
ſtand in the ſame Line with the Face of the Build- 
ing. The Architefure of this Palace conſifts 
of Pilaſters, except about the great Portal, 
and on the Garden fide before a little Dome, 
which ſerves for a Chapel, where are 'ſome 
Pillars which ftand off from the Work. The 
Orders obſeryed in this Work are the Tuſ- 
can, and the Dorick, with an Attique above ; 
and on the Garden fide over the Tuſcan and 
Dorick, is an Tonick, which makes a third Or- 
der compleat, with Baluftrades round about the 
top ; as alſo Frontons and Faces, on which are 
great Statues in cumbent poſtures, ſupporting 
Crowns. This excellent Archite&ure is till 
more beautiful, by reaſon of the Boſſage that 
runs all over the Work, no other Ornaments 
being neceſſary, All that you ſee here is ac- 
cording to the plain and true Rules of Art, which 
is the caufe that all thoſe who are any thing 
knowing in Architefture, take more delight in 
conſidering this Palace, and obſerve more beau- 
tics in it, than thoſe who regard only the things 
without knowing the true yalue. This Palace is 
at preſent inhabited by two illuſtrious Princeſſes, 
Daughters of the late Duke of Orleaps, only 
Brother of Lewss the XIII. On the teft hand as 
you come in are the Apartments of Mademoiſel - 
d Orleans, and on the right thoſe of Madam the 
Dutcheſs of Guiſe, her Siſter. In the firſt men- 


tioned are ſeveral excellent Piafors, and vary 
ric 
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rich Furniture ; in the laft among other things, 
you ought to ſee the Gallery painted by thz 
Famous Anbers of Antwerp, who. was invited from 
Flanders on purpofe to paint it. Thefe Paint- 
ings are great Piftures on the Pannets between 
the Diviſions, in which are repreſented the prin- 
cipal ations of Zenry the IV his Life, more cſpe- 
Cally thoſe in which Mary of Medici had any 
concern, No Man can defire to ſee any thing 
more exattly defigned or better perform'd : but 
that which is mott to be admired is the excellent 
Colouring which this famous Mafter uſed in his 
Works, in which thing he furpaſt all others. 
Often do the Young Painters come and ftudy in 
this Gallery, and .in regard it is all throughout of 
his manner, they may caſily here learn the Ideas 
of Excellent Peinture. The Garden was formerly 
very beautiful, and full of little Groves and co- 
ver'd Walks ; but ſeveral hard Winters having 
killed many of the Trees, it hath been thought 
ry to cut up the reft to make room for 
others, 'which they have already begun to plant ; 
at the end ofthe great Walk, before the Parterre, 
they deſigned to make a Fountain ; fo munch 
of it as isalready made, isof a very good kind 
of Apchitefture. It is a kind of Niche, adorn'd 
in the fore-part with four great Tuſcan Pillars, 
charg'd with Congelations, on which are Sea- 
Gods holding Vaſes,” with a great Cartouche, in 
which are the Armes of France, and thoſe of Me- 
dics impaled. 

There is nothing more, very remarkable, un, 
lek it be the Baluftrade of white Marble in the 
forepart of the Tarrafſes, which incloſe the 
Parterre ; but it is not yet finiſht. From hence 
you ought to go and viſit | ,

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The Hotel de CONDE.

more magnificent or more numerous. There 


. are Piftures done by all the excellent Mafters, 


extraordinary Tapiftries, which did formerly 
belong to the iHuftrious Honſe of AMontmorency, 
and Jewels fairer than in any Houſe of Europe. 
Here isalſfo a Library very numerous, in which 


Fou may meer” with fome very corwous Books 


and Writings extream rare. But that which 


you onght moſt to endeavonr to fee is the Gar- 


den, which in a ſpace of Ground ſtaall enough, 
ſhews all the beauties and fingularities which 
Art and Nature jayned together can produce. 


There are here certain Rooms or Arbours, ma

"1 Monaftery was Founded about the 
1 beginning of the laſt Age, by the Libe- 
ratities of certain Burgeſſes of Pars ; who be- 
ſtowed a ſmall Houſe, Situated in this place, 
on the Carmelite Friers, who came from Spain, 
and brought into France the Reform which St. 
Tereſa had made in the Order of Mount Car. 
mel. In the Year 1613 they began the Foun- 
dation; and Mary de Medicss laid the firſt 
Stone of their Church, as we may perceive by

Chancellor Seguier declared himſelf their Pro- 
teftor, and, became a great Benefator ; among 
other things he gave them wherewithal to build 
their great Altar ; which is of a very handſome 
deſign, adorned with Corinthian Pillars of black 
Marble,, and ſeveral Figures repreſenting the 
principal Saints of this Order. All the Church 
is of the. Tuſcan order | of building,; yet, . in, 
truth, it is none of the, moſt regular. In the 
middle there is a Dome, painted in the top 
by a Chanon-of the Church of Zeige, named 
Bertolet, who was no bad Painter, as one may well 
judge by this Work ; which repreſents the Aſ- 
ſumption of El:as, in a Chariot of Fire, and 
his Mantle. falling on his Diſciple Eliſha, who 
receives it with open Arms. | 

There are in this Church two Chapels that 
deſerve a particular conſideration. The firſt of 
which is on the left hand, under the Dome, 
and Dedicated to the Holy Virgin; in which 
there is a Statue of white Marble, the fine& 
that can be ſeen: It was made at Rome, by a 
Diſciple of the Famous Cavalier Bernin, and coſt 


a great expence to bring it from thence. It is 
| not 


| 
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not eafie ever to-meet with a better figure thart 
this. It repreſents the Holy Virgin fitting 
and holding her Infant on her Knee, who 
ſmiles and extends his little Arms to embrace 
her. All that one'can wiſh to ſee in a compleat 
and finiſht Statue, is to be found in this ; and all 
Men ought to conhider it as the beſt Piece in the 
Kingdefn. The Niche in which it ftands over 
the Altar is of the Defign of Cavalier Bernin, it 
is adorn'd with four Corinthian Pillars of a 
vein'd Marbte. "Fhe other Chapet is over againſt 
this, and dedicated to St. Tereſa, as appears 
by the Piftare in the middle. This Chapel is 
adorn'd with Marble Pillars, of a' compoſite 
Order, but very fingular, with Feftons on the 
Freefe ; but this is the Architefts own fancy, and 
there are but few examples of ſuch Work. How- 
ever the whole is very handſom and pleaſi 
to the view. The Baltftrades of theſe two Al- 
fars, *anfl (that atfo of the- great Altar which 
ftands between *em, are of a choice ſort of 
Marbfe.” The reft of the Church hath nothing 
at all extraordinary, nnlefs it be the white 
painting, with which it is all over painted, 
which has a Glofs, and fhines like Marble. Tt: 
15 fgid that theſe Fathers have - @ Secret to make 
it thus, anti that they are not willing! to difcover 
the. myſtery to any. | 

In the inner part of the Houſe there is no- 
thing remarkable but the Library, which tho” it 
be bur little, and the number of Books very ſmall, 
yet it ought to be ſeen if it were only for the' 
deticate profpett which it hath over tle Neigh- 
bouring Fields. Theſe Pathers have the hand- 
fomeft Gardens and the beft kept in all Pars, 
which is not to their finall advantage, for in re-

The Fortreſs where] the Academifts of M. Ber- 
mirdy exerciſe is not far off, It ſtands near the 
Walls of the Palazs d} Orieens, incloſed ina little 
piece of Ground, anil ſerves for this uſe only. 
Here they make thejr attaques as regular, as 
if at the taking ofa place of the greateſt impor-

In the Aut Cafetre near the Carmes of which. I 
have been ſpeaking,| is, The Adonaficry of the 
Nuns of the Holy Sacraments, who owe their 
Foundation to the |izte Dutcheſs of Grikeans, 
Second Wife of Monfreur Gefton of France, Dulic 
of Orleans, 5an of Alerry the FV. and Brother of 
Zewis the XIH.

HE Church of theſe Fathers is bat ſmall, 

but in recompence of that, it is one of the 
handſomeft and beft deſigned for Architeture 
in Parss, Tt is ſaid that one of the Fathers of 
this Society named Father Marlange, drew the 
deſign, and having well obſerved the faults of 
that in. the Ru# Sr. Antbonic, of Father de Rant's 
deſigning, he alter'd many things. This Fa- 
ther being conſulted with about the work of this 
Church, would not meddle till the General had 
given him permiſhon to do what he thought 
proper, without being obliged to obſerve the 
orders of any one whatſoever of the Society. 
After this he undertook the building, which 1s 
not ſo big as the other, but it infinitely fur- 
| —_ it in Regularity. The Portal is of Pila- 
ers of the Dorick Order, and over them the 
Jonick Order. The infide is alſo of Dorick Pi- 
lafters ſupporting a Corniſh, between the Tr:g- 
lifes, of which are ſeveral Ornaments repre- 
ſenting the Inftruments of our Lord's Paſſion. 
The great Altar is but very plain of Joyners 
Work, adorn'd with two Corinthian Pillars. 
But that which ſets off this Altar infinitely be- 
yond the faireſt of the Kingdom, is the great 
Picture which you ſee there of the famous Pouſſin, 
one of the beft which that atfle Maſter ever did. 
All the Curious eſteem this piece extreamly, 
and look upon it as the beſt in France for ex- 
attneſs of deſign; Notwithſtanding the _—_ 
0 
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of ſome Criticks, who ſay the Ear of St. Francis 
Xxvier, who is here repreſente& on his Knees, 
working a Miracle, is bigger than it ought 
to be. | 
After you havs ſeen the Church, you ought 
to ask to ſee the Chapel of the Congregation, 
which lies on the left Hand of the Door, as you 
come in. It is adorn'd with a gilt Wainſcot, 
and Piftures from ſpace to ſpace; and in the 
Ceeling a Plafon well Painted. On the Feſtivals 
the Altar is adofned with a rich Furniture of 
Silver, which the Members of this Society have 

iVen. 

The whole Houſe is very Commodious, tho! it 
be of no great extent, by reaſon it is all encloſed 
by four Streets on every fide. The following 
Inſcription is cut bn the firſt Stone of the Church, 
which was laid by the late Duke of Yernexil.

The Seminary Houfe of St. Sulpitizs is near 


the Church ;| the yoo and ſpacious, 


and was raiſed at the ex s of Mouſicur de 
Bretonuilliers,who alſo hath furniſhed it at his own 
Coſts. Obſerve here, ſpecially the Chapel, the 
Plafon of which was Painted by M. Je Brun, in 
which he hath re the Aſſumption :; This 
is one of the fincft things that he ever did. 

St. Germain's Fair is kept near St. Sujpice at 
the end of the Rue de Tournon ; it begins at the 
Feaſt of the Purification, 2 Feb, and lafts to the 
firſt Day of Lent, nay it continues often to 
Eaſier. The place is not extraordinary; it 
is compoſed of ſeveral cover'd Walks, diſpoſed 
in a. ſquare form, and croſſing one another. Here 
the Shop-keepers and Merchants keep their Sta- 
tions, and ſell here generally all kind of Mer- 
chandize whatſoever. Tradeſmen are privi- 
ledged to come to this Fair from all parts. There 
are ſome Shops here full of very rich Commo- 
dities and very curious things. And in that of 
M- #Herot, you may meet with ſome Piftures of 
very great price. 

Monfleur |the Abbot Bourdelor dwells in the 
Rus de Tournon, whoſe profound Learning has 
gain'd him |mighty reputation. Every Wed- 
neſday he holds Conferences in his Houſe, 
_ the prihcipal Diſcourſes are in the Phy- 
ficks. 
Inthe Rue Gerance behind St, Sulpice, is the 
Hitel de Lepn, belonging to the Marqueſs of 
Sourdiac, who built it after the Deſigns of the 
Sieur Kobelini ; but it being -unfiniſhed, we ſee 
but a ſmall part of thoſe Beauties, which would

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have appear'd in caſe the Work had been cons

From hence we go to the Premontreq, whoſe 
Houſe ftands in X place as you-enter into 
the Raz de Seve, meeting of Six Streets.

In the ſame Street alſo is the Hoſpital call'd 
£es Incurables, the lower Rooms of which Hoſpi= 
ral are curiouſly yaulted, and the Diſeaſed peo- 
ple lookt after very carefully. The Church 
hath nothing in it extraordinary. It is con- 
terived in the, middte of the Apartments, equal- 
by diſtant from the Mien and Women. They re- 
ceive none into this Honſe, but ſuch as are af 
flit=d with incurable Diſcaſes. 

From the Rus & Seve you paſs into the Rue de 
Grenelle, which _ at the Carrefour or vpen

In the Petite Rue Guillaume, ſtands a large

there were no cofts ſpared in the building ; but 
that which gives it the beſt Ornament is the

His Hoſpital is ſituated in the outermoſt 
part of the Town, in which the Curious 
muſt not expe to find any pleaſing Sights ; but 
. Poor Sick People, whoare ſerved very neatly by 
the Brothers of the Order of St. Fobs of God, who 
mind no other buſineſs but to aſſiſt and comfort 
.theſ>s poor People, and to procure for them 
freely all ſuch things as they need. Here are 
three or four great Rooms full of Beds on each 
fide. In their Church you may ſee the Tomb 
of P. Bernard, who dyed in the Reputation of 
Sanity, his Statue here repreſents him to the

EFe- 
fides theſe there are four other Agates graved 
hollow repreſenting the Hiftory of the Triumvi- 
rate, the Heads of Ceſar, Mark Anthony, and 
Lepidus, are upon the three principal, and that of 
Cleopatra on the other. On a green Oriental 
Jaſper of an Oval Figure which is placed in the 
middle, is repreſented a Pillar, at the Foot of

| execrata, in regard the Senate and M. 
Anthony cauſed it to be raiſed to the me- 
mory of Fulizs Ceſar, and that all the Sould:ers 
might come hefore this Pillar, and here ſwear 
to Revenge the death of that great Emperor.

oriental; a great Violet-colour Ruby of 28. 
grains ; an Opal of the Eaſt in the form of a little 
Lion ; three great Boxes full of Stones graved of 
the antique, fome hollow'd, and ſome in relief ; 
ſeveral rare Shells of ftrange faſhions ; a Suit of 
one hundred Imperial Medals of Silver, and one 
hundred others of Greek and Roman, the beft 
choſen of Padonan. | 

Asthere want no Rarities in this rich Cabi- 
net, you may ſee here alſo ſeveral Perſian and 
Turkiſh Armes, as Cimeters, Daggers, and 
Knives of Damask't Steel, whoſe hilts and handles 
are of Stone inlaid with Gold, and enricht with 
Jewels. There are alſo Japan Works, and the 
+ beft ſort of Porcelains ; curious Books ; ſome pie- 

ces of _ wrought in Sculpture, with a good 
quantity of Roſary-Beads of Agate ; and a thou- 
ſand other things of ſuch fort, which would re- 
quire a long deſcription, if we ſhould mention 
all in particular. 

All that you ſee in this Cabinet is of unuſual 
Beauty, the Collefion having been made by one 
who was perfe@ly knowing in theſe matters, and 
who ſpared no Coſts to attain the thing which 
pleaſed him. On this account you will find in 
this Houſe ſufficient to ſatisfie any Mans Curio- 
fity. And the Civility with which they are 
ſhewn gives no leſs ſatisfa&ion to the Beholders, 
than the Rarities themſelves occaſion Admira« 
tion. 

m_—_ this on the fame ſide of the way in the 
Rie de T Univerſne, ftands the Hel Tambon- 
zczu, perfetly well built, and deſigned by the 
Steur i Fean. wy 
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The reft of this Street, deſerves not much 
pains to examine it, tho' there be ſeveral good 
Capacious Houſes in it, among, others that of 
Monfieur the Grand Provoſt. . + 

Alſo the Sieur LZogeos otherwiſe catPd'the Mar- 
queſs of imbercour, one of the Farmers General 
of the five great Farms, hath built here a great 
and convenient Houſe, which witl coft him a- 
_ 24000. Crowns before it be quite fi- 

ifh'd. 
You-muſft not negle& to viſit M. Pelitot, over 
againſt the Hire] Tambonneau ; he isone of the 

left Enamellers in Europe, and makes thoſe 
curious Pittures in Enamel, Which are ſet about 
with Diamonds, and preſented to Embafſadors.; 
and ſometimes they are ſet in Bracelets, being 
commonly no bigger than a Shilling, and often 
much1eſs : One may confidently affirm that no 
Man did ever better underftand this Art, nor 
has made his Piftures more like. 

At the end; of this Street in a Houſe near 
the Ate} de les Mouſquetazrs, you may ſee a 
Burning Glaſs which does wondrous things 
when expoſed to the Sun, ſo faras todifſolve 
the hardeſt and the moſt incombuftible Bodies 
that are. Tt is greater than any we —— 
ſeen ; and the Foot on which it ftands is no leſs fin- 
Eular, it being alſo of Steel, and wronght with 
much Art and Patience. 
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The Little AUGUSTINS. 


HE Convent of theſe Fathers is in the 

Street which bears their Name, leads 
from the Ke. Columbier to the Edge of the 
Seine, Their Houſe hath nothing extraordi» 
nary no more than their Church. The great 
Altar is of Joyners Work, well enough wrought, 
Marble Painted, and adorn'd with Ctatifes of 
great eſteem, eſpetially that of the Dying Fi- 
gure. Theyare made, Clay baked, by one call'd 
Biardeau of Anjou, and ſo are all the reſt, which 
are ofa very good manner. M. Yarieſteem'd 
the Head of this dying Figure worth: its weight 
in Gold. Margaret of Yalow, Wife of Henry 
IV. and Sifter of #enry IH. was one of their 
principal Benefaftors, and by her Teftament 
left them part of her Plate, which they uſe in 
adorning their Altar with that rich Furniture, 
which : Sn expoſe on Feſtival Days.. This 
Queen built entirely of her own Coft the Cha- 
pel cn the right hand of the great Altar, which 
iS in manner of a Dome, and the firft which has 
been raiſed at Pars of this fort. The follow-

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the barefooted Fathers of Saint Auguſtine's Ordey,

One. may perceive by this: Inſcription that 
theſe Fathers were formerly , more auftere than 
they are at preſent, in regard they were then De. 
ch4ufſex or barefooted. That Queen built this 
Monaſtery in favour of her Confeflor who was of 
this Order ; his name was Francis Amet, Origina- 
ry of the Town of Montargy. You ought to- 
ſee their Library, which is very neat. Among 
theſe Fathers is Father Lubin, who is efteem'd 
one of the moſt ſkilful Geographers that we 
hive. This is he who. Tranſlated the: Relation 
of Lapland, 'which is fold at the Widow Yarenne's 
at the Palass. 

In the Rue de Seine, behind the Colledge of the 
four Nations, is the Hire! de Li 99/51, here 
which was formerly known by the name of 77'- 
zl de Liancourt, whoſe building is very regular, 
and of a beautiful Ordinance. Here were for-- 
merly. very excellent Piftures, but they have 
been difperſed fince the Death of rhe Duke- of 
Liancourt who made the Colleftion. 

Parallel to this Street lies the Rue 2MMazarin, fo 
calf'd, fince the building of the Colledge of the 
four Nations which takes -up part of the Street, 
of which Coljedge Cardinal Mazurin was the 
Founder. Tn the middle of this Street is the 
Theater of French Comedies over againſt the end 
of the Rae Guenegaud ; this is the only place 
where at. preſent they a& French Plays. Former- 
ly there were three places in Pars, where you 
had.ſuch Spettacles, at the Palaws Royal, at the 
Marau gu Temple, and at the Hotel de Bourgogne ; 
bat fince' the Invention: of Opera's, theſe things 

Ve 
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have been changed, and theſe here are the only 
Company of French Comedians that remain at 


-preſent. They often Aft here new Pieces that 


are very pleaſant, but are not of equal Beauty 
with thoſe of M. Corneilie, nor of M. Kecine for 
ſerious Matters, no more than they are equal 
to thoſe of the famous Afokiere for Comick. 
All Strangers agree however that the French 
Scene is the handſomeſt and moſt magnificent of 
Europe, as well for the decoration of the Thea- 
ter, as for the Beauty of the Pieces there repre- 
ſented ; the Camedians moreover ſpare no Cofts 


toſatisfie the SpeRtators 2 the richneſs of their 


habits. There are ſome among them who com- 
poſe Plays themſelves, which makes them 'more 
expert, and enables them more thorowly to 
_ the Charatter which they repre- 
ent. 

From the Kut 2Mazarin you may. turn into the 
Rue de Guenegaud, in which dwells Monheur the 
Abbot de Iz Roque, Anthor of the Fournal des 
Sgavens, which he publiſhes every Fifteen days : 
The Curious receive this piece with extream 
ſatisfation, fince he ſhews ſo great careto en- 
rich it with all the fine things he can colleft. M. 
Me Salo, Counſellor in the Parliament, was the 
firſt who began this Journal in the Year 1665. 
and gave the Idea to Strangers, who found the 
invention fo profitable and ſo pleaſant, that 
they have imitated the ſame thing in divers 
parts of Ewope. M. the Abbot Galfow continued 
the Journal-for ſome years after, from 1665. to 
4674. at which time M. the Abbot de la Roque 
undertook the Work, in which he hath always 
labour'd fince then, with ſuch ſucceſs as has ao- 
quired him a very great Reputation —W 

orld. 
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World. He holds at his Houſe every Thurſday 
Conferences, at which many Learned Perſons 
meet, and propoſe to him the Diſcoveries they 
have made in the Arts and Sciences. 

From this Street you go upon the Key of the 
Augnſiines, which begins at the Pont Safnt Mi- 
chael, and runsall along the River as far as the 
Pont-Neuf.

The Convent of the Grand Avgulſtines. 


H E Houſe of theſe Fathers is of no greater 
_ L- Antiquity than that of the other Mend:- 
cants, of which I have already ſpoken. Hiſfto- 
rians ſay, that they came to Pars about the Year 
1270. and that they were then calld the Zermites 
of St. Auguſtine, Their firft Habitation was near 
the Gate of Mon-marire, in the Street calld 
' Kine des Vieux Altiguſtines, which ſtill keeps that 
name , and while they dwelt in that Quarter 
they made uſe of the Church of St. Mary Zzyprian, 
which is ſtill remaining. They changed their 
abode ſome years after, and came into the Re 
des Bernardins, where there is at preſerit St Nt 
las du Chardonnet: but finding that place no more 
Commodious than the former, they ſhifted once 
again, and came atlaft to this place, intending 
to aiſociate with the Penitents called Sachers, 
who were apparel'd in a kind of Sackcloth, and 
were placed by <t. Lew on the Bank of the Seine, 
in the ſame place where the Convent ftands at 
this day. This habitation the Sacbers left en- 
tirely to them, and became themſelyes diſperſed 
into 
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into divers places. The Church belonging to, 

theſe Fathers not built till the time of Charles 

the Eifth, called the Wiſe, as one may obſerve 

fromthe Inſcription placed at the Foot of his Sta- 

tue; placed at the entrance of the great Door on

"at the Zowvre, according to the Original, in the 
Languege of the time; which he hath illufira- 
ted with mary curious Remarks: That learned 
Manis buried! with his Wife in alittle low Cha- 
pel-behind'the Altar belonging to the Knights 
of the Holy Ghoft, and one cannot ſee his Tomb 
unleſs the Sacriftan open the Door of the place 
in. which it is, it not appearing outwards.

In their Cloifter is a Statue of St. Francis 
Enecling, it repreſents him in the poſture he 
might be in when he received the Stigmate.

The Afﬀemblies of the Clergy are uſually held 
in this Convent, of which we have ſeen ſome 
theſe laſt years.

HE ſtood formerly the old Gate call'd Porte 
' | 4e Neſte, with a very high Tower, which 
Aid much incommoade this Quarter. The Heirs 
of Cardinal 2azarin, who by his Teſtament ap- 
pointed the Foundation of this Colledge, bought 
this place for that purpoſe, and cauſed thoſe 

Buildings 
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Buildings to be pull'd down, which obftruted 
the form of that Plan which the Cardinal himſelf 
had drawn» out. The: Key, which was broken 
off in this place, was continued as far as the Pont- 
Rouge,and at; laft they raiſed the — in ſuch 
manner as we now ſee them, . ofa mott curious 
Ordinance without. They conſiſt of two great 
Pavillions, ſquare and very high, adorn'd with 
Corinthian Pilafters, which ſtanding in a Demi- 
Circle, encloſe a ſmall Place or open Court ; at 
the further part of which is. the Portal of the 
Chapel raiſed upon ſome ſteps, and adorn'd with 
fix Corinthian Pillars, which make a kind of 
Portico. Over all the Work, which ftands ſome- 
thing higher than the Wings, are placed twelve 
Statues, repreſenting the four Evangeclifts, the. 
Fathers of the Greek Church, and the Fathers of 
the Latin Church ; theſe ſerve for an Ornament 
tothe Dome which riſes above them, and is en- 
rich'd without with all the Crnaments one can 
deſire, as:gildings upon the Lead in manner of 
Feſtoons, and Fe:illages over the Slates, which 
are cut and placed like the Scales of Fiſhes. The 
infide of the Church is not in the ſplendor at pre- 
ſent which it is like to have in time. And the 
Tamb of Cardinal Mazarin, which is to be 
placed here, is not yet. begun. On the Friſe 
over the Portal you. may read this Inſcription :

The inner part of this Colledge is rery ſpa- 
cious; it is compoſed of two Courts, the fr 
of which and alfa the leaft, is adorn'd with two 
Portico's, one of which leads ta the Church, in 
the other is the Stair-caſe that goes up tothe 
Apartments of the foremoſt buildings. The other 
Court is very great and all the buildings run 
along one fjde only, in which are convenient 
Lodgings for a very great number of People, 
The Schools are below” in the Ground Rooms, 
Ievel with the Court. But theſe things ought 
not to detain you long, you ought to fee the 
Library which yo 1 of Thirty five thau- 
fant Volumes, colletted together by Cardinal 
Mazarin, with great Care and Charges. They 

are placed in excellent order, and the Preffes a 

wrought of Wainſcot adorn'd with Pillars a 
Sculpture. This Library is of great length, 
and it takes up one of the Pa villions that runs ont 
upon the Key. Monfieur de la Porric one of the 
moſt intelligent men of the Kingdom .in Bapks, 
hath the care of this Library, andfhews it to the 
Curious very obligingly. It is ſaid that it will be 
made publick,and that people will have allowance 
to ſtudy there on certain days every Week, as 
is done in that of St. Yitor's, but no body knows 
mhen this will be. The Revenue which is ap- 
pro- 
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propriated for the maintenance of thisColledge is 
conliderable ; For befide the Abby of St. Michael 
en Herme, which is of a. great Rent; there are 
feveral Houſes in the Kne Mazarin, from which 
ariſes a very great Summ of Money. The De-- 
fign of Cardinal Mazarin was ta entertain here 
theGentlemen of thoſe four ſeveral Nations, whoſe 
Country hath been fo long time the Theater of 
War, and that they might be here Inftrufted in: 
all thoſe Exerciſes that are proper for Perſons 
of Quality. Here are to be Sixty in all; Fifteen 
from the parts about Pignerol, for Italy ; as many 
out of Alſatia for Germany ; Twenty out of the 
Catholick Low Countrys ; and Ten from Rouſ- 
fillon ; that ſo theſe people being acquainted 
with the French manners, may have an affetian 
for that Nation from whom they have received 
fuch Benefits. The Doctors of the Sorbozne are 
to have the Government of the Colledge, and to 
teach here Humanity.Here 1s alſo to be taught ths 
i py omg Horſe, and there is already a 
place ſet out for a Manege ( or Rideing School. ) 
They are alſo to he taught ta Dance, to handle 
their Armes, to Vault ; the Mathematicks, and 


+ all belles Lettres, (or Polite S_—_., And theſe

Gentlemen have all this and all ſort of Enter- 
tainment gratis, without coſting them one Far- 
thing, which makes this Foundation efteem'd. a8 
her pap and moſt uſeful that could be in- 
vented.

to the preſent Reign, in miniature, In-the 
Garden are ſome very good Statues, two Gladia- 
tors, colour'd like Braſs, the Yenus Medici, 
and a young Bacchus of the ſame kind, with ſome.

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The laft houſe that you. ſee in this Row, on 
the ſide of the River, is the H6te! de Mwilly 
now building.

Reine; the two moſt beautiful Walks of Paprs. 
The Cours de lg Reine, is on the other ſide of 
the River, at the end of the Tuillerjes ; it was 
planted with four rows of Trees, as we ſee it, by 
the care of Mary of Medicis,who gave the publick 
this agreeable Walk: The Marechal de Baſſompierre 
has. been at the charge to encloſe it on that. ſide 
next the River,all along with a Wall of Freeftane. 
Ks inlength a Roman. Stadium, and at. eacl 
end hatha Door of Iron, ſapported with certain 
Stone Works of a Ruftick Order, which make 2 
very handſom effeA. This Walk is the pleaſanter 
m regard it - is upon the Banks of the River, 
from whence it bath ſuch a freſh Air, as in Sum- 
mer draws hither all the Gentry, and perſons of .

The Chisrch of Notte-Dame. 


Ais Church is the Cathedral of Paris, and 

* the Seat of an Arch-Biſhoprick, which was 
ereQed in the Pontificate of Pope Urban the VIII. 
in the Year 1622. It was before that only a 
Biſhoprick, but that very ancient ; fince St. Deny 
who lived but a little time after the Apoſtles, 
was the Founder. This Church, in the firſt Ca- 
tholick Ages, was call'd by the Chriſtians of thoſe 
times, by the name of that Saint its Founder ; 
but it being rebuilt in the Reign of Childebert, 
eldeft Son of Clovs, about the year 522. it was 
then dedicated to the Holy Virgin, whoſe name 
it has ever fince retain'd. King Robert one of 
the moſt pions-and wiſeft Princes that France 
ever had, perceiving the antient Building not 
to have all that Beauty and Magnificence, which 
it might have ; begun another, but the deſign 
being a vaſt undertaking, 'it was not brought 
£0 10n til many Years after. Henry the 
Firft his Son, Philip the Firſt, Zewzs the Gro, 
Zzws the Young, and Philip Auguſtus his Succe(- 
fors, did all aſift inthe Work, and it was finiſht 
under the glorious Reign of the laſt, as we may 
preſume, becauſe he is the laſt of thoſe 24. 
whoſe Statues are ſet up on the great Frontiſ-

s The Stru{ture of this Church is of the Gorkick 
Aamagner, but the handſomeft and beſt perform'd - 
in France, It is very remar'able for its Gran- 
geur and Solidity. The Vaults are yery _ 
raliead, 
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Taiſed, and: contain 17. Toiſes ( a Toife is ſix 
Foot)in height, the breadth is 24. and the length 
'65. The 2: great ſquate Towers in the Front, 
are-34 Toiſes high, fat on the top,. fo that from 
this place-one may ealily and conveniently dif. 
Tover all Pars. The Bells that hang in the 
Towers are very fair ones, the biggett of them 
was caft but a while ago, for which purpoſe the 
Chapter hath been at a very conſiderable ex- 
gen and yet it hath no very pleaſing Sound. 
All the Body of the Church is cover'd with Lead, 
and it is eafte to judge what a prodigious 
quantity there goes tocover ſo great a Roof. 

As for the infxde of the Church, the Curious 
who are Loyers of Painting, will here find ſuffi- 
cient ſatisfadtion in viewing thoſe great Piftures 
which all the Pillars are adorn'd with.

Here 
are two of M. Le Brun's hand, one repreſenting 
the Crucifying of St. Peter, the other the Mare 
tyrdom of St. Steven. Here is atfo one piece of 
le Sueur's, repreſenting St. Paul in the midſt of 
A -Publick Aﬀembly, caſting into a Fire the 
Books of Magick, before the Gate of the Temple, 
whoſe Portico is ſupported with Pillars : This 
Pifture ought to be efteem'd as one of the 
choiceſt that can be ſeen , it being of the beſt 
manner of that excellent Mafter, who in the 
Judgment of ſome able Men, is efteern'd the Se- 
cond French Painter of this Age, and next to the 
- famous PouſSin, In former Years on every firſt 
day' of May, the Company of Goldſmiths did-uſe 
to preſent a Pitnre to this Church, for the ma-

He 
had a numerous Library, but gave it away to the 
Chapter about two years.ſtnce,on Condition that, 
it be publick, and that all forts of People may 
have liberty to come and ſtudy in it freely. It. is 
at preſent in a houſe in the Cleifter, behind the 
Draw-wells, - _ de =_ _ Church; and 
we may cre long ſee it conſiderably augmented, 
ſome other of the. Canons having promiſed te 
add their Fooks to it. 

It ought to be obſerved that the Canons of 
this Church riſe at midnight to go to. Marines, 
which they ftill ſay at that hour, according to the 
ancient uſage of the Church. There are ſome 

ancient 
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antient. Men among theſe hanons, who for 30. 
br 40. Years together, have not omittect. one 
fingle time : and this is almoft the only Church 
in the Kingdom, that hath Religiouſly .conti- 
med this pious Cuftom, tho' ſo painful an4 
troubleſom, eſpecially in Winter. The Ca- 
nons places are of no great Revenue, yet they 
are much efteem'd, becauſe they are yery honou- 
rable. 

On Feftival days you may fee here very rich 
Ornaments. Their Silver. Veſſels, , 'or Altar 
Plate, is of the beſt Workmanfhip. it confifts 
of fix great Candlefticks, and a Croſs made by 
Monſieur Baſlin. Over the Copper Pillars, be- 
hind the great Altar, is the Shrine of St. Marcel, 
one of the firft Biſhops of Paris. It is of Silver 
gilt, adorn'd with precious Stones, and Enamel 
of a delicate Colour. On Whit-ſunday they . ex= 
poſe here a Stit of Ornaments of Crimſon Sat- 
tin, Embroidered with Pearts, ſome of which are 
very large. This was the gift of Queen Jſzbel 
of Bavaria, Wife of Chantes VI. V hich Preſent 
he made in order to obtain of God her Husbands 
Cure, being afflited with a troubleſom Diftem- 
per. The fair Suit of Tapiftry, wh:ch they diſ- 

y here on the great Feſtivals, repreſenting 
the Life of the Holy Virgin ; is the gift of M. 
le Mafle Prior of Reches, Chanter of this C hurch, 
and Secretary to the Cardinal de Richelieu, the 
fame who gave his Library to the Sorbonne. 
The Statue which we ſee on a Pillar on the 1:| 
band of the yu Altar, repreſents Philip Augu-' 
ſts, whoſe Wife is interred here in the Quire ; 
as is alſo a on of ' Lew. the Groſs, who refuſed 
to be Biſhop of this Church, becauſe he woul' 
not by his own promotion; hinder that of the fi-' 
mous 
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mous Petey Lombard, who was choſen in his ſtead. 
The Tomb 6f Copper raiſed about one Foot from 
the Ground, near the Quire Door, belongs. ta 
a Biſhop of Pars, named Odo de Sulli, in whoſe 
Pontificate this Church was finiſh'd.; he lived-in: 
the Reign of Phalip Auguftus, and died in-the'year 
1208. ; | 
In the Chapels behind the Quire there are more 
Tombs, the moſt conſiderable of which are thoſe 
of the Houſe of Gondi, originally of /ra/y, who 
came into France with Cathartne-de Medic, the 
Cardinal de Retz, who died about: 3. years tince 
Abbot of St. Dens, and had been Arch-Biſhop of 
Pars, was the ſecond Cardinal of this. Family. 
The Chapel of the Virgin, which is on one fide 
of the Door that leads into the Quire, is adorn'd 


with many Silver Lamps, and abundance- of 


other curious Offerings that have been made 
here. Some years ago they placed before the 
great Altar, that huge Lampof Silver, given by 
the late” Queen-Mother, which weighs 120. 
Marks, (a Mark is $8 Ounces )) and isfix Foot in 
Diameter. This ChapeT of the Virgin; has beer 
ſometimes called the Sluggards Chapel, becauſe 
of the very late- Maſſes which were ſaid here for 
ſuch as lay long a bed : It was the only. place in 
Paris that enjoyed this priviledge, contrary to- 
the Cuftom of the paſt Ages, when it was.forbid 
to ſay Maſs after 10. a Clack, Over againſt 
this is the Statue of Philip de Yalojs, on Horlt- 
back Armed, and Capariſon'd as the-faſhion was 
in his time. He is repreſented in ſuch - manner, 
as when he came into this Church, to return his 
Thanks for a Battel gain'd over the Flemings 
near Caſſel; a Battle ſo 'Rleody that he faw 


22000. of his. Enemies dead'.upon: the. place.

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Near this is2 great  Pifture, repreſenting Lewss 

N1II. in his Royal Robes, kneeling at the Feet 
of Chrift taken down from the Croſs ; it is the 
Vow of that King made in a dangerous fit of Sick» 
neſs. TI ſhall ſay nothing of the ſeveral Chapety 
round-the Nave, all well Wainſcotted and Pain- 
ted ; nor of the Galleries over the ſides capable 
of holding a vaſt number of People ; for this 
would be to engage too far into particulars, I 
ſhall only ſay that Paulus Zmilivs, that famous 
Hiſtorian, is interr'd in this Church on the 
North fide, but the preciſe place isnot known.

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From'hence, you paſs before the Hitel-Dizy. 
This Hoſpital is the principal and greateft of all' 
Paris ; they receive here indifferently all poor 
Sick People, and you may ſometimes reckon 
here to the number of 4000. who ate all enter- 
tained and nouriſhed with exceeding. great Care, 
They are ſerved by Nuns of St Auguſtine's Order, 
whoſe Rule is the more fevere, in regard they 
are to ſpend their whole Life in this Exerciſe, 
which they could never undergo without admi- 
rable Virtue and Patience, by reaſon of all thoſe 
incommodities which they paſs through, ' near 
ſo many poor Sick Peopte, whoſe Miferies and 
Diſeaſes render them equally froward and inſup- 
portable. This Hoſpital hath yery great Re- 
venues, and they encreaſedaily more and more, 
by reaſon of the gifts that are continually given 
to it. The building is not handfom, nay it is 
very incommodious, becauſe it is ftraitned for 
Room; the Ground'on which it ftands being ſhut 
up on all fides. They have been therefore con- 
ſtrained to extend their buildings upon the very © 
River, and to crett a great Room upon a long: 
Vault, under which the Stream runs. Tho'there 
be here a very great number of Beds, they are 
not ſufficient for that greater quantity of Sick: 
which are brought hither every day ; and ſome- 
times they are conftrained to put 3. or 4. in the 
ſame: Bed. They have ſeveral and diftin&- 
Rooms, where they lodge thoſe who are afflifted 
with like Diftempers, that ſo the Diſeaſe may 
not ſpread. The Hall on that fide next the 
Perit-Pont, whoſe outſide is adorn'd with Figures, 
was built by Cardinal Anthony du Prat, Chancel- 
lorof Frente, andtLegate ofthe Holy See, about 
the Year 1535. It is thought that the firſt 
OY Foun 
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Foundation of this great Hoſpital was laid by St. 
LTandri, the 28th. Bilhop df Paris, who lived under 
Clovis the 24. in the Year 660. - In the firſt Ages 
of Chriſtianity, Biſhops were, by a laudible Cu- 
ftom, obliged to Nouriſh and Lodge the P6or, 
-as being the Diſpenſators and Truftees of the 
Poors i. tate. For this reaſon they built Hoſpitals 
near their Cathedral Churches, to the end hat 
ſo'they might be the principal Adminiſtrators 
themſelves ; as at this Day the Arch-Biſhop hath 
the-chiefdireion here, with the Primice Preſt 
dent, and the Procurer General ; the Canons 
of Niftre-Demie have the Direttion of the Spiri- 
tuals, -: \ 

_ St. Lewis, as Wiliam de Nanyis, who hath com- 
posd a Hiſtory of France much efteemed, tells 
a5; was a great Benefator tv this Hoſpital, ;and 
did iconfiderably augment. its\revenue.

Saint Magdelain. Some hold that this is one 
of the oldeſt in Paris, and that for this reaſon it 
is exempted from making Procefſions as others 
do. Here isa Fraternity that was formerly of 
fo great Reputation, that the greateft Lords 
entered themſelves of it, after the Examples of 
the King, anq1 the Princes of the Blood. The

Sr. Germainle Vieux, Whoſe great Altar is of 
' a-very handſom Wainſcot Work, adorned with 
Corinthian Pillars of black Marble, with a Þi- 
Qure repreſenting the Baptiſm of our Lord, 
Painted by Stelle, an excellent Maſter. This 
Church was formerly dedicated to St. Fobn 
Baptiſt, before they brought hither the Reliques 
of St. Germain, in the Reign of King Pepin, for 
fear they ſhould be plundercd by the Barbarians, 
if they remained in the Abby of his name, which 
at that time ftood without the Town. That 
King himſelf aſſiſting in carrying the Shrine upon 
his own Shoulders from the Abby to this place. 
Jn memory of the Miracle which then happened 
as they paſt by the little Chareler, he x1 to St. 
Germains the Eſtate at Palaiſeau, iix Leagues 
from Pars. 

Lower in the Street near the Palars,are the Bar- 
nabites. Theſe Religiouz have been in the Poſleſſi- 
on of this Priory, but fince the beginning of this 
Age before that time it belonged to the Order of 

:St. Benet, under the name of >t. Eloy. Andghe Re- 
vennes are re-united to the Arch-Biſhoprick. af 
Paris. Their Church is unfiniſht. The Houſe which 


they have eretedhere, about-four or five years |, 


fince. hath coft them more than 5cooo. Crowns; 
but it was a very necefſary building, for before 
that they had hardlyany Lodgings to lye in. 

St. Bartbolomew is-alfo over againſt the Palais, 
to which and toall this Quarter it belongs as the 
proper Pariſh Church. This was formerly alſo 
a Priory of the Order of St..Benet, dedicated og 
! Kee Gf 
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St..Magloire, but the Monks left it, to avoid the 
Tumult and Noiſe of the place, and removed 
to the Faux-bourg Seins Fafques, near the little 
Chapel of St. George, belonging to them at that 
time. This Tranſlation was made, as hath been 
already ſaid, in the Reigh of Zewx the Young, 
in'the Year 1138. This Henefice was fince re- 
united to the Arch-Biſhopyick, and the Church 
made Parochial, the Extent -of which Pariſh 
reaches to the Rie Sr. Deny, St. Tue St.Giles 
was once annext to this ; and we have known 2 
Curate who was poſſeft of both theſe Benefices, 
but they have been finde divided becauſe of the 
great diftance. 

The Church is obſcyre and ill built. The 

reat Altar is of Wainſqot Work, and of a hand- 
om deſign. There is| a Chapel on the right 
hand, in which you may ſee two Piftures of M. 
Herault's Work, one repreſents St. William, and 
the other St. Charles Bhromens. That over the 
Altar is of M. Loir's haſnd, and repreſents St. Ca» 
tharine kneeling, and peceiving on her Finger a 
Ring, which is put on|[by the Infant Feſus. The 
reft is not much remarkable. 

Miſfire Lews Servin, Advocate General in the 
Parliament of Pars, |is interr'd in St. Bartholo- 
mew's. He was a peiſon who had gain'd by his 
extraordinary Merit, the Reſpett and Love of 
all thoſe who knew hijn ; and his Reputation was 
ſo great — all Europe, that the moſt 
Famous Men of Leafning of his time, made it 
their glory to holq a Commerce by Letters 
with him, as we ſte in their Printed Works, 
where are ſome Letters of his, of wonderful 
Wit and Genius. His inviolable Fidelity for the 

Right ſide,gain'd hiqa the Confidence of &#enry TIT.

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who made [ru = 4 nreng trans oP ag ho 
diſmiſſion of Methre Faques Faye es, which 
ffice he perform'd Tn moſt exemplary Inte- 
grity, until the Year 1626. in which he died, 
as he was making an Oration to Jews XIII, 
then ſitting.on his Throne of Juftice in the Par- 
liament. The Univerfity, to whom he had 
done great Service, made him a ſolemn Fune- 
ral at the Azthurins, where his Elogium was pro. 
nounced in Zztin. Theſe two Verſes may ſerve 
for his Epitaph :

THE PALAIS. 


"W F 1 had obLged my ſelf in this ColleRtion, to 
ſpeak of the Antiquities . of thoſe things 
which I treat af in Pars, I ſhould have had 

eccaſion here to mention many particulars ; but 

after all -it had been only a repetition of what 
many- Authors have already ſaid. Thoſe who 
have the curioſity to be informed in theſe Aﬀairs, 
let them conſult du Tiler, Giles Corrozet, Father 
du Brenil, in his Theater of Antiquities at Pars, 
» du Cheſne in his Antiquities of Towns, and 
veral others who have writ on the French Hifto- 
-FY, 
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ry, I will only fay to the honour of thoſs who 
compoſe this great Body, that Pepin Father of 
Charlemagne did firft Inſtitute it ; and that it was 
ambulatory till the Reign of Philip the Fair, who, 
as Belforeſt reports, was the firft who made it 
Sedentary, in quitting his own proper Palace to 
the Officers of Juſtice. To make it the more 
ſpacious, he cauſed to be built the greateſt part 
of the Chambers, and the whole work was f- 
niſht in the year 1313. Notwithſtanding it is 
certain that there were in this place ſeveral great 
Buildings before that time, in regard ſeveral 
Kings made this place their uſual abode. Clovis 
himſelf kept his Court here ; but St. Zews 
dwelt here longer than any, for finding the 
Situation commodious in the middle of Parz, 
he made here ſeveral great Works, eſpecially the 
Holy Chapel, of which more by and by. 

The chief remarks in this great building is, 
firſt, the great Hall, admired by the Cavalier 
Bernin, as one of the handſomeſt things in France. 
It is built upon the ſame Plan, with another very 
old which was burnt down in the beginning of this 
Age, in which the Statues of all our Kings were 
placed round about the, Walls, as big as the Life. 
In this Hall the Kings did uſe toreceive Embaſſa- 
dors, and made publick Feafts on certain days in 
the year, and alſo here they celebrated the Nup- 
tials of the Sons and Daughters of France. At 
the Marriage of {ſabe] of France with Richard the 
Second, King of England,there was in this place ſo 
uu a Crond of People, that many perſons were 

fled. Charles the Sixth who Reign'd at that 
time, was himſelf in danger of his Life. 

This Hall is all Vantted with Freeftone, with

great Dillars, round which are ſeveral Shops 
emp < "Yo divers Tradeſmen ; the Dorick Or- 
der of Pilafters run round the Hall. At one end 
is.a Chapel where Mals is ſaid:every day ; the 
Procureurs ( or Attorneys ) to whom this Chapel 
belongs, have about a year ſince laid out 40000. 
Francsto beautifie it as we now ſee. 

Above this is the Clack, according to which 
the Hearings or Audiences in the ſeveral Courts 
are regulated. At the bottom of the Dial, you 
may read this neat Verſe made by M.de Montmort, 
* one of the French Academicians.

Allthe Members t great Court are” 
preſent, apparelled in Scarlet Robes on that day, 
and affift ata ſolemn Maſs in the great Hall. The 
Principal dents, calld Preſidens 4 mortier, 

are difting from the reft, byſtheir Ta:ings - 
ot Minever, or a. kind of ſpotted Fur. When 
H 3 theſe 
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theſe laſt go up to Offer, they make a kind of 
Reverence which was uſed in old time, and is 
never praiſed now adays but upon this occaſi- 
en. After the Maſs is ended, they go to hear 
the Speeches, which are uſually made by the 
frft Preſident, by the Procureur General, aud by 
the Advocates General, who are no leſs remark- 
able by their Eloquence, than by their Dignitiss..

The Sainte Chapel. 


Fall the Monuments of Diety which St. Lew- 

& raiſed, there is none more beautiful or 

more magnificent than this. Who making his uſu 
al aboad in this Palace, cauſed this Chapel to be 
exceed for. the conveniency of his own-Devotion. 
lathe ſame place where it now ftands there was 
formerly a ſmall Church Founded by King Hugh 
Caper, under the title of The Adoration of three 
Kzags, in» which Church Robert his Son did: infti- 
rute an Order of Knights, called Xnighrsof the 
Star.

the beginni ts Inftitution, an greateſt 
Lords aan. of the Collar. But in praceſs 
of time it became ſo vilified, that it came to. 
be confer'd un the Town Watch, who go about 
in the Night time to prevent diſorders, that 
I in the Streets from Thieves and 
. From whence it comes, that at this 

day, the Captain whe commands that Watch is 
called the Chevalzer du Guet ( the Knight of the 
Watch). This little Chapel remaind in ſuch 
Eſtate till the time of St, Lewis, who built the 
> Strutture 
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Structure which we now ſee, a building of ſur- 
prifing Delicacy. The Vaul are very high, 
and the Windows of it paſs: for the hantſomeſt 
that can be ſeen, by reaſon of their bigneſs and 
almeft infinite Variety of Colours, —_— 
ſome particular Hiſtory of the Old and New Te- 
ftaments, the Glaſs of which' is of ſuch thickneſs, 
that-it hath reſiſted the injuries of time down to 
this day. This beautiful W ork was but five years 
in doingand was finiſht in the year 1247. Ina lit- 
tle time after which,they brought hither the Re- 
liques which are kept here. Theſe were redeem'd 
by that holy King out of the hands of the Yeneri- 
| 875, to whom Baldwin Emperor of Conſtantinople, 
had engaged them for a very conſiderable Sunue 
ef Money, which they lent him to carry on his: 
War againſt the Bulgarians. This Redemption of 
theſe precious Pawns by St. Lewy, was not done 
without the Emperors knowledge and conſent 
to take them, upon paying to the Fenetians the 
Moneys for which they were engaged. They 
were as fellows, A great piece of Wood, part of 
the true Croſs ; our Lord's Crown: of Thorns, 
and certain drops of his precious Blood ; ſome 
of the Cloths which belonged to his Infancy ; 
another piece of the true Croſs, ſome Blood 
which bled Miraculouſly from an Image of our 
Lord ftruck by an Infidel ; one link of Iron, part 
of the Chain wherewith he was bound ; the 
Napkin or Towel with which he waſhed his A- 
poſtles Feet ; a piece of the Stone of his Sepul-- 
cher ; ſome of the Holy Virgins Milk ; the Iron 
head of the Lance that pierced eur Lord's fide ; 
the Purple Robe with which they Clothed him 
the Spunge which they uſed in giving him 
Vinegar: and. Gall to Drink ; a piece of the 

H 4 Shroud: 
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Shroud in which he was wrapped : Together with 
theſe things therFis kept in the fame Treaſury, 
a Croſs which our Anceftors uſed to carry with 
the Oriflame, which is at St. Deny, when they 


marched out to any Wars of Conſequence; which | 


Croſs was call'd on that account The Croſs of Tri- 
amph ; and many other things beſide, as Moſes's 
Rod ; the upper part of St. Fobn Baptiſt's 
Head : all which things zreencloſed in the great 
Shrine of Copper gilt, which you ſee raiſed upun 
four Pillars , ſupporting a little Vault behind 
the great Altar: But' with the fight of theſe 
things one muft not expett to fatisfie his curio- 
fity , for theſe precious Reliques hardly ever are 
expoſed, but when ſome Queen defires to ſee 
them, which happens very rarely. Upon the 
great Altar, in a kind of Tabernacle or Box of 
Wood, gilt and powder'd with Flowers-de-Lis, 
is the model of the Holy Chapel in little of Silver 
gilt, and of moſt excellent Workmanſhip, en- 
richt with Stones of confiderable value. It is 
ſhew'd only on Feſtival Days. There arealſo in 
the Sacrifty other things to be ſeen that are very 
rare, eſpecially a great number of Reliquaries 
of Gold and Silver; a great Croſs all of Gold, in 
which is encloſed a piece of the Wood of the 
true Crols, which is expoſed every Friday in Lenr. 

You may here alſo ſee the Chanters Staff, on the 

cop of which is placed a great Agate, repreſent- 

ing St. Lewis to the Walt, holding in one han1 

a little Croſs, and in the'other our Lord's Crown 


of Thorns. Here are alſo ſeveral Books whoſe Co» - 


vers are enricht with great Pearls and precious 
= tones. 
But that which is extraordinary rare is a great 
antique Oriental Agate, very fine, of _— 
mo 
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almoſt Oval, a little bigger than an ordinary, 
Trencher-Plate:; it is.cut in Bas-relief; and - re- 
preſents the Apotheofis of Auguſius, the Work- 
— is really moſt admirable, by reaſon that 
the deſign is ſo contrived, that the Natural Co. 
lours of the Stone ſerve for Shadows in their 
proper places, where they ſhould be according 
to Art, and make the ſame effett as if the Work 
of the Pencil. Monſieur de Sr. Avant, a Famous 
Antiquary, hath explain'd all the Figures in this 
Piece, and diſcovered to us very curious things, 
which may be read in his great "Treatiſe of Me- 
dals. This fair Agate was a Preſent made by an 
Emperor of Conſtantinople to Charles VI.in order to 
obtain ſome Succors from him againſt the Turks ; 
but this he could not have, by reaſon of thoſe 
Troubles which the Engliſh and the Duke of 
Burgundy then cauſed in this Kingdom. | 

The Ornaments of the Altar in this Church 
_ are magnificent, eſpecially thoſe which are ex-- 
Poſed on the Feaſt of Sr. Lewis, whoſe Head you 
ſee of Silver gilt ſupported by two Angels of the 
fame materials formerly kept in the Treaſury of 
St. Denis. As you go out you ought to obſerve 
a handſom Figure of our Lady of Pity, placed 
under the Organs on the left hand as you enter ; 
"tis the Work of the famous Germain Pilon, who 
lics buried in the lower Holy Chapel: this is 
eſteemed as one of his beft pieces. The Chapter 
of this Church is not numerous, yet are the Ca- 
nons places of a good Revenue and enjoy fair Pri- 
viledges. They have for. their Super:iour: a 
Treaſurer, whoſe place is. double the Revenue 
of the other Canons. The Abby of St.Nicaiſe at 
Reins, worth 3oco. Crowns per annum, is aP- 


propriated to this Chapter, with many _

And all thoſe who have had the management of 
any of the King's Money, ought here to juſtifie 
their proceedings. Here alſo they keep the Ar» 
chires, and antient Charters of the Crown;. 
which there are a great many which our 
Hiſtorians: have made uſe of. The famous Mon-- 
fieur du Caxge, among others, hath collefted' 
from hence a great number of Memoires, to ſerve 
him in Commenting upon thoſe antient: Hifts- 
Fans. which he hath publiſht. The reading; of 
which Pieces will give us a ſufficient Idea of his. 
profound Knowledge. The principal are 
The Hiſtory. of Conſtantinople under the French 
Emperors, Writ by Geoffry de Yille-Hardowin,.

as in France. And it” ſtands with reaſon, fince 
this js eſteemed one of the greateſt Works that 
has been undertaken in this Age, for which the: 
Author had need of all the time he had, even for- 
many years, to treat of. all thoſe various Sub-- 
jets therein contained, with ſo- much Learning, 
as he hathdone. 

I might here name many other Learned Men, 
who have drawn great. Light for Hiftory out of 
the Chamber of Acconms; among, others the Meſ-- 
fieurs God: froy, who have made publick _—_— 
many of our old Hiſturians, now lately Printed: 
at the Royal Preſs in the Zowure, with excellent” 
Commentaries$at the end. Monhenr 4 Herowval,. 
Auditor of the Accounts, hath afiſted them, in: 
procuring for their ſight all the helps that lay in 
his power, as we may perceive in their Works ;: 
they acknowledging in expreſs terms, how ob-- 
liging he hath been in ſearching out for theny 
thoſe things, that might be uſefb] for their occa- 
- ftons; and one may juftly ſay, that without him: 

the greateſt part of the beſt Monuments of our 
ny had been unknoym and remained bhtrried?

In one of the Chambers are ſeveral very curious 
antient PiQtures, repreſenting, according to 
the Life, ſeveral Princes and Princeſſes of the 
Blood Royal, in the Court of Charles the V. and 
of ſome other Kings, whoſe Piftures we cannot 
elſewhere meet with. Father Menerrier thought 
them ſo curious and ſo' ſingular, that he cauſed 
them to'be graved, and we may meet with the 
Prints in ſome places, with Hiftorical explicati- 
_ ons of the Perſons and Blazons repreſented,which 
are writ by the ſaid Father. ; 
La Cour des Monnoys, or Court belonging to 
the Mint and Coynage, is over the Chamber of 
Accounts. in-which there is nothing ſingular to 
be obſerved. Monſieur Crouſfin is one of' the 
Preſidents, to the praiſe of whom it may be ſaid, 
that no Man hath taboured with more Succeſs 
for the improvement of the French Tongue. He 
has Tranſlated out of Greekalt the Authors that 
have writ of the Conſtantinopolitan Hiftory ; in 
the beginning of which he hath atjoin'd very 
Learned Prefaces, for the better underſtanding 
ofthoſe Hiftorians, who for the moſt part are 
ſo obſcure and intricate, that, without his helps, 
we ſhould hardly be able to underftand any 
thing in them. Never did any body before un- 
dertake this Work, becauſe ſo very difficult ; 
thoſe Hiſtorians being lookt upon as half Barba. 
rous. But now by the aſh ſtar. cof this Learned _ 
, dlan 5 
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Man, oe Big be read in French, Tranſlated 
with all the Elegancy and Fidelity that can be 
expedited, in a piece writ on purpoſe for the 
Language only. They begin with the antient 
Fuſtin, and continue to Conſtantine Paleologus, un- 
der whom the Eaftern Empire ended. They all 
make Nine Volumes in Quarto. He hath alſo 
Tranſlated the Roman Hiftory of Xiphbilinus, 
of Zonaras, and off Zofimus, The Eecclefiaftical 
Hiſtory of' Euſebius, of Socrates, Soxomen, The- 
odoret, and Evagrias, in Quarto. Certain pra- 
ical Books of Devotion of Cardinal Bona ; and 
laftly the Hiftory of the Empire of the Eaſt, written, 
by Eginard, and other Authors, which was pub- 
liſh'd about the beginning of this year, 1684. 

The #Hitrel of Monſieur the Premier Preſident, 
behind the Chamber of Accounts, has nothing 
remarkable.

is Place is at the very end of the Iſte of 

the Palais next the Pont-Neuf, It is in 
figure triangular ; the Houſes that compoſe it 
are built of Brick, with Cordons of Freeſtone, 
and all of the ſame faſhion, They were ere&ted 
in the Year 1606. four or five years after the 
birth of Zews# XIIL on which account they are 
thus named. ; 

Of late years they have opened a way on 
this ſide to the Palass, and have raiſed ſeyeral 
great Houſes in the Garden belonging to the 
Hcl of the Premier Preſident, with a long _ 

ery, 
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lery, in which many Tradeſmen keep Shops, as 
in the other Halls belonging to the Palais, This - 
way faves a great deal of going about, which 
thoſe who came from the Pont-Newf were for- 
merly forced to make, 

The little Street that Iyes behind: is named: 
The Re de Lamoignon, becauſe it was built in 
the time of the famous Premier Preſident of that. 
name; who did himſelf contribute all his en- 
deavors: to procure the conveniency of this 
Baſſage for the good of the publick.

N regard'the Bridges of Pars make a con-- 
fiderable part'of the beauties of this great 
City,. we have thought it proper to make 

a'particular Chapter of that ſubje&t ; and there- 
by to have the more liberty in explaining the 
fiingularities thereof.

This Bridge is loaden with Houſes on both 
ſides, but they are not ſd high built as thoſe on 
the other Bridges. Theſe Houſes are beauti- 
fiel in the- front, with great 
Termes * of Men and Women, * 4 Terme 5s 
ſupporting on their Meads Baſ- @ hind of Filg- 
kets of Fruit ; between every ſter in the lower 
two are certain Medals: in balf , and t0- 
which are repreſented all the wards the rop 
Kings of France, with every one feſhion'd like 4 
a Verſe ſutable to-him. Time Mar or Woman 
had much-decay'd theſe things, without &rmes. 
but they were well repaired*a- 

_ the late Queen made her Entry, ſhe paſ- 

ng over here as ſhe went to the Zouvre. And of a 
lng time it has been the Cuſtom for the Queens 
to-paſs over this Bridge,when theymake their,firſt 

; Entrys 
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Entrys into Paris, at'which time thefe Buildings 
are adorned Magnificenfly. It is reported that 
when IſabeÞ of Bavaria made hers, it was cover'd 
from one end to the other, with a kind of Pavillion 
of blue Taffaty,powder'd with Flowers-de-Lis of 
Gold, they ſay alſo that by means of a wonder- 
fal and ſupriſing Machin, an Angel flew down 
from one of the Towers of Noſtre-Dame Church, 
and placed a Crown of Gold upon her Head. 
But though this Deed is recorded by an Hiſtorian 
vf that time, it ſeems to me that one may reaſo- 
nably doubt the truth of it. 

In the middle of this Bridge are erefted two 

Machins, which draw up the River Water for 
the uſe of thoſe Quarters of the Town which are 
far diftant. The Gate belonging to this place 
1s of the Tonick Order, ſet off with certain Orna- 
ments which make no bad effeft. The following 
Verſes of Monſieur Santexi!'s, whom we have ſo 
often mention'd, are ingraved upon black Mar-

is is the next Bridge to the Pont-Neuf. 

It has this name becauſe formerly there 
were ja great many Money-Changers, @r 
Banckers, who inhabited the Houſes on this 
Bridge, and madea kind of Exchange or Bource 
in this-place: Tt has been alſo formerly called the 
Pont aux Oiſeais, or Bridge of Birds, becauſe 
no doubt of Birdſellers here dwelling. But be- 
ing in the Year 1629, burnt down by an ex- 
traordinary Fire, it being then of Wood, it 
was afterwards rebuilt of: Freeftone, as we now 
ſee it, with ſo much ſolidity, that” they have 


erected upon it two Rows of double _ ſes 
ur 
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four Stories high, all of them arched with Free. 
ſtone. Theſe Houſes are inhabited by Traders; 
who have their Warehouſes on the fide next the 
Wafer, and their Shops in the forepart. This 
Bridge has the moſt Paſſengers of all in. Pars, 
becauſe of the Palais which ftands at the end of 
It, 

At one end, over a houſe which fronts the 
Bridge, you may ſee the King's Statue about 
the Age of 10. years old, Crown'd with Laurel 
by the Figure of a Viftory. This Statue is raiſed 
ona little Pedeftal ; and on each fide of it are 
the Statues of Zews the 13th, and Arne of Auftriz 
as big; as the Life, in Braſs. Theſe Statues: are 
very well deſfign'd), ant! very like. 

The Key or Wharf, called Qua de Gefoers, 
leads from this Bridge, to the Bridge of Noſtre- 
Dame, under cover all the way. It's ſupported: 
| of Vaults, wheſe Foundation is in' the River; 
of 4 ſort of Work extraordinary hardy , thoſe 
who aff=& ſuch things ought to go down and 
obſerve it. 

At the other end of the Pont au Change, at 
the Corner of the Quay dt Mhorfondus, is the 
Clock belonging to the Palejs; the Dyal of 
which is adorned' with certain figures of one of 
the moſt famous Sculptors of the laft age. In 
regard it was done m the Reign of Zenry TII. 
the: Arms of France and' Poland ftand over it, 
with this Verſe, ftill legible, which that King, 
nfſed as his Device or Motto:

This Clock guides the fittings in the Parli- 
ament ; and as often as there are any publick 
rejoycings, they ring the great Bell for ſome 
hours together. | 

The Pont Sr. Michel is alſo near the Pali 
and oppoſite to the Port au Change. It takes 
its name from the little Church of St. Michel, 
which ftands within the Inclofure of the Palas ; 
or perhaps becauſe it leads to the Gate of that 
name, which once ſtood at the upper end of the 
Rue de Ia Havrpe, and' was not long fince' demo- 
liſh'd, as we have already'ſaid in the page 
of this Second Part. This Bridge is alſo' built 
upon ; the Houſes are of Brick and Freeſtone. 
Formerly it was of Timber only, like thoſe of 
whict we' have already ſpoken ; but: it- being 
broke down' by a ltigh ffbod,. in-the-beginning, of 
the Reign of Zews XIII. it was in a little tume 
after re-built as we now ſee it. 

The Petit Pont, one of the oldeft Bridges of 
Pars, is on the ſime arm of the River that 
runs under the Pone St. Michel; the Houſes on 
each fide of it and the: Zittle Chateler at the end' 
of it, hinders you from perceiving that you go- 
ever Water when you paſs this way. 

Within the limits of the #6tel Dieu, are twor 
o'her Bridges built: One of” which. /is wholly 
belonging to that Hoſpital, the other;is partly 
uſed for a conveniency of paſſage on foot to the 
Church of Niwe-Dame, every one that goes 0- 
' ver that way paying a Double for paſſage. Bott 
theſe Briclges are of lone, and very well built.

The Pont-Neuf, or New Bridge. 


TY fine, we are now arrived-at. the laſt Arti- 
Cle of this Deſcription, which cannot be better 
concluded than with the Pozt-Neuf, from which 
one may diſcover part of the moſt magnificent 
objetts of all Paris. The Pont-Neuf was begun 
under Henry 11]. who laid the firft Foundation 
in the Year 1578. and gave the condutt of the. 
Work to a famous Architeft, named dr Cer- 
ceau. That King being accompanied with Carha- 
rine de Medici, his r, (who as ſome ſay did 
firft think of this great Work) the Queen his: 
Wife, and with all the illuſtrious Perſons of his 
Court, webs bt the firſt _ a 
great Show and Ceremony, upon which Stone 
this Inſcription is graved: |

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They began the Work with much eagerneſs 
at that end next the Great Auguſiins ; but the 
| Troubles of that King's Reign prevented this 
| great ans 5 from being finiſhd in his time. 

It remained imperfe& from its firft undertaking 
in the Year 1575, as I have ſaid, till the Year 
1604, when Henry the Great, of happy memo- 
ry, compleated the Work, by the means of Wil- 
liam Marchand. 

It is obſervable that this Bridge is one of the 
moſt beautiful that can be ſeen for its length, 
which extends over the two arms of the Seine, 
which unite here into one Channel; for tits 
breadth, which is divided into three ways, one 
in the-midft for Coaches and great Carriages, 
and two on each fide raiſed higher for thoſe who 

o on foot; and laftly for its ſtruture, whick 
3s of ſuch ſolidity and of ſuch an ordinance, that 
has but few equals. | 

Among theſe advantages one may alſo add 
the delicate Proſpe&t which the Paſſenger has 
from it:; A view which paſſes for one of the moſt 
| pleafing and fineſt of the World ; and if we may 
believe thoſe who have ſeen foreign parts, and 
the report of one of the greateft Travellers in 
this age, he tells us, That he never obſerved 
any Proſpe&t more magnificent, naming this 
for the third of thoſe which he hath obſerved, 
to wit, That of the Port at Conflantinople : that 
of the Port at Goa in the Indies ; and this of the 
Pont-Neuf in Paris, which extends on one fide - 
| over the LZowvre which runs along the Seize, with 
| a long row of magnificent buildings; and on 
the other fide the HZizel de Comi, the Colledge 

of the Quatre-Nztions, whichis very rewarkable 
| for its Dome, and for the two great __ 

| Tavil- 
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Pavillions which ſtand before it ; and in fine, 
for many other great Houſes which extend a 
great way, with the Cours de Ia Reine, which de. 
termines this Proſpet, and Mount Yalerien 
which appearsover all ; which Views altogether 
make a- moſt beautiful ProſpeQive as they ex- 
tend into a Landskip. I ſay nothing of the 
continual preſs of People paſſing over this Bridge, 
| -by which one may gueſs at the infinite number of

The Statue of HENRY Iv. 


is Monument ſtands at the middle of the 
 Pont=Newf, at the corner of the Jſle du 
Palau: It was ſet up in the Year 1635, by 
Lewis XII. to the memory of Menry IV. who 
is repreſented on Horſe-back, as big as the life, 
.all of Braſs, and raiſed upon a Pedeftal of White 
Marble ; where the principal ARions of that 
great King are repreſented in Bas-Keliefs 
of the ſame Metal alto, theſe are placed two 
and two of every fide. At the four corners of 
the Pedeſtal are placed four Slaves of Braſs alſo, 
treading upon certain Antique Arms, All theſe 
Pieces, except the Horſe, were deſigned and 
caft by one named Francheville, originally of Cam- 
bray ; who was efteemed as one of the beft Scul- 
ptors of his time, of whoſe hand you may ſee 
ſeveral other Works, much efteemed : among 
others, the Marble Statue repreſenting Truth,

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But the Curious will not be offended perhaps 
xf 1 ſet down here the particular Hiſtory of the 
Horſe, which was made in Jzaly by the famous 
Fobn de Bologne, or as the Painters commonly 
call him, BolqgneſS. Coſmus the Second, great 
Duke of Tuſcany, gave it as a Preſent to Mary de 
Medicy, during her Regency, Lewss the 13th. 
being then under Age. 

The Chevalier Peſcholini, was appointed to 
come into France to Preſent this Horſe, in the 
name of the great Duke Coſmus the Second. 
The care of Imbarking at Zegorn was committed 


to him; but it met with ſeveral accidents at 


Sea ; Ahorrible Tempeſt forced the Veſſel, in 
which it was, with ſo much impetuolity againſt a 
Bank of Sand, that it was Wrackt, and all its 
Freight loſt ; however this Statue was recover'd 


from the Sea, with much pains and coft,”and 


once again it was Shipt in another Veſſel ; this 
laſt unhappily met with Pirates on the Coaft 
of Spain ; but in fine, after all theſe Tronbles 
and Labour, it arrived at Havre de Grace in the 
beginning of May, 1615. And on the 24. of 
= following, King Lewis the 13rb. laid the 

rſt Stone of the Pedeftal, accompanied with 
Monſtenr de Ziancourt Governor of Paris, and 
ſeveral other Perſons of Quality. Notwithftand- 
ing all the Ornaments and all the outward parts 
pr Work were not quite finiſht, till the Year 
I 


6. 
And lafly, that Poſterity may be fully in- 
ftructed of all that paſt, the Inſcriptions on the 
four ſides of the Pedeftal were not thought ſufh. 
cient alone; they writ another upon Vellom, 
which they incloſed in a Pipe of Lead, and put 
that into the Belly of the Horſe, which Hey 
| ed 
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filled fall of Cole duft, the better to preferve 
it from Humidity, the Inſcription is as fol-.

T the ſecond Arch of the Pont-Newf, on 

that fide next the Zowure, was erefted in 

Reign of #exry /1I. alittle Houſe for a Pump 

to raiſe the River Water for the uſe of the Lowvre. 
They have had here formerly certain handſom 
 Machins for that purpoſe, but time has de- 
frroy'd them. This Water runs into a receiver 
near 
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near the Cloifter of Saint Germain F Auxerrois, 
where one may ſtill ſce the remains of certain. 
Arches on the fide next the River, which are of 
no il] delign ; but all theſe things are now no 
longer in the Condition which they were once in, 
no more than the Clock, whoſe Chimes do not 
now goas formerly. The Stafues of our Lord 
aucthe Semariran Woman, which ftand on the 
fide of the Ciftern, are but Copies of thoſe 
which ftood here formerly, and were the work 
of Germain Pillon. 2 

The Pont-Rouge, is over againſt the Zowvre, 
which tho'at preſent, of Timber only, it is pre- | 
ſumed that in regard to the Beauty and Majeſty 
of the place where'it ftands ; it will not remain 
Jong in this Condition, but that another will be 
built of -reeftone, to avoid the troubles and 
inconveniencies to which this is expoſed every 
Winter by the Ice, which often breaks it down, 
as it has happend this preſent year, 1684. It- 
is call'd Poxt-Kponge. becaule it was painted for- 
merly of a Red Colour.
